2Y 3 compals this Work, how difficult ic would prove 
228 to bein it ſelf . what ſlender furtherances | had to 

<< accompliſh the ſame; and how weak my own abi- 
STS litics were to giveit perfetion: yer notwithſtand- 
ing all theſe obſtacles, when | had duely con{1dered the general want 
thereof , and the common benefit and commodity that would re- 
dound thereby, eſpecially ro thoſe of my own proteſlion (if it might 
be fully, or in ſome mealure truely pertected) | relolved (conſidering 
the ſilence of thoſe of better indowments) to take the jame in hand, 
and cheerfully and willingly laid bath my hand co the Work, and m 
ſhoulder to the burthen, colle&ing and gathering with laborious 
induſtry, and induſtrious labour all thoſe principal points and heads; 
as might either conduce to the accompliſhment of the building,or any 
way further my intended fabrick : So that by my continual toil, 
and ſearch after fit and apt marterials, I hoped chat at length a 
good iſſue would crown my indeayours, and finiſh this my intended 
undertaken task. 

But after long and tedious inquiſition , I found that the further 
| failed in this Ocean, the vaſter were my delires, and the fewer were 
my furtherances to my wiſhed Port; lo that perceiving the Work 
thus to increale upon me, beyond my expectation and firſt pur- 
pole, | was conſtrained (with the wind-{canted Seaman )to caſt about 
apain, and limit my ſelf to a nartower [cantling ; for that to do it 
at large, and as the matter punQually required, was far beyond the 
reach of my knowledge; yer becaule I could not do as | would, 
I reſolved to do as | could, and thereupon begun again to involve 
theſe my firlt ſcattered Colleions into a leſſer mould, and r:duce 
my firit thougths and obſervations into ſuch a ſecond limit and 
order, as might beſt befic my experience, and the compals to 
which now | had confined it; conceiving that as my intentions 
(joyned to my labour and pains herein) tended only ro the good 
of others, and principally of Merchancs and their Fa&tors; that 
relide or negociace in foreign parts, ſo they will in requital be 
induced to have a good opinion thereof, as a reward to me, for 
the benefic that thall redound to them by the ſame, exculing thoſe 
crrors which peradyenture the better experienced may by tryal find 
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in the peruſal of this Work, and the detects which my ignorance hath 
inforced me to let paſs, which by realon of the diverfity and 
rarity of the matter the ſame is moſt ſubje unto, and che rather 
becauſe I have been conſtraind oftentimes in this Deſert to cravel 
without a certain guide, and not ſeldom to Navigate by anothers 
Compaſs, having not in any Language or Countrey mer with any 
Author, that could either totally condu& me, or truly reifie my 
ſteps when I went aſtray ; yer I muſt confels I mer with ſome that 
ſhot at the mark I aimed at, but it was at random. and came 
not home to my propoſed blank; and I found ſome that took up 
tuff upon truſt, anda ſecond followed him and a third that ſecond, 
and here (not able otherwiſe to contradict nor amend) 1 alfy 
became a follower of theirs; ſome again I obſerved to have bor- 
rowed from others, of which number I may accompt the Col- 
leftions of Claud Bojer Lionows, of Gio . Mariana a Florentine, of 
Facob Cartolano, a Venetian, of Gio Baptiſte Zuchetta a Genovois, of 
Mr. Malines and Mr. EJunt our own Countreymen, and ſome 
others, who again gave addition to what they had in this nature 
gathered; but all theſe (chough by their indeauours meriting due 
commendation) yer ſatisfied not throughly my curioſity, nor the 
earneſt defire I had to bring this Work to a more ablolute perfe&ti- 
on: therefore in this caſe 1 was furthered by ſome friends, whoſe 
Star led me when I was benighted, and whole Candle lightned 
me, when otherwiſe I ſhould have ſtumbled ; by which means, 
and my own old twelve years collections, during my abode and 
imployment in many parts of the world, I have art laſt by due 
ſounding of the Channel, ſafely ſailed over the Ocean afore-menti- 
oned, and brought my Bark to an Anchor 1n ber defired Har- 
boar , and I hope ſo well obſerved the depths, Shoals, Rocks and 
Sands thereof, that he that Navigatcs after me, and by this my 
Hap, (hall be ſecured from all dangers, and thereby bring his 
accompts to that wiſhed Port, that may prove both to his own 
profit and Commodity. 

Now Gentlemen, having thus then underſtood with what in- 
duſtry and care the materials of this Edifice hath been colleRed, 
what pains hath been uſed to bring it rothis concluſion and per- 
fetion, and having truely weighed the benefic ariſing thereby ; all 
theſe I conceive are effeual inducements to ctallenge a fair accep-

Marts, I might peradventure have delineated this Map with more 
curious colours, illuſtrated it with more diverſity of plealiag ob- 
jects, and adorned it with ſome more delightful variety ; bur pro- 
ceeding thus from the Pen of a Merchant, from whom ſuch ex- 
cellencies cannut be expected, it may the rather find a favorable 
conſtruction from the ingenuous of my profeſſion, and from the 
learned of what Art ſoever, to whole judgment and candid cenſure, 
[ ſhall ' willingly ſubmit both my ſelf and thele my Labours . 
and for thole whole tender appetite cannor reliſh i in that nature 
as it is, and who are ignorant of my pains herein, it will not be 
| judged to be a point of ill manners in me to cell them, char this 
Method, Form, and Title was pelcribed me by the neceſſity and con- 
ſequence of the Work in hand, and by the Enthufiaſme of my own 
fancy, which I conceived in ſome ſort | was bound a little to pleale, 
partly to caſe the burthen I endured in the building, and principally 
to add ſome delight and pleaſure to the toil I underwent in rearing 
the ſame. | | 

Now as touching the Strufure it ſelf, many motives have in- 
duced me to lay the foundation thereof upon the knowledge of 
Geographie, and upon the uſe of Maps and Sea-Cards in general, fo de- 
. lighttul, proficable and neceſſary to the Merchant, that ic cannot 
be by him that would be accompted luch a oxe, neither negle&ted 
nor omitted, The principal parts thereof I have touched, fo far 
only as conduced to theenlightening of the matter in hand, and to 
the general underſtanding of the infuing Tra#®: from hence (for 
method ſake) 1 was inforced to a curſory ſurvey of the four prin- 
cipal parts and diviſions of the World, according to modern Au- 
thors; from this 1 deſcend to the Empires, Kingdoms, and parti- 
cular Provinces of each of them; and thence to the eminent and 
moſt noted (ities, and Towns of Traffick therein, whole (cituation 
L have ſuperficially run over, and in ſome ſort, obſerved the moſt 
remarkable paſſages as have preſented themſelves within the com- 
pals of my reading; and for matter of Trade, I have in the firſt 
place obſerved the natural and artificial Commadities therein found; then 
the Coins there in uſe and currant, with the value and denomination 
thereof, and the ſpecies wherein Merchants do there frame and 
regulate their accompt; by, allo the Weights and Meaſures of thole 
places, together with their Exchanges, and how thele are found 
to be calculated amonit the Italians, who are accounted the moſt 
expert Bankers and Exchangers, with all other fic inſtruments and 
materials, as at this day is found practifed in the Art of Merchan- 
diging, 1n all the parts of the habitable World. 

And in concluſion, 1 have added a Table of the = 
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I be Epiſtle to the Reader.

to ſatisfie the curious, but the better to guide the inquirer to lany © 
ſuch (ity or Town ſought for: In the reſt, | have (following che 
example of many Merchants) ſhewed the worſt firſt, and the beſt 
laſt; | mean declared the particulars of the Trade of America, as 
the leaſt and worſt known to us; then of Africa and 4fia, and 
laſt of all Europe, as the beſt, and beſt known to us, and accor- 
ding to my Title included and concluded all , within the famons (ity 
of London, where we abide, which ever with all gratefulneſs 
as the place of my Education in the Art of Merchandizing, I 
am obliged to honour. 

And to conclude, in all this Work my ambition till hath 
prompted me to'an indeavour of pleaſing all Merchants in general, 
and (if I may not bethought to judge too favourably of this Child of 
my own brain) 1 may be induced to believe I ſhall hereby pleaſe 
not only the moſt, but allo the moſt ingenuous. 1 am confi» 
dent, were my Labours truely ſcand, my indeavours might chal- 
lenge that thanks I expe&; and he that knows both my publick 
and private imploytnents, may well anſwer for me, and excuſe 
the defects or omiſhons, that may by further tryal peradventure 
be found herein ; and if in the future I find this acceptable, I may 
yet be incouraged to publiſh ſome other Works, which in this kind 
I have hewen out to your profit and Commodity : till when, and

ERCHANDIZING (traly conſidered in it felt , and rightly practiſed , may 
M well be ſaid to be an Art or Science invented by ingenious mankind, tor the pu lick 
good, commodity and welfare of all Common-wealths ; tor thereby ſome places and Kinrdoms 
are {applied and furniſhed with thoſe neceſſary things, whereot Nature her ſelf hath proved 
deficient in, and which in ſome other places or Kingdoms hach abounded , rending cicher ro 
the need, ornarhent, or commodity of humane life,and is performed by exportng the ſuperflui- 
ties, thar are found in the one, to farnith the defeRts and wants that are found in che other : 
and the Arts-men that are ſcenthus to praRtiſe and exerciſe the ſame, and which dochus Tranſ- 
port thele things from one place to another, are generally known to us and commonly cermed 
by tlic nameof Merchants, and the things themſclves wherewith they Negotiate and Tr-ffique 
are cexrmed Merchandizes or Commodinies. 

HMerchandizing then of it ſelf, in effe&, is nothing elſe but a Commutation, Bargaining, Con- 
trafting ow Exchanging of one man with another, and by giving by one, ſo much of one thing 
or commudity, to have of the other, ſs mnch and the like value, of ſume one other differing 
commudity elſe , and the things themſelves ſubje& co this Commetation, or Exchanging , w_

{tore and plenty: The ſecond kind was found out and invented to facilitate the firſt; and the third 
and laſt co facilitate the ſtcond. : | 

In the times of old amoneſt us, and yet in theſe days in many places of America, Aſia and Bartrirg, 
Africa che firſt manner of Bartering was and is yet in uſe and praQiſed, where though Gold 
and Silver and Braſs was not known nor accounted as a ſtamped Coin, yet it was then both 
here, and isſtill there held in greater eſtimation chen was any other commodity or metal ; the. 
which Homer inferieth in his relation of the Trojan War , where he mentioneth that Achilles 
his golden Armour was vglucd in barter at one hundred Oxen, and .that the Braſs Armour 
of Diomedes was valued in barter but at nine : But Manin proceſs of time, finding it too too 
difficulc a thing, and too too troubleſome a buſineſs, to carry about him, all things thus bar- 
ter'd and tracked from one place ro another, choſe our one ſingular. thing , which as a common 
ſtandard or meaſure, ſhould countervail and be in Value as all other things, and which ſhould 
be received and accounted of in payment, ſatrsf ation, and equivalency to all others, and rhe 
things thus choſen and cſtimared, was Gold, Silver and Braſs, the moſt excellent of Metals, 
which being then and ſince, by the authority of Princes, divided into great.and ſmall pieces, *

The next place is it where the Publique Beams 1s ſer up, by the Authority of the Magiſtrate, 
to weigh all ponderous Commodities bought or ſold, to decide Difterences and Controverſies 
arifing by Weights and Weighing, and where a ſworn Weigher, with Laborers at all hours ac- 
rendeth upon Merchants occaſions, and who by his place 1s to keep a Regiſter of all Commodi- 

® ties weighed, to ſerve if need ſhall fo requirez and in this nature is the Weight- houſe called 
The Kings-Beam in London, the Domme at Amſterdam, the Vicont in Ronen, the Romano in 
1iarfilia, and ſuch like in other places of Trade. 

Met-houſe, The next and laſt place is it where the Publique Meaſures , both of length, of dry, and of 
liquid Commodittes, in every City are kept and ſer up by che Authority of the Magiſtrate, to 
meaſure all meaſurable Commodities bought or ſold ; to decide all Differences and Contro- 
ycrfies ariſing thereaboutz and where a ſworn Meaſurer is to give attendance with other ne- 
cc{lary helpers at all hours to diſpatch Merchants occafions, of which he is ro keep a Regiſter to 
ſerve in time of need, as was ſeen of old to be the Standard of Cheap in Londen, and as is found 
rhe like 1g other places. 

And thus much ſhall ſerve to have ſaid of Cities and Towns in general, of Trade, and of the 
vrincipal places tound therein, which have a dependence chereupon;z which few Cities in che 
World, of Traffique do want, or are found to be defeRive in.

Of Cuſtoms, Impefition?, and other Duties in general , paid by Merchants #pon Commodities in alt 
Cities of Trade. 


RADE in it (elf, hath ever been found to be, not only beneficial to the City and Comn- Cuſtoms pay - 
try where the ſame 3s exerciſed and preſerved ; but alſo to the Princes and Severeigns who wg to Prine 
command the ſame; and though the commodities and beneficsthat it brings with it, be many ** 
andgreat, yet the principal are ſuch as accruing to the Princes Coffers , come to them by the 
payments of certain C»ffows, [mpoſts and Duties, chat are OW impoſed upon all Commo- 
dities and Wares, which by the way of Merchandize are cither Imported out, or Exported in-' 
to their Dominions, and for the betrer raiſing and colleting of which , there is: ſeated as 1s 
before remembred, by the ſaid Princes and their Authority in every ſuch City and Town (witere 
any Trade and concourſe of Merchants is found to be) certain publique Houſes, as Offices by 
che name of (»ſtom- houſes, where theſe Duties are colleRed, aud where the Traders and Jer- Cuſtoms 
chants do accordingly pay and fatisfie the ſame. houſes. 

The duty chen of Cſtors, though in all Conntries it be generally paid, yer it 1s not always Cuſtomsnoc 
found to be paid alike -in all places, for it is ſometimes found ro be more and ſfomerimes always alike ia 
leſs; and oft-times in ſome Comntries it is paid according to the will of the Prince who ll places. 
impoſeth the ſame, as being partly a Prerogative inherent co cheir Scepters, and partly as 
they are abſolute Commanders in thoſe Cities , Ports and Havens where this Traffiqae 1s ſo Cuſtom due 
exercisd, and is found to be payable, as I ſaid before, upon all manner of Commodities tre Com: 
uſed by way of Merchandize, either Importedor Exported our or into their Dawinions, Coun- Ow 
tries and Cities. 

This Duty then thus called Cufforr, is conceived by ſome to have its fuſt original from a The original 
ſafeguard given by thoſe Princesat Sea, to their SubjeRs and Merchants from all Rovers, Pj- of Cuſtoms. 
rats and Enemies, and a ProteRion for free trading from all ſuch dangers from one Port or 
City of Tradeto another : bur we ſee that in theſe days the payment of che Dzty is {till continu- 
ed, and is dayly paid by all ferchants ; but the firſt_ inſtitution and ground thereof (if {o 
it was) 1s by many Princes either totally omitted, or at leaſt- wiſe forgotten, and therefore it may 
now be more properly called a Cyſtow then heretofore, and che places where che ſame is paid and 
colleed, called thence Cuſfoms-bowſes. 

The Merchant then that intendeth to Negotiate and Traffique into any City or Kingdoms The Merchanc 
(keivg there 1s a necefſiry in the payment and diſcharge thereof ) - ought fir/# diligently and muſt learn - 
carefully learn and obſerve the fum and quantity payable upon all commodities whatſoever ; ws we C45 F 
and then truly and honeſtly farisfie the ſ#me according to the Ordinances and proceedings Fark ang 
uſed relpettively in thoſe Countries, partly co avoid the danger of the loſs of the Commo- ; 
dity (the non- payment being in many places the forfeirure) and partly the berter chereby to 
make his Calculation cither to buy or {cll co profic, and chat before he make Entry of any 
Goods 1n the ſaid C»ſforn-h1wſes or Office (thus appointed for the colleRing of this duty) he 
taxe notice what the crue and righe cuſtom in ir ſelf is 3 to further which knowledg ir is often 
ſeen that a ferled Rate by Book, or particular Teriffe, either in Print or Writing, may eafily 1n Bock of Rates: 
every ſuch City of Trade be had and obtained : Bur if (as it is ſometimes ſeen) in ſome places 
thar the ſame cannot be had, then the Trader muſt learn in this caſe from others what the Dury 
and C»/tozs of the place is; wherein much care and circumſpe&ion is to be uſed, for the fraud and 
poling deceit, thac is pra&tiſed in ſundry C#ſtom-homſes by many Officers where no ſuch Books 
are puvlique, is exceſſive, wheneither they colle& the ſame to the immediate uſe of che Prince, 
or when they'colle& the ſame ta their own uſe, being ler out to farms by contraRt and yearly 
Rent unto them by his Authority z many Merchants being deceived by their devices and 
fl;ghrs, many undcr-Officers and new Offices being daily hatohed up and maintained by 
the chief Cuffomers and Farmers, not only to the detriment of £Merchants and of all Trade 
11 207 "ay bur alſo to the prejudice of che Sovereign, and all Traffiqne and Commerce in the 
oeteneral, , 

Theſe (aſtoms then, as I ſaid before, are noted not to be paid in all Conntries alike, for Cuſtom differs 
they aie found to differ in divers regards; the princigal whereof I have obſerved co be cheſe : 7 moo Cc 

Firj#, They are found to differ 1n regard of Places and Kingdoms, as a far greater Cuſtoms = 4 of 
1s paid 1n Spain, and generally throughout the King of Spains Dominions, than in France, glace, 
{taly, Turkie, and in ſome other places. 

Seconaly, Some difference isalſo found inregard of times, as in priviledged Towns, enjoying la regard of 
free Fairs, arts and Afarkets, as is ſeen obſerved by cuſtom and long uſe in Rowen, Beaucair, ue, 
Franckford, Meſina, and other places where the Cufomss are then, and ar chat ,cime lictle or ellz 
nothing, or far leſs thanar all other times of the year beſides, 
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1nregard of Thirdly, Somewhat again in reſpe& of Cities, enjoying a more peculiar priviledg and conti- 
Ciries, nued freedoms in Trade in ſundry Kingdoms, where little or no Cuſtoms 15 paid upon any Com- 


modiry whatſoever, either during a year after the Importing of the Goods, or for certain limit- 
ed time or months, as itis ſeeu in Legorn, Marfilla, and in many other free Cities and Hanſe- 
T owns, &c. 

In regard of Fonrthly, Somewhar again in regard of commodities, as is ſeen in England, and many other 

Commodities. places elſewhere, where ſome Commodities are higher rated in the C#fforms than ocher ſome z 
ſome paying after the rate of 5 per cept. ſome 10, ſome Ig, and ſome 20 per cent. and ſome yer 
more, and ſome leſs.

is extream, whereas theſe Cufoms are not duly and truly ro the utmoſt ſarisfted and

1s paid by che Engliſh only 3 per cent. but by all other Chriftian Nations 5 per cent. ind thc tame 
1s notthere paid nor ſatisfied 1n Aſotes, as in other Comntries, batin ſpecies and in kind, excepr 
compounded for before-hand, and fo by a value reduced inro Honies : ſo alo ir 1s 1n foine 
Countries more, and in ſome lefs, fometimes {erled upon the handred in value, and ſometimes 
upon the piecez and in Ching and ſome places of India ic is notes chat in favour of ris Duty 
rhc Veſlel and Ship ismeaſured in lengel, and bredrh, and depth z and ſo by a cercain rice and 
ſum che Cxſtors is levied accordingly, upon all fortsof Goods aboard her withouc diftinftion 
alixe 1n bulk. 

Impoficions Beiides this Duty of Cuſtoms paid in moſt Cities by e Merchants , as I have ſherwed, there is 
upon Goods, another Duty like to this, which is called by the name of [poſition , becauſe the ſame 15 impoſed 
upon ſome certain and particular Commodities, and noc in general (as Cuſtoms are) upon all; 

the whichalſo is noralike rated upon all Wares; for though zhey be found now co be much - 
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the ſame nature as Cuſtoms are, yer originally they are conceived to be nothing bur Cuſtoms ſtrain- 
ed beyond a fajr proportion, and are impoſed oftentimes more for the enriching of ſome private 
(curticr than for the profit or benefit of the Sovereign, and which in themſelves are fonnd 
ro be very heavy, exceſſive and burthenſom upon ſome particular Commodities; and 
therefore, as there is a necetficy in the payrnent thereof 3 ſo is there likewiſe a neceſſity that the 
ſame be traly learned and known, and alſo the Commodity upon which che ſame islo impoſed; 
[eſt ocherwiſe the Trader make a ſhort reckoning in his accounts, and find this /mpoſt to deceive 
him of his expected and hoped for gain. | 
To conclude, neither are theſe Duties thus to be only learned, and duly ſatisfied according Fees to Officers 
to the Cuſtoms and uſance of every City and Country, bur alſo all ſuch appurcenances, as belong *9 be paid an4 
chereunto, in the paſſing of all Goods in the ſa:d Officesand C uſtom- houſe 5 as in Bil, of Extries, know::, 
Cicketr, (certificates, prſſmg of Bonds, and all Feeschereuntoappercaining and chereupon depend- 
ing, asto Waiters, Searchers,Clerks, Viſitors, and ſuch like, be alſo known and ſartizfied , the ber- 
rer to avoid che dangers and inconveniences that may happen by the defaulc chereof to the Goods 
whereupon the ſame 1s liable. | 
Theſe Cuſtoms chen and Impoitions thus varying by time, places and circumſtances, and im- 
poſed, alrercd and changed oftentimes ar the will of the Prince, are not by the induſtry of any 
one hand to be punctually known in all places z therefore ir ſufficerh we to have given here * 
theſe general Rules and Obſervations, conducing both to the knowledg and the ncceſſiry of . 
che diſcharge and payment thereof, for the better Reiglement of Commerce in this particular ; 
therefore I may be hcld exculable, if I be found in this point to be detefive in this MA P, 
and ſo concluding herewith, proceed to the nexr point, which 1s of the nies and Coins of 
ſundry Kingdoms, uled in the Traffique of CMWerchandizing.

The greateſt and better ſorc 
of Pearl are found berween Orzmzw and Buzera in the Straits of Periz. There is alſoa fiſh- 
ing for Pearl near che Iſland of Zeilam, bur. of lower price: likewiſe there are Pearls found 
near the Ifland of Bxrnro, and Ifland of Arian ; but thoſe of Ormm ſurpaſs rhem all. 
They are fiſhed for by divers that dive into the Sea, ſome 10, 15 and 20 fathom deep z they 
grow in Oyſter-thells; che Divers have Baskers tycd ro their back to pur che Oyſters im, and 
bring chem up from the bottom of the Sea, aud pur them into Boats; the fiſh are laid in the

erity, ſhews evidenely thar at firſt the ſame was invented, and deviſed to a mot exceſlenc uſe 
and end, it being obſerved, that as Money was deviſed, and firſt invented of the beſt and pureſt 
Metals, to avoid the chargeable and troubleſome carriage of Commodities in Trade, from one 
place to another 3 ſo was oP of ones, firſt alſo deviſed and found out, to avoid the 
danger and adventure thereof, and the chargeable and croubleſome carriage of che ſame from 
one City or Country, to another, 

I conceive it will not be marerial for me in this place to reckon up the divers manner of Ex- 
changes, that haye been of old in uſe, and as yet are po amonglt Traders and Merchants, 
throughout the World, nor yer here inſert the form of a Bill of Excharge, which in it (elf is ac- 
counted ſo noble and excellent a ſpecialty, char it carries with it nor only a Kind of command- 
ing power to pay , but 1s accordingly obſerved, fatisfied, and diſcharged; though direQed 
from the Servant tothe Maſter, Such a high eſteem being ever had co the qualicy thereef, char 
the proceedings and ceremonies uſed therein, are both ſingular and extraordinary, and are nor 
ſabje& to any preſcription by Law or otherwiſe, bur ſub{iſting meerly of areverend cuſtom, uſed 
and ſolemnized in and abourt the ſame. Neither yet will T here mention the formalicies and 
peculiar rites and cuſtoms that are only found to appertain therewnto, either in the punRual Pre- 
ſentment, Intimation, Acceptation, Proteſt and Return , that is requiſite, and neceſſary , and 
thereto belonging ; for it isro be underſtood, that he chat doth rake upon him che Title of a 
Merchant, and intendeth to make uſe of this Map, ought not to be ignorant in all the parti- 
cular circumſtances of place and time, eicher of Preſentment, of Payment, of due Proteſts in 
Def aslt,and therewith know the common Rates governing,the Cauſes of riſing, the Signs of falling 
of the ſaid Prices, which I here willingly omir, reſerving che ſame to a more fic occaſion in the 
end of this Tra. 

I have noted then the firſt uſe of this Exchanging, and the excellency thereof, being pre- 
ſerved in times paſt in irs true integrity and reality 5 bur choſe honeſt and innocent ends are 
vaniſhed with thoſe: innocent and heneſt days of our forefathers; for fince Trade by a more 
general and univerſal Commerce and concurrency of Nations, being grown to that heighc and 
perfeCtion that now it is, this fair and candid manner and uſe of Exchanging, and the moſt 
excellent Commodities thereof, is in parc given over; for the ſ#btilty of theſe ctimes hath made 
an Art and Myſtery thereof, which being reduced into heads and principles, hath proved in 
many places ſo profitable and beneficial co the ſtudious therein, char it 15 now a received opini- 
on, thar the excellency thereof excetds the Art of Merchandizing it (elf, and what inventions 
and ſleights ro inrich themſelves, heir policies have brought co the view of the World , I 
leave to the cenſure of 2alines and others, that havear large diſcourled thereof, and deſcribed 
the ſame. ; 

But wherethe antient cuſtom of Exchanges is ſtill preſerved and maintained in its true and 
moderate uſe, and the craftsand abuſes thereof taken away and purged, ic then appears ro be 
molt excelent, uſefal, commodians, and beneficial, as well ro Kingdoms and Cities 1n general, asto 
private Traders and Merchants in particular. 

I have obſerved before, that all weights and meaſures ſhould be to the Aſerchant as one and 
the ſelf ſame weight and weaſare, abating or allowing, as the difference of the place requirech. 
So by this knowledg of Exchanging ſhould all Princes Coins be brought inco one and che {elf ſame 
qualicy, and parity, and be to him as oneand the ſelf ſame (vin; for if the allay or Standard 
of one Princes Aoneys, be finer orbetter, than the Coins and Aoneys uſed in thar place where the 

Merchant refidech, and his conſequently conrſer or baſer, the allowance given by exchange ci- 


' ther in time, in price, or in both, makes up that diſparity, and ſetles thus a parity berween 


them, in drawing down the one, which is the finer, or raiſing up the ocher , which is the 
baſer, to an even tcancling, time and price giving the allowance toreQific both the one and the 
other, in cqualicy and true value. 

But ſo tar forth is this co be underſtood, that this istruly ſeen practiſed where a courſe of 
quict Trafſiqme is ſerled berwecn two Kingdoms and Nations, continuing in amity and firm peace 
rogether : Bur where Princes either by the neceſſity of Wars,or accidencal grear disburſements, 
have occafion, or do uſe to inhanſe the current Rates of their fonezs in cheir Payments, or 
decrying them in the Receipts, and char Yfoneys by char either caſual or conftanc courſe, be- 
come cicher more plentiful or more ſcarce than ordinary, then theſe rules of parity hold not 


The Exchan- fo juſtly ; yer ever ſo as having in ir'sſelf a predominant power over the ſuddea affairs of Princes 
 gerreQificeh in marters of Coneys, and with all expedition poſſible, reRtifying by a common knowledg and 
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conſent of Exchangers and Bankers, the error or neceſſity of Princes and cheir Hints (who in- 
deed are the Sovereign of all Coins and Money: ) fo chac chough the Exchanger be nor cal- 
led to rhe Princes Comnſe!, nor yet admitted to give his opimion and verdict, cither in his 
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Mint, or inthe allay of his current Moeneys; nor yer to his Proclamations and Decrees in the (et- 
ling or reQifying of the goodneſs or currenc value thereof; yer rhe over-ruling part or Ballance 
is in hishand, and he orders (by an inviſible -y/tery of a viſible Exchange) the allay, value, 
debaſement ox inhancement thereof, with due allowances, circumſtances, places and times being 
rightly conſidered, ſuch as the neceſſyof the Countrey, the plenty or ſcarcity of Afoneys, or 
other ſach like accidents may admit ; regularing by this means tacizely inhis Cloſer, thediſor- 
| ders committed by Mints, and the over-fights which che great affairs of Princes neceſlicies 
plunge them in : and thus ere&ing to himſelf and others of his Profeſſion a certain Rule and 
publick Ballance, that ſhall ſerve as an cqual Parry and Standard of all Princes Coins whate 
ſoeverz thereby (as with a Touch-ſtone) taking the true valuation thereof ; diftinguithing ill 
the fineneſs gn conrſeneſs according to the true worth and real goodneſs, -alcering and changing 
the price and rate thereof, as time, place and occaſion may admit and give conſent chere-

" found out and diſcerned in all Exchanges; experience hath made it evident to all the learned in 9% the Parr 

En OLE of Exchanges, 
this At, that the true Royal Exchange for CMoneys by Bills of Exchanges, is fairly and ſub- © ©* 
ſtantially grounded upon che weight, fineneſs, and valuation of the Moneys of each ſeveral Comn- 
trey, according to the Parry which by Bankers is underſtood to be value for value, as the truth 
thereof is ſeen in our Exchanges in England, which hath its ground upon the weights and 
fineneſi of our Sterling Engliſh Moneys, the weight and fineneſs of each other Countrey according 
eo their ſeveral Standards, proportionable in the valzation, being truly and juſtly made, giving 
alſo thereby the price of the Excboyys in and for every place according to the denomination 
of the Money, and by which all Exchanges are or thould bein themſelves framed, caſt up, and 
calculated 3 bur befides this real Parr of Exchange, therc is alſo a Merchants Parr, which in 
due place I ſhall declare. + 

Theſe Exchanges then in the genera! froperiy thereof, do much differ both in the name and » 
in the proportion berween the Gold and the Silver obſerved in moſt Pountriesz and that to 
ſer down the Parr of Exchanges exaRtly, we are tocxamine and compare, not only our own 
weight (@5 1s aforeſaid) with the weight of other Countreys ; bur alſo the finencſs of our Sterling 
Standards with the finexeſs of the ſeveral Stand«rds of the Coins of ether Countreysz and f we be 
found nor to differ with them in the proportion between the Gold and Silver, then may qur 
Exchanges run at one and the ſame price and rate, both for Gold and Silver, taking the denc- 
mination according to the valuation of the Afoneys of each Countrey ; and hereby ſhall we find 
how much fine Silver or Gold our own pound Sterling containeth, and whar quantiry of other 
Money: either of France, Italy, Germany, Low Comntreys, Eaſtland and elſewhere, we are to have 
1n exchange to countervail the ſame, in the like weight and fineneſs anſ{werableco ours, beir by the 
Ponnd, Doller, Dacate, Crown, or any other imaginary or real Coin, giving always a valwe for 
value, and receiving the like, which is called by Exchangers (as I (aid before) the Parr ; the 
which ſhould in all Exchanges be ſo particularly known and'conſidered,thar as Money is publica 
menſura, or the pablick meaſure within the Realms berween man and man, ſo ſhould Exchanges 
thus made for theſe, Afonrys, be the pablick, meaſure berween us and forein Countreys, for all 
Commodities either bought or ſold, which therefore neceſlarily requircth a certainty in the cal- 
culation of this Parr aforeſaid, admitting nevercheleſs (as I ſaid before) an adyantage upon rhe 
{ame upon good ground and juſt occaſion on either fide, . 

Bur as the price of Exchanges is at this day (ecn co be arthe only and ſole diſpoſal of the The price of 
Exchanger and Merchant , and char the ſame carriech with ir a predominancy in the buying and the Exchanges 
ſclling otf*their Commodities, as is obſerved eſpecially beyond the Seas, ſo ought they carcfully and ac the a1Ipolal 
crcumſpeRly roconfider the true nature therepf, and not only look upon the preſent objef, - dundrg 
which is to know how the price of Exchange goeth ar the time when they have occaſion co TW” 
deal therewith, but alſo cruly to conſider the Reality of this Parr, as is aforeſaid, and as it is 
1 it felt really found to be, for ic is obſerved both here in England, and abroad elſewhere be- 
yond Seas, thar thoſe who altogether do praRtiſe this exchanging, and deal for Moneys by ex- 
change, have this obſervation therein for they being Exchangers indeed, know perte&ly the 
weight and fineneſs both of our Engliſh and of forcin Coins, and comparing the ſame together, 
make thereby ro themſelves the crue calculation of che Parr aforefaid , wherein chey are nor 
directed by the current valuation of Coins, which is often ſeen to be inconſtant and uncertain ; 
nor by the toleration of AMoneys, either here or beyond the Seas, going ſometimes , and in 
tome places current above the ſaid valuation; and this indeed is one of the moſt myſterious parts 
thac 1s included in this Art of Exchanging, which the Merchant ought conſiderately to learn 
and diſtinguiſh. And concluding here all fufther Obſervations and Circumſtances pratiſed in 
the general Exchanges amongſt Merchants, I retar the Reader, for whac is here purpoſely omir- 


ted, to the end of this Tra&, where I have inſerted what I have conceived to be further need- 
tul hereunto, 
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The Office of Garbling. 


That King Henry the Sixch did firſt give the Office of Garbling of all Spices, Drugs, and other 
Merchandizes in Londen, to the Lord Maior, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the ſame. 

That the Merchants and Grocers did deviſe the Laws, how the ſame ſhould be Garbled for 
ever. 

Thar if the common breach of Laws and Decrees be permitred , then enſuech nor only the 
contempt of the Magiſtrate, bur alſo the very ruine of that for which canſe ſuch As and Or- 
dinances were made and advanced j a thing ſutable to the ſubje& of this matter, namely, in 
che fatof Garbling of Spices, Drugs, and other Merchandizes, &'o. the neceflicyot cleanſing 
and purifying whereof, 1n the time of King Henry che fixch, waschen debated z and the Office 
of Garbling was by the ſame King given to the Lord Major and Commonalty of chis famous 
City of- London 3 but in ſuch wiſe notwichſtanding, thar it is very apparent, thar as well che 

By ſeveral Or® Merchants, Owners of ſuch Spices, as the Grocers retailers of the ſame City , were called co 
dersand Aﬀs .jyeadvice for the conceiving and creating of ſuch Afts and Ordinances therein, as might beſt 
- —_— rend to the benefit of the Merchant, the urtering and fale of che Grocer, and che goodneſs of 
WY 4. 7. thethinggarbled, for the health of the People of this Realm; upon which AQs and Orders 
H. 8, & Queen the Art of Garbling was pronounced and declared to conſiſt; it being an habir of working 
Elix, 2. according to right Reaſon, and Mechanical, or Handy=craft ; the full knowledg thereof was 
Hackdy and partly gotten and attained by uſe at that time by Richard Hackdy , and William Awunſell, Citi- 
Annſell firſt = ZEnS» and partly by Inſtruction and reaſon taught and ſhewed by the Merchants and Grocers 
Garblers after then being, and was left to the execution of the ſaid perſons the Officers aforeſaid ; the which 
the ſaid gift. advice, as well of the Merchants, Grocers, and of the ſaid Officers, are thus er forth.

4 modiries z but ro ſer down particularly, how every of theſe Commodiries in their kind, oughr 
co be Garbled, werea thing too redious3 and that there is no betrer:way then the ancicur 
manner of Garbling , and the juſt packing and putting up of the ſame, by men experienced and 
ſworn for the due performance of that work and labour, as herftofore there were, @ut of a 
long time have been wholly omitted : And for che Garblers well ordering of his Work-men, 
and the skilful ruling of, and governing a Company, is to begin in hunſelt, 


What Garbling 7%, 


Ir is a cleanſing, ſevering, ſorting and dividing of che good from the bad, and to ſeparate 
each ſort according to the qualities of che ſeveral Commodities , and afterward ſcaled by the 
Garbler, Deputy, Clerk, chief Servanc thereunto appointed, according to the Statute in that 
caſe made and provided : it was by the wiſdom of the Parliament in Primo Jacobi, Enacted, 
That no Spices, Drugs, &'c. ſhould be ſold, or put to fale, before the ſame were ſearcht and 
Garbled, asby the Ac more at large ic doth appear, | 

Alſo it is the duty of the Garbler, or his Servants, to tare all ſuch Cask, Hogsheads, Barrels, 
Bags, Serens, &'c. wherein ſuch Spices, Drugs and Merchandizes are brought in, truly, juſtly, 
and indifterently berwixt Buyer and Seller; and cherefore in former times the Work-men 
Labourers were all ſworn , as appears by ſeveral ARts and Orders of the Court of Aldermen 
and Common-Counci], 

Alfo all wet and defeftive Commodities ought to be kept apart, without any mixture of 
good and bad, and after rhey are ſufficiently Garbled , ro be ſealed with a Croſs-bar Seal, 
chereby to diſtinguiſh che good and Merchantable Commodities from ſuch as are faulty and 
defeAtive, which the buyer may cafily obſerve by looking upon the Seal : but foraſmuch as 
coverouſneſs, wherein a man being ſurprized, ſhall want knowledg how to command himſelf, 
may enrice him to fall from all antienc Orders, and praQtiſe ſtrange Diviſions, as well of 
Juſtice as Profir and Honeſty, which are ever ſeparate in matters of good qualiry 5 for no- 
ching 1s juſt 'nor proficable, if not honeſt ; and he thar makes Diviſion of them, by ſerring 
forth and ſeparating his aRions, ſaying , this Deed is honeſt, bur thar Deed is profirable 
for me, he cannot be wichourfraud, and rend aſunder all <quiry ordained by publick Power 
and Authority. ; 

Allo to give Licenſe to any man to buy Spices Garbleable, and to Licenſe one and nor ano- 
cher, and to carry the ſame trom place to place Ungarbled, is unlawful; alſo to rake money of 
Merchants before their Goods are Garbled, and to take more money of one chan of another 
for Garbling, is injuſtice and partiality, aud to rake more money for his Fees than by the Acts 
of Common Council is limited, is unlawful. The Rates of the Office of - Garbling were 
eſtabliſhed by ſevcral As of Common-Council ; at the firſt Inſtitution and Ordination of 
che {ad Office, as in the reign H, 6, H.7. H,G. Eliz. and the Table of Fees appertaining u

fort ; whoin former times ſuffered the TraufWrcation thereof unto a more ingenious Nation, 
which made far greater benefit by their labMr chan thoſe whom God had freely ſent it un- 
ro: Thar it is this time the glory of our Traffick, and maintenance of our poor, many hun- 
dred Thouſands depend wholly on the ſame, whoſe bread is gained by theſe imploymenes 3 
it affords Rayment , nay, rich Robes for the greateſt Princes , and alſo warm clothing for 
rhe meaneſt perſonages, and no part unprofitable or deceitful in ic, bur ofcen abuſed by che 
wicked praGtices of deceitful people. 


The «Antiquity of the Alneger. 


Before the making of Cloth wichin this Land, the Alneger was ordained, who exerciſed 
that Office upon all Cloths coming from forein parts, to meaſure and try them where they 
were put on Land, as only meaſurer appointed for a long time 5 his Authority was carried 
by Proclamation before any Parliament was holden z his Pee was nor chen given him , buc 
allowance from the Lord Treaſurer and Barons of Exchequer according to his pains and care 
his charge was to ſce all Clochs of affiſe marked, and thoſe nor of aflre , and defeRtive, to 
be taken into his hands for the King, although in the preſence of any Maior, Bailiff, or other 
Magiſtrate, wherein his credit and truſt repoſed by the King was explained. 

Whilſt true making of Cloth endured in reaſonable manner, it ws moſt credible in all parcs, 
and ſo much defired,that forein Merchants did uſually come into chi Realm to fetch them awayz 
but ſince deceit crept 4n, hach grown greater and encreaſed every day, the Trade ſtill declining 
frorg bad to worſe,and now to worſt of all. What makerh thoſe now to refuſe our Cloths, be- 
ing brought to their own doors,which before time earneſtly ſought icac ours? Falſhood. The 
Clothier complains of his dead ales, the Merchant complains of his loſſes, all but falſhood. 
Bad Wares are the breeders of bad Debts, and deſperate hazards, wherewith both Merchants 
and makers are extreamly punithed 3 when defeQive Cloth is made, the owner is"often en- 
forced to barter for as bad a commodity ,'a Hilding for a Jade; or to deliver out char 
{weet herb Thyme, but receive a back burden of the bitter Herb Rue : ſo here 1s an advencure 
encreaſed, The Law was effeRually provided for the ſearch in all points, that in every place 
where Cloth is made and ſold, perſons appointed for the ſearch rhereof, that it be according 
ro the Law ; and thoſe Searchers ro be able and ſufficient menin knowledg and skill, an4 co 
be ſworn to do uprightly. By which may appear, that the original and proper Office of che 
Alneger was to view and prevent the falſe making of all forcs of Woollen Cloches, &c. and 
not retail his Seals to Clothiers to be put upon what he pleaſeth. 

When the uſe of Clothing was planted here, ſome in all parts of the Realm undertook the 
Profeffion ; the number was bur ſmall for a long tie , but found ſuch good ſacce(s'on their 
{abours, as they mightily increaſed in fame and riches; chief comforters to the aged, and 


rainers up of youth ; rheir Houſes frequented:, their Tables repleniſhed, cheir Hoſpitalicy 
bountiful, and in their carriage plain and honeſt, yer wich plenty and content 3 Noble per- 


ſon; 
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ons have been highly pleaſed with their entertainment 3 then was true dealing held in greac 


eſtimation, and deceir harefally loathed : theſe men commonly made their recourſe ro Log- 


don weekly, who might have been ſtrangers one toanother in regard of their diſtance in dwel- 
ling, yet proved Brethren by reaſon of their Profeſſion ; their conference of meeting was co 
uphold cheir credit by truth, and their care how to ſuppreſs falſhood, left ir ſhould ſteal into 
their Trades ; happieſt was he that could win moſt commendation by deſert; ſo chat cheir.works 
made their Sake and cheir Merchants their Suicersro hold on cheir cuſtom; whilſt chis 
courſe continued, the Trade flouriſhed, and Gods bleſſing abeunded on all Dealers therein, we 
have preſident within this Realm to lead us to a truecourſe from that Nation which were our 
firſt Tutors ro the Trade, who now make a commodity among us of Wooll 5 which by rea- 
{on of cheir ſlighrneſs and ſmall value, might be eſteemed unworthy of wearing z yer by their 
good obſervation in making, ſearching, and ſealing, iris ſo upheld and maintained, chat ir 
15 more vended than any Cloth we make, and fo far void of deceit, that any man though 
unskilful may buy it wzthourt prejudice or loſs; look into their lives and conditions, and you. 
ſhall figd chem loving one towards another, and harmleſs to all men z they keep rogether, and 
diſperſe nor'in many places, tothe end one Government ſhall rule chem, bur in two places, Colchefter, 
or there do they make their Congregation ; where it were a wonder to behold ſo many to Saxdwich, a. ! 
maintain themſelves on ſo (light a Trade,yer never a beggar amongſt them ; they have no Scatute ©@merbary. 
Law to bind them , but orders amongſt themſelves , which arc ſo duly executed with- 
out partiality , charthe rich are not favoured, nor their poor oppreſſed ; their ſearch in. the com= 
moduy is threefold, one from the Loom, one from the milling, or thickning , and one from 
the dreſſing; and where offence is made, there punithment is ſure : what would theſe people 
do if they had the making and ordering of our rich Clorhs, of great value, that can bring ſuch 
ſlight ware in that eſtimation? . 
A Statute was made concerning the abuſes of Clothes, wherein orders were provided, chat 39 El. 20, 
all ſorts of Cloths ſhould be ruly ſearched, and their juſt contents of length and wright ſer 43 5 '0- 
n every piece with the word (garched, upon forfeiture : This Law intended che general 
Dod and Reformation of all; yer in regard chere was but ewo Counties nominated, or a cer- 
cain Circuic exprefſed, which did before time moſt offend in thoſe points : all offenders in 
ether places would ſtop that Law from. going any farcher ; wherefore the next Parliamenc 
following , underſtanding char Law to concern the general good, as well as unto the former 
limicacon, did makethe ſame AR reſpeRively extend unto all and ſingular Woollen Broad- 
Cloths, half-Clochs, Kerfies, Cotrons, Dozens, Peniſtones, Frizes, Rugs, and all other Wool- 
len Clochs of whar nature,kind or name foever they be, or thall be made,and co be made within 
this Realmyto be viewed, ſealed and ſearched,and ſubjeed to penalries,in ſeth like manner and 
form, and to ſuch purpoſes and intencs reſpeRively was limired co choſe Cloths provided for in 
the tormer Laws. Now whether can theſe new Draperics fly to ſhrowd chemſelves from che 
reach of .the Law ? cheir new namescannor help them ; if they be ealled by any name,the Law 
takes hold of them , they can then plead no priviledg to free them from this Law and order, 
bur 3n yielding obedience, ;

This wew World then called by us America, and now adays paſſing by the name of che 
Weſt-Indiesz being Welt in reſpe& of its Situation, and India in reſpe& of its wealth, 
was at fuſt diſcovered by Chriſtopher Columba « Genoeſe, at the charges of Ferdinaxds, and 
Iſabelle King and Queen of Caftilia, after 63 days fail from Sevil. Then ſecondly , by 
Americus Ve(putins a Florentine, at the charges of Emmanuel King of Portugal : And 
thirdly, by John Cabot a Yenctian , at the charges of Henry the ſeventh, King of England, 
the firſt and laſt had their adventnres of diſcovering ſome Iſlands only in this partz and 
Americas of the Main Concinent, and thereby gained the honour of giving name to tha 
valt circuit of Earth, which fince by ſundry others have been more exaRly. diſcovered, as by 
our Countrey-men Probe Candiſh, Probiſher, Davies, Willowby, Burrows, and others as de- 
firing to ſhare wich the firſt diſcoverers in the riches and wealth, which thence ſpread ir (clfover 
all the ocber parts of che World. » 

This America then, or more properly in honour of the firſt diſcoverer Columba, bounded 
as I mentioned before, is found by che Spaniard, (who challengeth all this large Territory)

Mexico giveth name to half America, now known by the name of Nova-Hifpania, whence 
the Kings of Spain ſtyle chemſelves Hiſpaniarum Reges ; it was very populous before the 
arrival of the Spaniards , who 1n 17 years ſlew fix millions of che Inhabicants, roſting ſome, 
cutting off rhe members, and pucring our rhe eyes of others, and caſting chem living to be 
devoured of wild Beaſts z ro which place now is found no Trade nor Commerce by any Na- 
tion, ſave only ro the Subje&ts of this King, and to ſuch only asare known for nacural-born 
Spaniards, though ar firſt the ſame was granted by /ſabel/a tothe natives of Caſtile.only,and An- 
dalnſia; bur now indifferently to all. | 

The Commodities that this Countrey is found to afford for Merchandiſe, are principally Gold 
and Silver Mines, Sugar, Tobacco, Ginger, T allow, Hide, and ſome Spices, not known to our 
Anceſtors till che diſcovery thereof; and amoneſt others not to be forgorcen, thar afteoble 
Tree called Metle, which by them is planced and drefled as we do our Vines, having 40 kinds 
of leaves ſerving to ſeveral uſes, for when they are tender they make of chem Conſerves, Pa- 
per, Flax, Mantles, Mats, Shoes, Girdles and Cordage : on theſe leaves grow cerrain hard 
prickles ſo ſtrong and tharp , that they uſe them inſtead of Saws: from the rooe of this Tree 
cometh a juyce, like unto Syrap , which being ſod, becomech Horey , if purified, becometh 


Sugar ; or otherwiſe thereof 1s made both Wine'and Vinegar: the rind roſted hcalech hays 


and ſores, and from the #op-boughs ifſueth a Gam , which 1s an excellent Antidote againſt 
Poyſon. Z 

This Countrey 5s divided into four divifions, the firſt is Nova Galicia, the chief Town 
thereof is called Sainc Michael a Colony of the Spaniards, The ſecond is Mechnacan , one 
of the beſt Countreys of New- Spain, abounding in Mealberry-Trees, Silk, Honey, Wax, and 
{tore of Fiſh of all kinds; the prihcipal Town is Sinſonſo, and che chict Havens are at Saint 
eAnthonies, and ac Saint James ; or, asthe Spaniards called its Saint Fago. The chird Province 
1s Guſtacan, the chick City is Hlaſcalan, yielding tor beaury and ſtate precedency ro Mexico, 
and nene other in all theſe parts, che principal part is YVillarico, a wealthy Town , as the 
place through which all the Traffigue of old and new Spain doth paſs. The fourth is Mexico, 
wherein thar famous City of CAfexico 1s ſeared , now the Seat of the- Spaniſh Viceroy and 
Archbiſhop of New-Spain;z this Ci 'y 1s ſaid to be fituared ina Lake upon certain Iſlands, 
as Venice doth, every where interlaced with the pleaſant currents of freſh and Sea- waters, 
and carrieth a face of more civil Government chen any other in America, though noching, 
it compared with any in Earp? : the Lake is ſaid to be 50 miles in compaſs; on wv hoſe banks 
are found many plcatant Towns and Houſes : alſo ir is ſaid thac fifty thouſand Wherries are 
ſcer here continually plying, and afterd ſuch quantity of fi/h, thar che ſame is avorch 20000 
Crowns yearly, The Cuy of Mexico ic felt is fix miles in compaſs, containing 6000 houſes 
of Spaniards, and 6000 of Indians t it hath alſo a Printing-houſe, a Mint and an Univerſity, 
and ſome Chwrches of noce that beaurifie the ſame : ir was vanquiſhed by Fernando Cortes, 1n 
Anno 1521, with an Army of 100000 Americans, only 900 Spaniards, 80 Fitrſe, 17 pieces of 
ſmall Ordnance; in 13 Brigantins and 6060 Wherries, moft of the Americans were of 1laſca- 
lan, who were ever adverſaries to the Mexicans; for which cauſe that City doth enjoy many 
immunities to this day z and toconclide, according to the opinion of an Engliſh Traveller , 
whoſe relation 1 herein tollow 3 Fozr chings are here remarkable for beauty, . their Ap- 
parel , cheir Women, their Horſes, and their Sticats : And thus muci thall ſerve of

There is lictle or no money uſed among them, bur what they have 1s the ſame with ours |» 
here, and paſſes at the ſame value; their general way of dealing veing to barter or exchange 
one Commodity for another, both among chemſ:lves, aud with the Merchants who bring or 
ſend in Goods from hence, or from any other place : excepting in Trade with the Narives or: 
Indians, there is Roanoke and Wanpampeak,which is 2 ſhell cur like Beads pur upon ſtrings,and 
paſles among chem tor cheir Money ata cercain rate by the 'arms length. 

The Weights and Meaſures of all ſorts are in all reſpeRs the ſame for all ſorts of Goods 
with ours 1n London , excepting the Indian Corn or Maiz, which is commonly bought and 
ſold by the Barrcl, the Barrel being five Buſhels incheſter meaſure. . Bur the /ndians among 
themſclves, and tous, do buy and ſell cheir Corn, Peaſe and Beans, by a Basker, of the biguels 
of halt a Buthel, or chereabouts. p 

The principal Commodities produced there, are Tobacco, Hides, Beaver, Otter, Musk- 
Rat, Bear, and Deer-skins, Saxafras, Black-Walnut-cree-plank, with which Goods there are 
about 40 Sail of Ships laden from thence yearly, moſt of chem Ships of 390, and ſome of 
400d Tun burchen ; there hach been ſometimes Wheary Flax and Silk ſenc from thence 3 buthi- 

hero -noc much of thoſe Commodities, there being as yet bur few people, and they not ſo 
well ficred tor, nor ſo well verſt in the ordering of them, eſpecially Flax and Silk 5 which 
proſper ſo well in thoſe. parts, that in a few years, we may in all likehhood expect conſiderable 
quantities of thoſe Goods from thence,

as thick as they can {tand one by che other : the Plants being come to ſtrength, and abour the big- Þacco in Firgiz» 
neſs of a Roſe, which is uſually in May , they are tranſplanced into che midſt of lictle Hills, 
made in Fields for that purpoſe , about three foor .aſundhr one from the ocher ; ſo thar there 
may be'q or 5560 Hills in an Acre of ground. Sometimes if the Plancs be weak, they ſer 2 
| or 3in one Hill ro make ſare of one; bat when once come ro ſtrength, they never ſuffer above

Thcu« are all the moſt remarkable places,or Sca-Ports for Traffick ar preſent : Plymonth Juriſdi- 
ction, Conneftscnte Juriſdiction, and all che Towns upon thar River, as alſo New-baven Jurild1- 
Ction, and Towns there, afford lictle elſe bur Proviſions, with which they ſupply this Town 
ot Boſton, and the Datch ar Manatos; as indecd all other Iſland Plantations and Iflands do, 
as Martins Vineyard, Road Iſland, Long Iſland , Shelter Tfland, &c. and ſo all other Parts 
and Iſlands to the Eaſtward, which are but ſo many ſcattered perry places, where people raiſe

ing, and CMiddleborrough ; allo Fort-Orania, ficuate 40 miles up Hadſon's River. 

Their Religion is hke the Religion in Old- Amſterdam in Holland. 

Their Government ſubjeRed roche Hollaud Weſt-India Company, 

They have uſurped chere aÞreat Trade of Bever from che Evgliſh Nation, notwithſtanding 
the late King Char/:s in the year 1631. did declare ro the States of Holland his diſcontents 
for ſuch Incruſion , whereupon the States of Holland did diſclaim the owning or counte-- 
nancing of char Plantation , impuring ir to che particular As of ſome private Merchants, 
and ſo left chem to cheir own Procection, and to be ejeRedar the Kings-pleaſure. 

They haveal(o larely chruſt che Enplih out of a Plancation in Delaware Bay, called New- Ha- 
wy ig they were {cared within the bounds of Afry/and, about the Degree of 40 North 

atirude. 

The Trade there with the Indians is like that of New- Amſterdam and Fort-Qrania, for 
Bever-Skinsz Andan all their (ſaid Plantations they ſeize the Engliſh and their Goods, it they 
rake them Trading wich the Indians for Bever- skins or other Furrs. - 

The yearly Trade that theſe Datch hold wich the Natives, isat the leaſt 60000 Bever-skins, 
and as many more of Otter and Elk-skins 3 beſides Bear and Dear-skins, They Barter with 
the natives for theſe Commodities, Axes, Hoes, qud a ſhagged courſe Cloth called Duffeilds ; 
che colours of the Cloth moſt eſteemed by the Indians are bright red and dark blue 3 bur the 
chief Commodity by which the Dutch evgroſs and draw the fad Trade from the nejghbour- 
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ing Engliſh Plantations, is Guns, Pewder, Short, and Rapier-blades, which Inftrumencs of 
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War have twice been fatal ro themſelves by two Mafſacres committed by the Jadians upon 
themy with the help of choſe weapons, to the deſtruRtion of half cheir people at each time. Anq 
hath been alſo dangerous tothe adjoyning Plantations of Marlyand, Firginia, and New-Eng. 
land, 

There are good Navigable Ports at New- Amſterdam, and New-Hawen, aud no worm to 
eat the Ships. 

| Though chey permit noneof che Engliſh Nation to Trade wich the /ndians, yet they permit 
them to Trade with themſelves, exaRting a grear Cuſtom ar pleaſure for all Goods Imported and 
Exported, as a Recognition enforced from all Merchants co their 'eſt- India Company, and is 
never 'leſs than 15 inthe Hundred. | 

The moſt yendible Commodities to be brought them, are Guns, Powder and Shot , the 
above mentioned ſhagged Cloth _ Daffcilds,and Brandy-wine, Linnen Cloth, Shooes, Stock- 
ings, and other necefſaries fox clothing. 

' Their pollicy is to prohibix the Importation of Guns, Powder and Shot, fo that all Forciners 
areto beware how they come there with that commodity 3 for the Stranger ſhall be ſure to have 
it ſeized, wichour ſome cloſe contrivance in the landing of it ; but once landed, and on the ſhore, 
they are ſold there in their common Shops, 

There are in New-Amſterdam 1000 people, and amongſt all their other Towns abou; 
I 000 more, men, women and children, by which it may be eſtimated what quantity of Clo- 
thing may bevended there. | 

The feventh is Terr Corterialis 3 on the South whereof runs that famous River of Canedg, 
rifing out of the Hill Hombaeds, running nine hundreg] miles , and found navigable for eighc 
hundred thereof z this Countrey was diſcovered by Gſpar Corteralss a Portugal, in Anno 1500, 
and affords only ſome rich Skins and Fwrre for Commodities and Merchandize. The chief Town 
rhereof is Breſ#, Cabomarſo, and others of little note. 

The cighth is Nurembega,and the chief Town carricth that name, in poſſefſion of the French ; 
other things remarkable I tind not obſervable. therein. 

The ninth is Nova Francia, diſcovered by Faques Cartier, a French-man, in Ann 1534. 
inhabited, beſides the Nptives, with ſome few French-men. The chict Towns are Canada, and 
next Sang#inai, ſeated both upon two Rivers ſo called, affording only ſome Skins and Furs, eſpe= 
cially Bevers, which thence by the French arc tranſported into Exrope. 

The laſt and tenth is Eſfotiland, called by us New-fownd land ; oy che Engliſh diſcovered in 
Auno 1527. whoimpoſed the narnes upon the Capes and Rivers which now they hold , where 
ſome have gone to plant, but the cold hath been fonnd to be, roo extream for the- Engliſh 
conſtirurion 3 burin the Summer ſcaſon the Seas here are found to abound with Fiſh in ſuch 
abundance , thac a man may take in an hours ſpace a hundred great Fiſhes, which being 
opened, ſalted and dried upon the Rocksand Braches, are hence tranſported to all parts of Ea- 
rope 5 and known in England by the name of New-land-fiſh 3 in. French by the name of Mor - 
leux ; in ltaly, Bacalio; and in Spain, Abadeſes: five hundred Sail great and ſmall do from 
England yearly ſail co this coaſt, and co a place called the Bank, a ſaud of 19 in 20 fathom 
deep, thitty leagaes off of this Coaft ; and .cheſe deparc from our Coaſt abour che end of 
Felruary, and arrwing there about the middle of April, unrigge their Ships, ſer up Booths and 
Cabanerson the ſhore in divers Creeks and Harbours, and there with ing Proviſions and 
Salt, begin their fiſhing in Shallops and Boats, continue it till September , and at this rime do 
nor only carch as many fiſh as will lade cheir Ships, bur alſo as many as will lade Veſſels 
of greater burchens, that in the Summer come hither from England and other parts, to buy 
up che fame, and purpoſcly to cranſport it for Spain, Italy, and other Countreys: and this 
fiſhing ended and che cold beginning,, they leave their Stations and Booths, and repairing, aboard 
cheir Ships, lade cheir ſh, and rigging their Veſſels, recurn to theirnarive homes, where theſe 
Fiſhermen wintery and then become Husbaudmen; 'fo char cheir lives may be compared to the 
Otter, which « ſpent half on Land, and half in Sea, 

This Fiſhing is found to be wonderful beneficial ro our Weſtern parts of England, whoſe 


| Inhabirancs confiding upon the couſtancy of the yearly fiſhing upon this Coaſt, ir is uſual 


with them to ſell the ſaid fiſh eicher by tale or the hundred weight in England by Contrai, 


before they eicher deparc their homes, or before the ſaid Fiſh be caught , ar proficable races; 
and when their Summer is once ſpent, and char che cold approachech, and that rhe 
Fiſh begin to leave the. Coaſt, they return contented ro their Families; where of- 
COOEEE in Winter they merrily ſpend , whar chus ia Summer chey have painfully 
for. |

6. F. D. Fogo, fo named from the frequent flaſhing of fire. 7. St. Lacta, 8, St. Nicholas, 
9. Brano, lo. St. Fago; they were diſcovered in the year 1440, by a Genoeſe for the Portugals, 
| lying all berwern 13 and 18 Degrees Norch-laticade, and about the firſt Degree of Longitude, 
ar preſenc only chree of them inhabired by the Portugals, and they bur of lictle conceramenr 
to our buſineſs of Tradez St, Fago being the moſt contiderable, though not the bigeft , being 
not above 6 or 7 miles long, lying in 15 Degrees Laticnde : ic had once a fair. Town called 
 AKiblera, bur fackr and burnt by Sir Francis Drake, Anno 1585, and afcerwardsin Anno 1596. 
by Sir Anthony Sherley ic run the ſame face; it 1s ar preſent pretty well inhabited, and hath 
| a convenient Harbour called the Pry, ſecured by a Caſtle, where Ships may ride ( with its

It Ilhould filemly paſs over the attempr of one Fohn Ocknams,a follower of Sir Francis Drake,in Ocknems brave 
| his Worlds incompaſſement in this place, I hould much wrong che honor due to ſo much worch : arrempr. 
| #hir man, as Mr, Hack/uit hath it,wich 70 Companionsin a Creek alittle above theſe Towns,drew | 
' on ſhore his Bark, covered the ſame with boughs and leaves, and fo leaving it marched over with 
| his Company, guided by ſome Negroes, uutil he came to a River which ran into the South Sea, 
which by the relation and Mercator's Maps, may be Tomobonda, orche Creek Ventara, where he 
' cut down Timber,builc him a Frigot,entred the South Seas,went rothe Iſle of Pearls,lay there 10 
days, and there intercepted in rwo Spaniſh Ships 60008 pound neight of gold, and 200000 
pound weight of ſilver in Ingots, with divers other rich Commodities ; and after that returged 
ſafely again ro the main Land, where rowing up the ſame ſtream where his Friget was built, 
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- he was diſcovered by ſome feathers pluckt from certain fowl chey had kill'd for their Pro.

1595. and found this River navigable 
for great Ships of barchen 1 000 miles, and for Boats and Pinnaces 2000 miles. The other River 
is called Orellana, or the Amazons, diſcovered 1543. the whichis found navigable 6000 miles, 
and 200 miles broad at the entrance into the Sea, 

Manathe gols The chief City of rhis Countrey (and if Spaniſh Writers may herein be believed, che chief. 

den City. eft City of the World ) is here feund and called 2{noa, or as Diego Ordas the diſcoverer 
callech it, el Dorado, or the golden, from the abundance of Gold, both in Coin, Plate, Armour, 
and other fwrnitare, which he there ſaw. This diſcoverer or traveller, (for by thac name the 
eruth of his wonderous relation may be the better conſidered) 1s ſaid to have entered into the 
City at: noon, and to have travelled all that day, and the next alſo until night chrough the 
ſtreets hereof, before he came to the Kings Palace, which peradventure was the policy of thoſe 
people; as I have ſeen it to be in Conſtantinople in eAv, 1631, when as the Dake of Avara- 
ſcah coming with a great crain in Embaſſie from the King of Poland to Soltan. Oſman the chen 
orcat Twrk,, after his unfortunate expedition to Poland, cauſed him and his whole train to 
be led a whole afternoon through the moſt eminent Streets of that City, when he firſt en- 
tered the ſame, and ſo to his appointed lodging , whereas -an hours cafie walk to him thac 
had known the dire& way, would eaſily have ſerved the turaz perchance imagining this a 
fic way to demonſtrate to the Embaſſadour the beauty and vaſtneſs of tha Ciry, rogether 
with his own greatneſs in oftentarion, and to recover that honour and repute which he had 
2 little before loſt by the infolency and cowardiſe of his Souldiers in his ſaid expedition 
rhither. /

The ſecond Road and Town, is lately called Charles Town, ſituate on Oyſtens Bay, and 
lies abour rwo leagues to windward of St. Michaels 3 and hath alſo two Forts, and one Plat- 
form; the two Forts ſtand ro Windward, and Leeward of the Town and Road ; and'the 
Plar-form in the middle : And although this Town be not a place of much reforc for ſhipping, 
yet are there many conſiderable Store-houſes for Trade.

This Ifland is divided inco 11 Pariſhes, and hach 14 Churches and Chappels, and is ſub- 
divided into divers Plancations, ſome ſmall, and othersgreat 5 where are many fair and large 
Buildings made of Stone, and others boarded and plaiſtered, the which generally are pleaſanc 

p Habitations and delighttully firyated ; ſome having ProſpeRs iato the Sea, and ojhers on the 
Land. : 

The Inhabicants of chis Iſland are Engliſh, Scotch and 1riſh , and ſome few of the Datch 
and French Nacion, who formerly lived here atime of ſervitude, and now dwell as Free-men, 
ſome by their Trade, and orhers on Plantations; and ſome few Jews hve here and trade 
alſo as Merchants, chey having obtained Licence from che King ſo ro do. Belides MMallatoes and 
Negrces, which arc here kept and accounted tor ſlaves ; the number of which (ſome few years 
{1nce,uron ſcarch were found to be 60C00 perſons, viz.) 409009 Whites, and 20060 Blacks, 
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The ſanding Militia of this Tfland that are always ready on all occations co mcer coge- 
ther, and which ac orher times are often, and well diſciplined ; confiſts of two Regiments 
of Horſe, and five Regiments of Fgor, wherein ſeveral Companies have neer 200 in a Company; 
and more then 100 Horſe m a Troop. ; 

The Government is not contrary, bur agreeable to the Laws of England ; only ſome parti- 
cular Lawsare made proper for this place by the Governour (or Deputy ) and his Council; 
which uſually arc ſeven in number, and an Aſſembly that conſiſts of 22 perſons, choſen by the 
Free-holders, two our of every Pariſh, : 

The Religion outwardly profeſſed, or that which hath the greateſt ſhow or appearance, is 
the Proteſtant Religion ; yet without the exerciſe of any coercive power upon the Conlſci- 
ence; for here#s neicher Biſhops Court, nor power given to Prieſt, or Prelate , whereby 
they may exerciſe authority over the Conſciences of others, though different in Opinion : So 
charche Fews and others of different Judgments ( they yielding obedience to the Civil Laws) 
are protected, and live peaceably and quictly 3n his place, | |

The: great Tark is acknowledged for their Proreftor, who every three years, and ſometimes 
ofrener, do ſend hither a Baſhaw, who repreſenting his perſon, 15 as it were asa Vice-Roy ſenc 
by hifn to recover inhis Tribute from the Xſoors of this Countrey, and to pay off his Janizaries, 
which are! abour 4000 in number : And theſe keep in ſubjeion the whole Ciry an1 ſome ad- 
jacent Towns; che Government chiefly appertaining to the Dey (or Caprain General, for (o 
the word doth import) who is choſen by the Turks: There is alſo a Dzan, or Council of Stare, 
who cqnſult abour the affairs of the whole Kingdom,- yet have not abſoluce power co determine 
of any thing, without the conſent and approbarion of the Dey , who rules them as he pleaſes. 

Their Houſes (being builr of Scone) are for the moſt patit made after a ſquare form,' and flac 
ar the top, there being a Court-Yard in the midſt, for the conveying of light inco che adjacenc 
rooms: Some few of their Houſes are magnificent; and their Churches generally ;, chough 
ſmall, are ſaperficially beaurifaf': which are held co be ſo ſacred, thar nonethar are not 1»ſ- 
ſelman ( that is, true Believers according to the Mahometan account) are permitted to ſer foor 
cherein; if they do, there is no remedy , but they muſ} either curn from , or burn for cheir 
Religion. . | 

This Kingdom is much bettered and inriched by the labour of che Ardaluzes, who have 
herebuile many Ciri& and Temples according to cheir ſuperſticious uſe, planted Vines, Oranges, 
Limons, Figs, Dares, Almonds and Olives ; and chereby haye much peopled and proficed the 
whole Countrey. ONES | 

The Port is found to be very ſafe and ſecure ( excepting only when a wind 
blows hard, which makes a great Sea) andwithal ſo large, that many hundred Sail may ride 
at Anchor ; the ground likewiſe being very good. 

The Coins paſſable here are of three kinds of metal, viz. Gold, Silver and Copper. Thoſe 
of Gold are alailly bur of three ſorts, namely the Sultany, which commonly paſſech ar90 Aſpers, 
(52 whereof go to a Spaniſh Dollar or Ryal of 5, the Venice Chickeen at cwo Ryals of 5 of Spainz 
and the Spaniſh Piſtolerat 34 Ryals a. Bur cheſe Gold Coins do vary much in their va- 

d cording to mens neceſſities, and the plenty and ſcarcity chercok. Sulcanies have paſſed ſome- 
eimes at 100 Aſpers apiece for a long while together : Likewiſe che Spxniſh Piſtol ch bcen 
at 3 2, and the Venice Chickeen at 24 Ryals of x. The reaſon why theſe do'Offen riſe fo 
high, is principally the Afabowetans going tro Mecha , (to vilit the Sepulchre of their falſe 
Prophet) who for their light carriage are very inquifitive after Gold : But they chiefly deſire 
Sulcanies, which in divers places go current tor 2 Ryals of » ap ece : Somerimes alſo they er- 
quire after $pniſh Piſtolers, bur ſeldom or never afrer Venice Chickeens, for they are nor paſ-

Exportation of Money is ſometzmes limited (viz. ſuch a Huancity ar a ſhipping as the Dey 
pleaſes) and oftef\ prohibited ; yer ſeldom is rhis Prohibition ſo ſtrict, bur by means of a Pre- 
ſent you may tranſport what you pleaſe: yet 'take this obſervation, chat the Dollars here are 
generally lighter than in other parts, the reaſon ſuppoſed ro be the Jews clipping of 
chem. 

Their common Weight is a Cantar, or 100 pound, being about two pounds bigger than 
our 112 pound of England, Sothat their pound weight hath been found to make near 16 ounces 
Troy, and produces in Ligory, the common Scale of paſſage from Chriſtendom, 150 pound, 
This Cantar contains 100 pounds, each pound is divided-into 16 ounces, and cach ounce into 

8 Tagnins. And hereby 1s weighed all ſorrs of Commodities, except Silver, Gold, Pearl, &v, 
whih are weighed by a Carot Weight and Mitigals, asſhall%e ſhewed in another place mor:

Jn weighing of Cloves 5 pound per Cantar is uſually allowed for Tre: ; and for Nutmegs and 
Pepper 5 pound per cent, for Trert and Bag together. |

Iron, which pay no Cuſtom ar al) 13 9 per cent, upon the real value fold : whereof leſt the 
Merchant thbuld defraud the Cuſtomers, a Broker hath been farmerly appointed continually 
ro atrend on the Merchants, to keep an exa&t account of what Goods they receive and (ell, 
and ro whar value : Bur of lace years this hath been diſconcinued, confiding (as it ſhould 
ſcem) more in the Engliſh, than heretofore they were won : Yer ſill chere are Officets -ap- 
pointed to rake an Account of all Goods comdalhore in general ; and before you' can expoſe 
chem to ſale, anexaR account of every commodity in particular. Other charges of Goods Im- 
ported, beſides freight (of which there is no certain rate) are about 8 per cent. more, vis. 2 per 
_ Conſolage, 5 per cent, Proviſion and Brokerage , and about 1 per cent. for petty 
charges. . 
Cuſtom on Goods Exported (excepting Hides, Wax, and Wools,. which pay no Cuſtom, is

To conclude, this place is of no great importance for Commerce, vending bur a ſmall quan- 
tity of Goods ; wherewith having for ſome years paſt been glutred , (his Marker being ſoon 
-over-cloyed) hath been found to yield lictle benefir to che late Traders ;and leſs encouragement 
to the Engliſh Faftory, whom (if more then one houſe be ſerled) chis place will even ſtarve, if 
they be honeſt: for no great quantity of any commodity is to be provided.

Hough theſe two Kingdoms of TUNIS and AXRGIER do afford many fair The peneral 
Towns according to the manner of this Countrey, yet it isnot found that the ſame doth Trade of 4r- 
produce many Merchants of quality or of great conſideration. This trac of Land is found ar $'Y 309 Twie, 
preſent to belong to three ſeveral Inhabitants, the Moors as Proprietors enjoy the principal 
part ; and theſe are found within themſelves ro acknowledg ſeveral Sovereignr, which nor ſel- 
dom are at variance, ſomerimes amongſt themſclyes; ſomerimes with their neighbours; and 
becauſe of the liberty given here for entertainment and proteCtion to all Nations; not only 
chele Towns do harbour Levents, which we call Pirates, and they call natural Turks, but alſo 
Chriſtians of all Countreys which hence with robberies infeſt theſe adjoyning Mediterranean 
Seas, and joyning themſelves with the aboveſaid Levents, make up a difſolute and reſolute - 
company of Seca-farers and Pirates; and becauſe theſe are: not ſufficient ro work any marters 
of moment alone to make their ſtrength the greater, and their force the ſtronger , there is of 
their own accord added thereto the T agarins, a poor, deſperate and naked raſcality, and the 
Spaniſh Moerr, or Mooriſh Spaniards of late years baniſhed from the Kingdom of Spain, who 
willingly, ſome in purſe, and ſome in perſon, undertake theſe deſigns to be revenged of their 
baniſhment from their native Countreys, their caſe herein being moſt miſerable 5 for whilſt 
they lived in Spain they were accounted for Moors, and now being amongſt the Moors arc (bill 
doubted as Chriſtians. | 

Theſe laſt and ſome other Inhabitants of theſe Cities of Tunis and Argier, do ſtill profeſs 
more civility chan the common ſort, and have ſome reliques of char honeſty left chem, which

There is here alſodivers Colleges where the Sclences are taught, amongſt which ſadorac is 
the chief, and accounted for one of the excellenteſt pieces for workmanſhip in all Barbary : ic 
hath 3 (leiſters of admirable beauty , ſupported with 8 ſquare Pillars of divers colours; the 
Roof curiouſly carved, and the Arches «j Moſaique of Gold and Azure ; the Gates are of *Braſ?# 
fair wrought, and the Doors of the private Chambers of inlaid work :: It is recorded that this 
College did coſt the Founder King Abuchenen 480 thouſand Swltanics in Gold, which is in 
Engliſh Money 192 thouſand potind ; which would hardly in cheſe days, were it now to beÞuils, : 
orm the twentieth part thereof, and this was nor above .1 5© years paſt z and abour chat cime - 
Henrythe Seventh King of England did build that ſwmptwous Chappel in Weſtminſter 5 which as ; 


I have been informed, did in thoſe days coſt 7448 . and let it be judged by eArtifts how 
munch more would build the fellow of ir in theſe our days. 


They have alſo here for the commodity and pleaſure of the Citizens 600 Conduits, from 
whence almoſt every houſe is ſerved wich water ; befides what goeth to their religious uſes, ar 
the entries of their Temples and Afoſchs: but I have dwelt too long in ſurvtying this Cary, I 
will now ſee what Commudities and Merchandize this Kingdom affords. |

kFOROCCO is the chief City of this Kingdom, and in times paſt was accounted the 
co and the / © Mctropolis of all Barbary, as once containing one hundred thouſand houſholds, buc 
crade thereof, now mferiour to Feſfſe in beauty, ſpacionſneſ7 and populonſneſs : it is ſtrongly walled abour, 
and within adorned with many private and publick Edifices , the chief being the Caſtle or 
Arſenal, and the Churches,or Moſchs; one whereof is bigger, though not ſo beautiful as that of 
Feſſe, ſeared in rhe midft of the City, and built by Hali their King , augmented 50 fathom 
in ſpaciouſneſs by eAbduImwmen and Manſor his Son, with many exquiſite Pillars brought 
from Spais ; he alfo covered the ſame wich Lead, and made a Ciſtern of the ſame greatneſs, 
as this Temple was to receive the Rain-water that came therefrem ; beſides which he made 
thereina Tower of Maſonry in form of the Roman Coloſſus, equal in height co the famous 
Tower in Bolenia, which being aſcended, the Hills of Aſa, being 130 miles diſtanc, may be 
eafily diſcerned. The Caftle is alſo very large and frong, of the bigneſs of a reaſonable Town, 
in the midſt whereof is a Temple, which hath a Tower, wherecon 1s fixed a Spindle of Iron 
affing through three great round Globes made of pure Gold, and weighing 130 thouſand Bar 
boy Dicates, which 1s 58500 /, ſterling, which divers Kings have gone about to take down 
and convert into Coney; 'bur have all deſifted, by reaſon of ſome ſtrange miſ-fortune that 
hath been inflited on them, ſo that che common people imagine chey are kept by a gward 
of ſpirits. 

They have here alſo a Burſe for Merchants, which is now taken up by Artiſans, the late 
Civil Wars having eclipſed rhe glory of the famous Trade that was ſeared in this Cougtrey, 
which in its former ſpleadour was found to, have ſeveral Streets for ſeveral Artſmen, and 

no one Artſman permitred ro make hisabiding but amongſt thoſe of his own Profeſſion. 
Commodities The Commodities of this Kingdom are the ſame as in the Kingdom of Feſe, \ poken of 
of Morocce.

THis Land of Blackywuors , hath on the Eaſt e/Ethiopia ſuperior, on the Welt the At- Negricannd 
 £ lantique Ocean, on the North Lybia, on the Souch Aanicongo ;, in this tract of ground the Yrace 
s accounted twenty five Kingdoms or Provinces , through which rungeth the famous River of ****

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' Niger or Sanega, inwhoſe over-flowing conſiſteth the welfare of rhe Iohabicants; even as in 
eAgypt it doth by the inundation of Nils, for this (as that) increaſerh tor forty days, and de- 
creaſeth for forty days more, during which time the Inhabirants ſail over che whole Land in 
Boars and Barges, 

This whole Tra& principally now acknowledgerh three Sovereigns, which is the Kingdom of 
Tembutu, the Kingdom of Borneo, and the Kingdom of Goaga; cach Kingdom giving name to 
Tombuths a City the principal reſidence of the Kings. The City of Tombuts licth beyond the River of 
Sanegaor Niger , wherein is found a Trade driven by many French, Dutch and Engliſh Mer- 
chants ; the manner thereof, and thematcer wherewith I ſhall hereafter as well as I can parti= 
Goagd, cularize, Four hundred miles from Tombutw is the City of Goaga, wherein are found eminenc 
Borneo, Merchants, and precious and ſumpturns Merchandize of all forrs. Borneo is the third, che In- 
habitants whereof are better verſed in breeding of Cattel, than inthe Art of Commerce, and bet- 
ter read in Mars than Mercery. 
Commodiries The Commodities of theſe Conntreys, are Corn, Sugars, Cattel, Horſes, Rice, Eraits, Gold 
thereof, "in Sand, which they term Siga, and we Tibar ; and allo in /ugets withour Sovercign ſtamp

in theſe Forts and Towns thus ſubjeAted ro the Portmpals, drew the Inhabirants and Countrey- 
men to a fairand ordinary commutation and exchanging of Commodities with them , which 
'S according to the then cuſtom of that Kingdom, was maintained by Factors appointed for the 
Kings private acconnt in every Port and Town, as if he intended co make the profics of 
CHMerchandizing to defray the charges of his Conqueſtand Garriſon, furniſhing them with 
Salt, Iron, Tin, Copper, Baſons, Knives, Cloth, Linen, and other Exropean Commodities z te- 
celving in exchange partly che Commodities proper for their nouriſhment, ſuch as was Cat- - 
tel, Corn, Rice, and thelike; and principally Commodiries beneficial, as Gold ic ſelf in great 
abundance borh in Sand nd og: melted, which gave a quickning and life cothe further dif- 
 Coveries of thoſe Countreys and continuance of the Trade, which is found there maintained ro 
this day, though in far lefſer manner. 

Who ſhewes The Engliſhand other Natiens afterwards deſirous ro ſhare in thisrich Trade, ſailed with- 
che way tothe 18 a ſhorttime likewiſe hither z and becauſe chey had not ſuch Places and Porcs for cheir Ware- 
Exgliſh and o= houſes, and che Prote&ion of their Perſons and Goods, therefore would nor, or clſe might not 
thers, with ſafety land their Commodities withoui danger of the falſhood of the Portwgals, or treachery 
of the Jnhabicants: cherefore ar firſt ſailing hither were compelled ro Anchor along the Coaſt 
neareſt to the beſt Towns, andof greareſt concourſe, and fignifie to the Inhabitants the Comme- 
dities they had brought to utter,drew art length by their fair demeanour and courteous uſage the 
Moors to come aboard! rheir Ships, and bring their Gold with them ; rhe manner of which 

Trade (as being differcnt from any ocher Countrey) I ſhall briefly ſer down. 
The manner Jn che morning betimes, having for the moſt part then the Wind of off the ſhore , and 
_ =. calm weather, the Moors come aboard in their Conces and Scuts to traffique , ſome for chem-

the manner of this Engliſh Trafſick ; and coming into the ſame parts where the Engliſh traded 
and were known, were the firlt that ſpoiled this Golden Trade, partly by their ſiniſter dealing, 
and partly by theirundermining and, fraudulent ricks ; for they coming to Anchor together 
with the Engliſh to ſcll their Commodities, and finding chat the Engliſh vended more Wares, 
and had a larger traffick by che concourſe of the native Merchants from athore, with theſe 
Totkens above-mentioned, than they had, hired theſe Pilots , Boat-men and Tolkens ( that 
were thus imploycd, to carry their Paflengers and Merchants aboard) under-hand to carry 
them aboard their Datch Shyps, and not aboard the Engliſh, and ſo to trade with them only ; 
which che Engliſh at laſt perceiving and ſmelling our their crafe , were by the ſame craft com- 
pelled to prevent the ſame ; fo thac by this means the one out-vying the other, theſe fellows for 
their good will and brokage have by this means drawn the duty, or rather courteſie of Dachis, 
to 6 1n 7 per cent. to the prejudice of all Traders upon this Coaſt: bur this reſted not here, for 
this dealing drew on a greater inconvenience in their trade , for when the Flemmings had 
firſt been the Authors of chis ill cuſtom or courtefie of Dachio totheſe Boar-men and Tolkens, 
which neceſſarily. were by all ſucceeding European Merchants to be imitated, or their Voyage 
loft, and their Commodities remain unſold : Ir was found that many Aferchants Moors, inland 
men, coming to the Sea-fide ro buy Wares of them, bringing great ſtore of Gold with them for 
traffick., and having divers ſſaves, ſome 20, ſome 30, and ſome more according to their means 
and trade, to carry back thoſe Wares that they thus bought on (hipbeard, and theſe Xooriſh 
Merchants taking their lodgings in the houſes of theſe Tolkens, and uſing to acquaint them with 
their full commnuſſions and intents, and then receiving of chem their Gold, repaired aboard 
the Shipsto trade and barter; and if the fooriſh Merchants were not killed in the Portugal 
tongue ; theſe Tolkens would prefently tell the Flemmings, and defire them nor to: ſpeak Afo- 
riſco co them, becauſe their Merchants were ſuch as dwelt far wichin the Land ; thereby giving 
them to unde{tand thatthey meant 'by this watch-word to deceive him, and afterward to 
ſhare thoſe ſo 1ll-gocten purchaſes amongſt them : and ir did, nor doth not ſeldom fall out, bur 
that che Merchant Moor, not. accuſtomed to the Sea, lies Sea-fick aboard all the whilſt che 
knavith Toiken makes his bargain for him with the crafry Darch, conniving ar the Flemmings 
great inhanſed prices of his Commodities, to draw the greater gain and more Gold from the 
Moor ; whom ſometimes he cozens by ſtealing ſome of his Gold, and putting it into his mouth, 
ears, .or otherwiſe z which the Afoor finding by the ſcale and weight to want, adds ſome 
more knavery thereto, by blowing into the Chriſtians ſcale and ballance to make it weight and 
when all cheſe hisintended bargains are finiſhed, and the Xfogr again landed, che Tolkens and 
Boatſ- mien recurn again aboard ro divide the cozened profit and il|-gotten gain berween them , 
wherein ic may be imagined that the Flewwing for his part of the knavery and connivance muſt 
have a (hare of the gains ; which hatch proved ſuch a hinderance and detriment to the. Engliſh 
and other Chuiſtians tha crade upon this Coaſt, that unleſs they alſo connive at the To!- 
\ kens Villany and deceit as the Dutch do, their Voyage will be loſt, and their Commodities 

ang prejudice remain unſold ; this is in brief the manner of cheir trade, che means now 
ollow. 

As for their Cuſters duc to the Kings and Sovereigns upon this Coaſt, it 
divers Ports and Havens, and only paid by Inhabiranwin caſe che Chriſtian bring not his Goods 
aſhore to (ell, every Haven having a peculiar Officer, and every Merchant that cometh with 

* an intent ro buy Waresat a Port-Town, payerh a Toll or ſmall C#ffoms for his perſon, though 
he buy nothing and thar no deceit may beuſed in the Cofleftor, there is ever a Son or ſome 
neer Kinſman of char Prince, joined in auchority with the ſaid ColleFor or Cuſtomer; and if 
the Merchant buy any Commodities aboard a Ship forleſsthan two ownces of Gold ar a time, 
then he muſt compound with the Cuſtomer for the Caſtor as he can ac his pleaſure, as char 
which is the Cuſtomers own profit , fee and wages : bur if he buy above two ewnces of Gold 
which they call a Benda, then the Cuſtom is an Angel of Gold for every Benda, as I am given 
to underſtand.

The Inhabitants of this Coaſt ar the firſt trading here of the Portwgals, were very rude and 
zgnorant, and were cafily beguiled in all the Commodities which chey ſold them ;z and not only 
rook in good part the badneſsof theware they received, bur were alſo deceived in their mea» 
ſure; the Portugals by theſe means putting off their retgen Linens, ruſty Knives, broken and 
patched Baſons, pieced Kettles, and (ſuch like , and theſe at what meaſure, value, weight and 
quantity they pleaſed for their Gold : but the times are now alcered, and they by their uſual 


ſufferings in this kind by the Portagals, made the more wary, pomſens and circumſpe& in . 
e 


their traffick with the Engliſh, Frenchand Dateh: ſo that in thoſe Commudities which they buy 
or barter, either for cheir own uſe, or for Merchandiſe, they are found to have as good judg- 
ment in them as the ſellers themſelves. | | 

Their ignorance in trade may be judged by their ignorance in accompting and reckoning, for 
when they have paſt the number of Ten, they rehearſe ſo many words one after another for one 


number, thac they are ſo puzzled and cumbred therewith, that they cannot tell how to ger. 


out, and ſo fit buzzing fo long, till ac laſt they have loſt their rale, and forgot cheir number, 
and ſo are forced to begin to tell again : but fince they began"to trade with the Engliſh, and 
were to reckon above the number of Ten, for they uſe no more amongſt chem, rhey reckon on 
till they come co Ten, and then take one of their fingers into cheir hands, and then tell 
co Ten again; and then take another finger into their hand, and (> procced «ill they have 
both theirhands full, which in all makech one hundredg chen they mark that up, and then 
begin again to tell as at the firſt, and uſe the ſame order as before. 

To concludethis trffick,, and to leave this Coaſt, I hear nor that in theſe days the Engliſh 
frequenting that Coaſt, or thar che French or Dutch make any great benefic thereby : for che 
preſent ſubrilty of che Inhabirants, perceiving how chair Gold is ſought cagerly after by chem 
and all Nations, can now adays ſer ſuch a rate thereon by this their manner of Exchange and 
Barter, and that by being ſo ofcen beguiled by ochers, they are now grown more wary and 
circumſpe&t in their bargainings, and are as really to beguile the begwilers as to be beguiled 
themſelves; fer they look now narrowly both to their eaſ#re and the goodneſs of cacir com-

In this Countrey are fonnd theſe famous Towns for traffick,: Alexandria, buile by Alex- Alezaudrint 
ander the Great, the moſt eminent Sea-Porrt of all egypt, and whither betore the diſcovery 
of the Indies was the Szale of thoſe Commudities which fince we find ro come thence, and 
then moſt frequented by the Yenetians, who had almoſt the ſole Trade of the Commodi- 
ties of India and eAgypt in their own hands, and from them diſperſed and tranſported 
through Europe, and who to this day yet keep a Conſ#l there for the ProteRtion of their 
Merchants. | = 
The next is Damiata, ſeatcd at the entrance of one of the channels of Nilw, the command Daniate; 
whereof coſt much blond in the days of thoſe Wars in the Holy-Land by the weſftern 
Chriſtians. | 
The next is Saes, a Hayen of conſequence ſtanding at the North end of the Red-Sea, where- Teſs. 
in the great Tzrk keeps a Station for his Gallies, commonly builc in Cairo, and afterward car- 
ried rhither by Camels ro command his Dominions in thoſe parts. 
The next is Roſetta, ſeared on the principal Channel of Nilus, and im a triangle from rhe Rofetce: 
two above-named Cities of Aiexandria and Cairo, ſerving for a Kalc tor both. 
Thelaſt and moſt principal is Cairo, the chict of this Countrey , contuning 18200 Streets, Cairc.

Caſirinthe perſed ic through Emrope, Africa and Aſia. Cafir being then the principal Haven Town in 
Red-Sca, the Red-Sea, whence cheir Voyage to [ndia was ſer forch and begun, and where the ſame af- 
cerward was ended, and from thence by Land rheſe Commodiries were conveyed to ( opts, a 
Town now altogether inhabited by Facebite Chriſtians, and ſochence down the River Nile co 
Alexandria in the Mediterranean Sea, by which traffick this Ciry became fo rich and-emi- 
nents that the Cuſtoms-honuſe there yielded to Ptol, Aalates 7 + millions of Gold : and atcerward 
when the Romans came to be Lords of egypt, they found it co yield them fifteen millicns. 
Theſe laſt augmenttd this Trade, and ſent into India every year by the itimony of Pliny an 
hundred and twenty Sail of Ships, whoſe Lading was ourward bound -worch 120080 (ons, 
and it produced in profit at the rerurn homeward, for every Crown a hundred. Bur when the 
Vaxdals, Lomnobards, Goths and Moors had rent aſunder the Roman Empire, all Commerce in 
theſe parts between theſe Nations began to ceaſe 5 but when the inconvenience and diſcommo- 
dity thereof was ſenſibly diſcerned and perceived, it was begun again and fer afoor anew by 
other Princes that coveted this rich Trade, conveying the Indian Commaidities afterward with 
And removed great difficulty, partly by Lad, and partly by Water to Capha in the Black- Sea, as then be- 
firſt ro Caſfa in longing to the Genoeſe ; but this by reaſon of the long way and dangerous paſſage, being found

Commodicies toYenice, making that City thereby the common Emporium of Chriſtendom 5 and 
laſtly, in £20 1300, the Soltans of egypt reſtored the paſſage by the Red-Sea, and the Ye- 
netigps reſerted their Faftorsin Alexandria, which continued for two hundred years, uncil che 
Portngals, Spaniards, Engliſh, and laſtly, the Dutch, found a new way by the back-fide of 
Africa, to convey the ſame to their own homes, whereby che great Trade which the. ,E&py-

preſent Trade of Swes in the Red-Sea, till I come ro ſurvey, that Guif and the neighbouring 
Towns of Zebit, Mecsa, Aden and others, and now content my ſelf to conſider the preſent ſtate 
of the place and condition of traffick of Cairo , asitis found at this day under the Sceptey of 
the Grand Signior, 

Cairo 1s then commonly reputed to be one of che greateſt and moſt famous Cirics of rhe 
Warld, called by the Arabians el Cahgir, ſeared in a beautifulPlain neer the Mountain CIy- 
catan, and about two miles diſtant from the famous River of Nilus, invironed with Narcly 
Walls, and fortified with Iron Gates, having therein many fair, large and long $:rcccs, where 


are ſeen placed by themſelves each Trade and Occupation, and ſome Streets whally beautified 


with Colledges for the ſtudions, Palaces for the bononrable, Temples for the religious, and Carns 
or Burſcs tor the EMtrchants and Nepotiators; the principal of which is called Caen Halell, 
formerly the xeſidence only of Perfia Merchants, now admitcing of other Nations, built in 
manner of a Kings Palace, having three ſtories one above another z the lower only containing 
Ware-houſes for the keeping of heavy and buſky Commodities , the middlemoſt for Spices, 
Perfumes, and richer Merchandize, and the uppermolt tor lodgings for thoſe Merchants char 


| have cheir Ware-houſes therein: neer which, and round abour the ſame che richeſt Shop- 


keepers are found to have their dwelling ; and where in times paſt the principal Merchants of 
C Hriſtendom had a pike of reſidence appointed for their Fattors and Agents: 


* This 
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This City is ſurrounded with ſundry large and ſpacious Snburbs , which is peculiar to 
ſundry Artizans and Artiſts, che principal Suburbs 1s called Bullach, diſtant rwo miles from 
the Walls of the City , and ſtretching it ſelf along the Banks of the River of Wile, beau- 
tificd with many fair buildings, and is now the common reſidence of che principal Merchant; 
of this City : and here are all ſach Commodities landed, as cicher comerh out of the CMediter- 
raneas Sea, by any the Channels of Ailzs up this River, or out of Arabia, or other Countreys 
down this ſtream3here lies all the Veſſels moored,cither to lade or unlade ; and here do the Oh- 
cers reſide, which receive the Cuſtoms of all Goods coming by Warer from either Damietta, Ro- 
ſetta , or Alexandria, which in it ſelf is but (mall, che principal O_ and Duty being paid 
by theſe Merchants, and colie&ed by the Agents of the Gafomrers at theſe Maritime Ports above- 

{aid : but thoſe Commodities that come out of the firm land do here pay the ſaid inctire Guſtoms, 
as ſhall be mentioned hereafcer. 

This City 1s inhabiced by fix ſorts of Merchants, each of them trading by ſo many diſtin& Merchants of 
ways; the native eEgyptianl reckon the firſt,ever accounted expert Herebants, but ncyer ad- fix forts in 
venturing out of his own Countrey , who buy from other forein Nations their Commodities in ©4819. 
groſs, and ſupply the neceſſities of their own Countrey by rerail, 

The Arabian or Mover is the next, here eſtcemed the greateſt and moſt eminent Merchants ; 2, 
for theſe are they who are found to furniſh all egypt with the Spices and Gems of India, and 
the Drugs of Arabia, Importing the ſame by Camels and Dromedaries from GFa, Ormus, 
eden, Zebit, Dangula, Mecca, and other places from and about the Red-Sea: and in return 
chcreof Exporting hence the Drags of eAgypt , and ſuch other Commodities as arc brought hicher 
by choſe Nations neighbouring, principally upon and about the Mediterranean Sea. The prigxipal 
Commodities accounted and firteſt for them is the excellent Gold of this Countrey called che Sol- 
tanies and Sheraffie, which e/£gypt in great plenty affordeth. 

The third ſort of Aderchants Fw the Chriſtians of Exrope, as principally the French 3. 
and Venetians, who have here their Conſwls and Viceconſuls for the Preſervation of their Trade, 
and Protection of their Nation, by certain Capitulations agreed upon berween their Sovereigns 
and the Grand Signior in Conſtantinople , paying ſuch Dacies and Caſtoms here as their ſaid 
Capiculations do nominate z and theſe thus furniſh e/Zgypt with Dewantine Commodities, and 

generally with all che Fabricks and Wares of the growth of Exrope z and theſe carry hence in 


xeturns theſe Commodities brought hither both our of Arabia and India; and the native Commu- 
dities of this Countrey, 


The Twrks I account the next, whoſe Emperour ſwayech the Scepter of this rich Countrey, 
and who 1n reſpe& of their cafie Cuſtoms reap a peculiar benefit by the Trade of this 
place 3 bur che moſt eminent of them reſiding far hence and in Conftantinople, and their ad- 
venture proving dangerous and hazardable, by reaſon of the Incurfions of the Malta and Flo- 
rentine Gallies, joining thereto the dull temper of thar Nation generally in matter of Com- 
Mere, and the 1ll ſucceſs their grand. allions have of late years had, doth much divert their 
minds from any eager purſuit of thar fo rich a traffick. , 

The Jews here reſident I account the fifch , who by reaſon of their general knowledg in 
Trade, and their general correſpondence in all theſe Conntreys before-mentioned , partake of 
all the Commerce and Traffick prabtiſed by theſe ſeveral perſons ; for from Yenice, Conftanti- 
mople, Orme, Goa, and other eminent places of traffck they are found co advencure and to have 
adventuresz they travel and return with the Arabian into India and Arabia, they traffick here 
both in groſs and retail; and beſides their ſubtilcy in driving of bargains and making of con- 
rracts between man and man as Brokers , they are here found to. be of all Profeſſions, and are 
the Profeſſors of all Arts. fe | 

The laſt which I reckon in this roll is the eArmenten, Grecianand Coptic, all Chriſtians, 6. 
who in their way ſet the wheel of Trade on work, by being' ſome chaps, ſome Arti-

ral diſperſion, ſome going for the City of Aſſuan, which 1s commodiouſly ſeated upon their 
River Nile, and upon the borders of the Kingdom of N#bia, which hence firs it ſelf wich che 
Ccmmedities both of Afia and Exrope, and 1s equally diſtant berween Cairo, and che Ciry of 
Srachen or Suaſnem, once principal Pcrt of this Kingdom, ficuated on the Red-Sea, bur 
now in the ſubjection of the grear Emperonr of the Abaſſins: from which is commodious Na- 
vigation to Brava, Melinda, Quiloa, and other places alongſt the Coaſt of Abex and Moſam- 
bique, as T have mentioned before, And becauſeic 1s the prineipes Town of trading on Africa 
fide 1n the Red-Sea, I hold it here worthy a better and moxe ſerious ſurvey.

UACH EN is one of thericheſt Cicies of the Orient, ficuated within the Arbique Gulf 
S in the Coaſt of e/£thiopia ſwb e/Zgypto, and amonglt all the famous Cities of Trade in 
the Orient, this is accounted equal, 1f not ſuperior co themn four things; che firſt in che 
goodneſs and ſecuriry of the Haven ; the ſecond in the facility and good ſervice for lading and 
wnlading of Ships ; the third in the traffck with very ſtrange and remote People and Coun- 
treys, and of divers behaviours ; the fourth in che ffrength and ſituation of the City 5; as for the 
goodneſs and ſecurity of the Port, Nature hath ſo madeit, thar it 1s defended from all ſtorms 
wharſocyer ; the Haven is capacious and large, of ſmooth Tides, the ground good, and able 
in circuit to hold 3oo great Sail of burthen, with water at all cimes , from fix ro twelve fa- 
chom; the Ships are laden round about the whole circumfgrence of the City, caſting only a 
plank into the Merchants Ware-houſes where their Wares are kept 3 and the Gals faſtning 
chcmſclves to the ſtones and doors of their houſes , ſer their Prows over the Streets, and by 
them as by Bridges they are commodiouſly. laden or wnladen ; and ſecondly , as touching che 
Tr-fick, and Navigation thereof, few (itles can in theſe parts be compared withir ; for this City

to his repentance ſee his error, and acknow ledge it; and falling again ro a ſecond over-ſight in 
judgment, as the firſt was an error in deſire, he preferred Pan's Pipe before Apollo's Harp, and 
was rewarded for his ſmall $ﬆ&ill in Mufick with a comly pair of Aſſes Ears : alſo in this Pro-

Into the Dominions of the Grand Signjor, and though Wars happen between che Twrks and 
the Perſians, yet theſe barbarous Nations are ſo carctul of Merchants and the preſervation of 
commerce, that the Merchants of both Countreys, though otherwiſe the Provinces be at variance, 
may here enter and tranſport their MerchandizFinto one anothers Countrey , paying a ſmall 
Coftom as acknowledgment to the Prince, carrying a Teſcary or Certificate thereof with chem to 
ſuch other places whicher they go, which in it.ſelf prote&stheir Goods and perſons from dan- 
ger or Confiſcation, or other duties ; ſo that it is ordinary thing to ſce Perſia Merchants with 
oreac Eſtates in Aleppo and Conſtantinople in the hotteſt of the Wars between their two Sove- 
reigns, tothe ſhame, and contrary to the caſtom of many Chriſtian Princes , who firſt prey 
upon the Merchants that inhabit their Countreys, making a War upon their Eſtates and 
Perſons, before they meddle with, or haply hardly publiſh their intentions to their Sovereigns; 
the ancient Tibarenean Cuſtom being now out of uſe in Chriſtendom , who are ſaid never to 
wage war azainſt any Enemy , bur they faichfully certified chem before-hand both of the rime 
and place of their intent and fight 3 and as it may be conjeRured, gave firſt a fair diſmiſſion to 
the ſabjeRs of their Enemies, and conſequently to their Merchants. * 


Here 1s alſo gAmaſia, where the Grand Signiors eldeſt Son is ſeen to abide after his Circum- | 


ci/ion» t)Il the time of his Fathers death, and the beginning of his reign : And Trabeſond , for- 
merly an 1mperial Seat, now a ſmall City ſeated upon the Exxine or black Sea, having a rea- 
ſonable good harbour, and where the Grand Signior maintainech certain Gallies to ſcour theſe 
Coaſts: Here js found a grear trade in Summer for fiſh, which ro mc did much reſemble che 
Engliſh Herring, which they take upon this Coaſt in good quantity, and is by che Inhabitants, 
who are for the moſt part Armenians, pickled and ſalred, and ſo preſerved and ſent into Caffa, 
Conſtantinople, and other parts, Their manner of ſalcing, and, che marrer wherewaith is likewiſe 
as ({trange 5 for the Countrey affording not our common known Bay Salt, there is a Moun- 
tain within ſome leagnes of the City, our of which with eaſt they dig a Stone, to the eye ap- 
pearing black and no way tranſparent; but beaten in Marble Mortars with them in uſe, ir be- 
cometh very white, and is found to preſerve all Meats aſwell as Salt de Bay, and for Mer- 
chandiz# is carried thence to Conſtantinople and othex Countreys, and ſold in the Stone unbeaten 
vy the Rotolo, Oache, or Quintar.

he wasſent for,and make this his Paradiſe ; it 1s ſeared in a very fruitful ſoil, bearing Grapes all 
the year long, and girt with curious and odoriferous Gardens ; being alſo famous, firft, for 
her founders, who were Abraham's ſervants ; ſecondly, for the Temple of Zacharias; and 
thirdly, for the converſion of Pau!, who here firſt preached, and eſcaping the traps of hisEne- 
mies, wes let down the walls of the honſe by a bazhet.

HE next Countrey in order is Paleſtina, having on the Eaſt Ewpbrater, on the Weſt the 
F Mediterranean Sea z on the North Phenicia, and on the South Arabia ; this Countrey 
hath ſo often changed irs name, that ic hath been called by 6 ſeveral names, 1, Canaan, 2. The 
Land of Promiſe, 3. 1ſrael, 4. Judea, 5. Paleſtina, andlaſtly, che Holy Land; and now divi- 
ded into four parts, Galilea, Fudea, Idnmea and Samaria. 
In Galilea is not found any City either of note or trading, though in imes paſt it was fa- 
mous for many,as Bethſaida the Birch-place of Peter, Andrew,andPhilip ; and Nazareth ſecond 
ro none, where the Virgin ary was ſaluted with choſe joyful cidingsby an Angel : in chis 


. Countrey ariſerh the two ſpring-heads of Jordan, For, and Dan, ofgwhich ewothatunited River 


doth derive its name. 

Neither doth Sawzari« now afford any City of Commerce, though many notable places were 
there found in che flouriſhing days of the 1ſraelites. 

Idumea is alſo deſtitute of trading, though ic have che commodious Sea Port Foppa in it,

8 2% mereof, 
37;the grearneſsand amplitude of which trade now ruin'd and altogether deſolate, ſerving for ex- : 
athple to all eminenc Cities of eraffick , char the Merchants Tnhabicants of thoſe places forger 
not GOD thegiver of that plenty and abundance z nor yet abuſe the ſame to their own de- 
ſtruRion, as is ſhewed there it wasto the Tyrians, Tyrms then inthe height of its grearneſs is 
recorded to have a very gpeat trade, and ſo large thar ir ſerved for a general fart to all the 
World, and thart all Nations were furniſhed with their 2ferchandize and Commodities thence, 
which wonderfuily inriched the City,and increaſed che power of the Citizens;(o that ſhe is there 
termed the ſtrong and renowned City of the Sea, and which was mightily inhabited by Sea- 
men and Aerchants, whole power and greatneſs in Navigation and trade isdefcribed by many 
particulars in thar Chapter ; as firſt, that her Ship-timber was of the Fir-trees of Hermon hill;

Mariners negotiated in her in the traffick of Merchandize. Now thoſe thar traded hicher, and 
: wete the Merchants thereof, and the Commudities for which they traded is alſo recorded rhere, 
for the Merchxats of Tarſhiſh brought hither to the Fairs all ich Commodities, as Silver , Tron, 
Tin, Lead : The Merchants of Grecia,ltalyand Cappadecia,furniſhed ic with ſlaves for labour,

Ot Sheba and Ramah with Spices and pretiows Stones and 
Gold : and to conclude, all the Nations of thoſe Revions were accounted the Merchants that 
d- did traffick thicher with all the riches of cheir ſeveral Councreys, and furniſhed che ſame with 
thebeſt of cheir Sca-men, and the principal of their Ships for Navigation : buc cheHoly Prophet 
In licu of their then greatneſs, propheſied their future miſery 3 inſtead of cheir chen riches pro-

We manage a great and ample trade rhrough this Countrey : the third are the CMahometan, 
"Perſians and T artarians, eſpecially fince the great ViRtories of the eAMopar found herealſo of 
great qualicy and eſtares, The fourth are the Fews , who live ſtraglingly diſperſed over and 
through all the parts of chis Countrey, and inevery Princes Dominions exerciſe the ſame. The

with Oil, and a basker faſtened abour his neck, or under his l-f: arm ; then he finkech down 
by the ſaid rope to the bortom of rhe Sea, and asfaſt as he can he fillech the ſaid basker, and 
being full, he then ſhaketh the rope, and his fellows that hold che other end , and are in 
cheir Bark, inſtantly hale him up with his filled basker, and in this wiſe they go one by one 
until they have laden their ſaid boat with Oyferrg and inthe evening returning WE 
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Village, every company makerh cheir own heap or mount of Oyfers by themſelves, one di- 
ſtant from another 1n. ſuch wiſe, that chere 1s ſeen a great long row of Mounts or heaps of Oy- 
fers, which remain untonched until ſuch time as the fiſhing be ended 3 andar theend whereof 
every company fitteth down abour their mount or heap, and fall ro opening of them , which 
they may calily do, becauſe thar then they be borh dry, dead, and brittle ; and if every Oyfter 
ſhould prove to have Pearls 1n them, it would prove a very good purchaſe unto them : bur ma- 
ny are found to have no Pearls atall in them; cherefore when cheir fjhing is done, they then 
per celve whether cheir ſaid fking and gathering proveth good or bd, 

Now there are certain men expert in the choice and diſtin&ion of Pearls, which here they call 
Chittini, which fer and make the price of Pearls, according to their carralts, each carratt be- 
ing four grins, and theſe with an inſtrument of copper having holes therein of ſcveral ereat- 
neſs ſerving to diſtinguiſh che ſorts, to which allo they conſider their beauty and goodneſs, 
and chen thereof make four ſeveral ſorts.. The firſt ſort be the rownd Pearls , which they 
call Aia or nia of Portugal, becauſe the Portugals buy them : the ſecond ſort, which are nor 
round , are called Aia of Bengala : rhe third fort, which are not ſ@ good as the ſecond, they

raft, beanty, and ſhape thereof, And thisis the manner of the fiſhing , and diſperſing of the 


Pearls throughout India, and thence through the World, ſo far forth as I chought good to in- 
ſert the ſame in this place.

Of the Trade in gentral praRliſcd along ft the Coaſt of INDIA. 


HE Coaſt of /ndia known in theſe Regions, is only ſo accounted from the Iſlands called The general 
las V achas, or from the Town of Daman to chgCape of Com;rin, noc above 200 miles trade of the 
in length, wherein beſides the X{etropelis Gon, are found ſundry others in ſubjeRion to the <9 of Ind 
Crown of Portagal; as firſt Daman to the North of Goa; then Baſain, then Chaul, Dabs, 
and then Goa : and to the South-ward , which ſome call the coaſt of Malabar, they hold 
Remes, Onor , Barſelor, Mangalor, Cananor, Calicut, Cranganor, Cochin, Conlon, and Cape de Co- 
meri, which isaccounted the laſt end of che coaſt of Malabar and India : for the betcer under- 
ſtanding the trade of rheſe Sea-ports, it will be needful I ſhould ſomewhat more particularly ſur- 
rey the ſame. 

Firſt then, it is to be underſtood that the Northern part of this Coaſt is held che whol- 

lomeſt and pureſt air for habitation, the principal places being Daman, Baſaſen, and Chanl, Dana. 
which are found in themſelves ro have good havens, wherero great traffict is maintained Baſaſer. 
throughout Indiaz the Countrey hereabouts abeunding in Rice , Peaſe, and other grains, Chau. 
Butter and Oil of Nuts, alſo Cotton Cloth great quantity, eſpecially Bareches, taking the name 
trom a City of chis coaſt ; and in Chan is fonnd very great concourſe of Merchants and rrat- 
fick to Ormus, Cambata, Sinde, Maſquate, Bengala, having therein many rich Merchants, 
and Ships of great burthen ; and here is alſo made divers kinds of Silk Stuffs, as Grogramr, 
Sattins, Taffata's and ſuch like in ſuch abundance, that India, and all other places bordering, 
are ſerved therewith, and beholding thereto, which brings a great trade to the ſaid City of 
Chaul ; for they bring in the raw Silk of China, and being here ſpun, woven, and wrought, 
carry 1t out again, and diſtribure it throughout 1ndia, and the neighbouring Countries 3 
here alſo they make fair and excellent wrought Bedfteds, Boxes, Decks, Stools, and other 
wooden arts, which bring them great profic, and make this place famous throughoac 
theſe parts, 

As for the coaſt of Malabar, Onor is of good eſteem, where there is a great quantity of Coaſt of M- 
Pepper yearly laden by the Portngals Faftors, accounted the beſt and fulleſt berry 1n all India, labar and the 
me Countrey hereabours belonging to a Owen rich in Pepper, who ſellech the ſaid commodity #ade thereof. 
only to the Portugals ; bur receiverh her money 6 months beforehand, and ar the ſeaſon de- 
livereth the ſaid contracted Pepper, which by che Portegals is houſed in their Fort, which 
(by her leave) they haye here built, cill their ſhipping come co'ferch ir away, which 1s commons 
ly but once a year, | | 

Cananor is held the beſt Forc they have uponall this coaſt, and doth abound with Rice and Camanr. 
P:pper, and neer the Fort is a fair Town which is plencifully ſtored wi h all che commudities of 


:his coaſt and ſhore, eſpecially abounding in all manner of YiQuals aud proviſion, and Miſe 
or Ships of all ſizes and forts, T Cobicus 
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Calicut, ' ({alicut was once the moſt famous town of trade of all this ſhore,” and gave name nor only 
tothe ſorts of Pepper that here grow, but alſo to thar ſort of Cotton Cloth chat was firſt hence 

. tranſported for Exrope ; but the Emperour the then Sovereign , being Enemy to the King of 
ochia. Cochin, wich whom the Portwpals ar their firſt arrival here ſided, and proſpered, by thar 
means overthrew the great traffick of Calicat, and advanced the traffick of Cochin, whoſe So- 
vercign by means of the trade is now become a mighty and rich Prince in this Countrey, the 
Ciry of Cochin it {elf thereby ſo inlarged, inriched, and ſo well inhabited by Portngals , who 
are in part the new Maſters, by native Malabars and other Nations, and ſeated upon a plea- 
{ant River, and enjoying the commodity of a good Channel and Haven ; thar ic 15 acconnted 
in theſe parts for trade and concourſe of Merchants the only ſecond ro Goa: here is laden 
yearly great quantity of Pepper, and a coarſe ſort of Cinnamon, vulparly called de Matte, no- 
thing comparable to Cinnamon of Zelan-accounted the beſt; and hicher come all che Portugal 
Ships to lade homewards, after that they have unladen their European commodities in Goa, 
which adds much to the trade of this City. Two Commodities hicher imported do much in- 
rich this place, 1.

thirdly, that the YIceroy, andall other the Officersand Captains in ndia ſhall give them all 

aſſiſtance, helpand favour, with ſafe keeping, guarding and watching the ſame, with all other 

; needful offices as ſhall be by them required, for the ſafety and bencfic of the ſaid Pepper : 

The Ships of Fourthly, that for che lading and providing thereof, the ſaid Farmers may ſend their FaQtors 
: = .- agh into India with cheir ſervants and aſſiſtants of what Nation ſoever chey be, (Engliſh, French, 
abour che And Spaniards only excepted) and that unto every place to ſce the ſame laden and diſpatched 
months of De= away : and 1n later times it is obſerved that they have alſo farmed of the King the Ships 
cember and and their fraightment, with large conditions to build them, and make the proviſion of all 
Taxnary. neceflariesfor them, and all ar their own adventures ; and if che Ship come fate hoine , chey 
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give the King in licu of licence a certain ſum of money for every Ship, and annually do fur- 
niſhcheſe five Ships at their own charges: but for ſuch Souldiersas are appointed togo in them, 
they are bound to ſail fer the King and at his charge, and have but only their meat and drink 
at the Farmers charges, the Officers and Sailers being placed therein by tlie Kings Admiralty, 
which the Farmers may nor once deny or refuſe 3 fo that the King adventureth nothing , nei- 
ther in Pepper nor in Shipsz buc only if the Ships be caſt away, he loſech che Afoney that he 
ſhould have, and otherwiſe gain by che Farm of every Ship, if it had returned ſafe ; and 
the profic of the Peppey thar ſhould have been delivered him at a certain price, which is the 
cauſe now that the King doth not ſend our his Fleets ro meet and wafr them from the 
Flemiſh T{lands, as for long timehe was accuſtomed to do; and the King is found (o nearly 
to look tothis Farm, thac he will not abare the Farmers a penny, how great {oever their loſſes 
happen otherwiſe to bes And thus much, ſhall ſerve for Goa and the trade of the Portngals in 
Tadia ; row in the next place I will come to the coaſt of Chormandel,

Of MESULIPATAN and the Trade theresf, with the C vaſt 
5 CHORMAN DEL. 


HE Coaſt of Chormandel beginneth from the Cape Negapatanto the Town of Muſulipa- Muſulipai 
tan, berween which ſaid places is found a place called St, Thomas , where the Apoſtle and the trade 
Thema 1s ſaid to have preached ſalvation to theſe Nations, and whoſe Tomb is had till iu »f the coaſt of 
great reyercnce to this day among the Native Chriſtians of this Countrey : befides which is Chormandel, 
found che Towns of Petipoli and eArmagon, where the Engliſh of late have ſecled FaFories chiat 
have depend:ncy on the fattory of Meſulipatan 5 under which therefore I will include the 
trade of this coalt. 
CMuſulipatan by reaſon of the commodious fituation, is the moſt eminent place of trade of 
thiscoalt, where the Engliſh have to chac purpoſe planted a faftorie, both for providing and 
lading hence the commudities of this Countrey is place is ſeated -on che ſame coaſt, or ra- 
ther [fhmws, a3 Goa 1s with the Cicies before-mentioned, which ate ſeated to the Eaftward, as 
the coaſt of Malabar is tothe Weſtward : the pleaſantneſs of the adjoyning River running 
down trom Biſnagar the Metropolis of this Councrey, and the goodneſs of the Haven , with 
che whcleſomneſs of the ſoil and the temperancy of the ait, adds much co rhe excellency of ir 
in matter of trade and concurrency of Merchants z to which if we add the induſtry of the In- 
habicaats and che fruicfulneſs of che Countrey bearing many commodities naturally, it is not to be 
reckoned as the leaſt or the worſt parc of trading in 1ndia. 
From th11s place and coaſt then is found a great trade tobe driven into Bengala, Pega, S1- 
am; Halacea and to India, and the principal commodities char this City is noted to be tamous Commadiries 
for, are thoſe excellent fine Cotton Linens, made here in great abundance, and of all colours, of «be corſt of 
and interwoven wich divers ſorts of Loom-works and Flowers, very fine and cunningly Chormandet, 
wroughc,and therefore much worn in [ndia,and better eſtcemed there than $3lk, as indeed being 
borh tound finer and richer, and uſed by chegreateſt women in thoſe parts for cheir clothing, 
wherein is tound interlaced ofcentimes threds of Silver and Gold, and divers other rare fabricks 
of Cotton, &c. |

Of SATAGAN the Metropolis of Bengala, and the Trade of that Coaſt 


and the River Ganges. 


T the ending of the Coaſt of Coremandel, beginnech this Coaſt of Beyg4ls, through the 
A middle whereof the famous River Ganges runs, making a large Bay or Gulf, which 
carriech the name of the Gulf of Bengala : This Countrey is under the command of the Great 
Mogul , whole Coins are here current; the holy and reverent opinion chat the Gentiles through 
all India have of chis River, and the concourſe of Pilgrims thereto, for devotion ſake, adds 
much to the traffick of Sategan, the chief City of this Countrey, which 1s pleaſantly ſeated 
on another fair and large River , whoſe imboſure 1s not far diſtant from the imboſure of 
G «nges, and upon which Boats fail by the violence of the current a hundred miles in fifceen 
hours without the help of Sails or Oars, and when the Tyde turneth, it is found to be (6 
violent, "that the Sailers are forced ro make faſt rheir Boats to certain Trees fixed on the ſhore 
fide, for they arenot able ro make way againſt the ſtream and current thereof. Artthe en- 
trance of this River is a place called Butter, which the Inhabitants of che Countrey and er- 
chants there do yearly build in form of a Village, of ſtraw, branches of trees, reeds, and 
che like, and isof great largeneſs, to which they bring all manner of Me-rchandize, to meet the 
Ships which ar certain ſer times with the Monſoons come hither for-trade, who arc not able to 
go higher for wantof water z and when the Ships are gone with the change of the 1ſon/vmn, 
and thac years trading paſt, they then burn their ſaid rown and houſes, and carry up their 
Goodsand eMerchandize to the City of Satag.; whither alſo all ſmall Barss and Boars do go 
to lade and unlade. 

It is obſcrvable that thirty or forry fail of great Ships of ſundry Countreys and Nations 
, yearly at this time find lading ; the principal Commodities of this place and the coaſt, 
being Rice here growing in great abundance; Cloth of Cotton of infinire ſorts, made here 1n 
great quantity, Lacca good ſtore, great plenty of Sngars , Mirabolans boch driec and pre- 
ſerved , Ling Pepper, Oil of Zerſeline, and many other Commodities ; the City 1n 1t ſelf 1s 2 
fair City, and abounding with rich Merchants that trade ro Pegs, Muſniipatan, Summatra, 
and ſometimes to Cambaia, and the Red-Sea; their time of tratfick, by reaſon of the hear, 1s 
tor the moſt part by night, and when they have once 'burned their cown of Batter, as 
hath been noted, they chen hire Galliors and Boars, and therewich cranſporr their Cow- 
midities up the River trom one Town to another, firuated upon the ſame, where every day 
is found in one or other a publick Fair and Market, ſo that their whole life 1s (till 1n mo* 
tion and agitation , providing in one place and putting off in another, here buying and 
there ſelling. | 
The Portugals are found to have ſome trade hicher, bur thoſe char refide here are not ſubject 
to much government, bur make their will their law ; only two Ferts they hold uponthis coaſt 
the one they call Porto Grande,the other Porto Pequenom,whereto there is driven an order]y trade, 
and thereby chat Nation is kept within ſome order and diſcipline. 
As forthe Coinscurrent here, the Weights and CMeaſmres here in uſe, I muſt omit chem by 
reaſon of my ignorance therein, and cherefore ſhall refer them to the becter killed; 
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Before I leave chis coaſt, I muſt nor torger a ſtrange cuſtom, not only here much uſed, but Cuſtom in 1 
alſo alongſt the coaſt of Malabar, andrin many other parts of /ndia, which is thus ; IF. a dia for Deb+ 
Debtor break the day of payment with his Creditor, and ofcentimes diſa point him, chen he *95: 
gocth to the principal of che Bramenes, and receiverh of him a Red, wk which he approach- 
eth to the debtor, and maxing a circle about him, chargerh him in the name of che King and

N order having paſled the Coaſt and Gmlph of Bengala, the next in this Tra is the Sea- Peg; and the 
Ven of eAracan, Pegs, and Sian, ſtretching ir ſelt ro the Iſland and Fort of EMalacea, trade of the 
of "Ws according to the Obſervations in Trade as I have colleaed ; I will in brief Coaſt thereet; 
touch. 

The firſt on this coaſt and ſhore is Aracan, ſiruated upon the River of (oſmin, which paſſerh Araces, 
through ſome parc of Bengala, and entrechinro that Gulph ar this Ciry, by which commodious 
ficuarion it is found plentifully ſtored as well with the Commodities of that Countrey, as the na- 
taral Commodities of che place ir {clf. 

The next 1s CMacoa, ſeared upon one of the mouths of that great and ſamous River Macs. 
CMartaban, which by ten mouchs ifluing into che Sea, gives a great ſupply to his 
Countrey of all che Commodities that are found in India, from whence this mighry River 
hath irs ſourle. 

Thethird 1s Pegs itſelf, giving name to the whole coaſt ſeated inlike manner upon one of regu. 
the ſaid mouths, which as being che principal ſeat of the Princes of this Countrey, I will a lic- 
tle more particularly ſurvey. | 

The marvellous great tides, and violent current of this greac River is not here tobe omitted River of Mats 
as appertaining to {rade z for it is found to bein ir ſelf ſo ſwifr, that neicher Wind nor Oar (#43; 
can make head or way againſt irs and becauſe ir is found to keep a conſtant courſe of ebbing 
and flowing, therefore in their ſailing chey {till obſerve the tides thereof, and when thole 
tides are at higheſt, chere are certain ſtations on the banks whereto their Boats, Galliors and 
Barges are faſtned, uncil the tide do again ſerve their turn to proceed on their Voyage: this 
one thing more I find wonderful here, that theſe tides come not in by a conſtant continued 
pace or meaſure, bar come ruſhing in at the firſt with a great violence, with a hideous noiſe 
and roaring, ſach as in ſome leſſer ſort is ſeen in the River of Rowen, and in our River of Severn 
ul England, 

As for the City of Pegs it ſelf it is divided into two parts, inthe one the Xing and his Ns- 
bility refdeth, lately buile and richly beautified , and therefore called the New Town; tlie 
other part inhabited only by Merchants, eArtificers, Sea-men, and {uch like, and called che 
old Town ; every houſe in the old Town where Aerchants do reſide, hath a place builc 
ſtrongly of Brick, which as a Ware-houle ſervech his occaſion, called by them Godon, eſpeci- 
ally to prevent firing, which this Town is much ſubje& to by reaſon of che combuſtible marrer 
1s madeof ; che New Townis walled about, and is aperfeRt ſquare, having rwency Gates, 
fivein each angle, ditched about and watered, wherein many Crecodi/es are kept for watch of 
the plac by night ; che walls are beautified with many Tryets for Centinels, gailded with 

old; the ſtreets are very fair, ſtraight as a line, and ſo broad as fifceen Horſemen may ride 
abrel} on bath fides ; ar each mans door are ſet Palm trees, which growing makes a fair ſhew, 
and thereby all paſſengers may walk daily in the ſhadow from one ſtreer ro another, to pre- 
vent the extraordinary heat of the place and climate : che greareſt trade char is found at chis 
day exerciſed in Pega, is from the Coaſt of Cormandel with Pintado's, Cotton Cloth, and other 
Bumvaſins mach in requeſt here ; bur ir is to be noted, that theſe Ships muſt deparc char Coaſt 
by the fixth of September, and rake the Monſone wind , otherwiſe they loſe their Voyage for 
that year : from Bengala alſo cometh hither ſundry Ships with Cozton Cloth and other ſuch 
wearing Commodities, which taking alſo the ſeaſon of the wind arrivech here when the ('or- 

»ondel Ships are 1cady to depart, The principal Harbour or Port where theſe Ships do ride 

3s called Cſmin, and the place where che oreatcſt Ships do Anchor to lade aud unlade their

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with Pepper and other wares z all which Goods are very ſtritly looked into for payment of 


the Kings Cuftcmis at landing, which 1s here paid in kind, and amounteth unto twelye 
per cent. and the King doth hold it for a great affront to be wronged of a penny of jt 
Rubies, Saphirs and Spinals paying here no Cuſtoms in or out, as being the proper Commodities of 
the Countrey. 

For-theeffeRing of the trade and commerce of this place, there is ordaincd eight Brokers gr 
Tareghes by che Kings authority, who are bound to {ell and vend ail the Goods and CMerchay. 
dize coming to Pega, for all mens account of what Nation ſocyer they be, having two pe 
cent. for their Brokerage, and are liable ro make good che debts they make, which no CAerchans 
there reſident can avoid 3 for they will have che ſaid wo per cent. by the Kings authority 
granted them, whether their help be taken or not. | 

In like manner, there are ordained certain Brokers for the buying of all the Commodities 
bought in Pegs, wherein is found amongſt them ſuch candid dealing, rhata ſtranger can hardly 
be wronged or abuſed, if he have but ſo much diſcretion to provide ſuch Goods as may be proper 
for the Countrey whither he ſends them. : 

The Commo3ities native of this place and Countrey are cheſe, Gold, Silver, Rubies, Saphirs, 
Spinals digged at Caplan, ſix days journey from «Ava in this Kingdom, grear ſtore of Benj.cmin, 
Long Pepper, Lead, Lacca, Rice, Niperwine and Sagar ; and many other Commeditics. The 
manner of their bargaining, as being contrary to the cuſtom and nſec in moſt parts of che world, 
is here worth obſerving z all cheir bargains by their law muſt be made pablickly and in oven 
aſlemblics of and before all tanders by, who becauſe they thould yer not know whar 1s bidden 
or demanded for any commodity, the Brokers cither buyer or (eller having ſeen the c:mmedity, and 
liking of ir, puctech his hand under a cloth and toncherh rhe parties hand uncereſled, and by 
nipping, rouching and pinching of certain joynts of each others hands, they know whar is 
bidden and demanded withour words ſpeaking, which theſe Brokers again with che other hand 
covered in like manner, give noticeof to the party who ſers him on work, and cither fo orders 
him to proceed to bid mereor leſs,orelfe to give over; and after this mannerareall their con!y 8 
here made, and afterward by the ſaid Broker regiſtred accordingly in leaves of Trees, which 
with them js uſed as Paper with us. 

And when any ſtrangers and forein Merchants arrive here, theſe Brokers are bound by 
their place to provide them a houſe, Magazine, and lodging, whillt they are here reſident, 
and when the houſe js taken, the Giverngnr of the Town ſends to know how long time he in- 
tends toſtay with them, and withal appointeth certain Maids of the Town to go to him, thar 
out of them he may make choice of one whilſt heremains there, and chen having choſen one 
ro his mind, he contracts wich her friends for her uſe for the ſaid rime at an eaſe rate, which 
done, he bringeth her to his houſe or lodging, and the ſerveth him willingly 1n all his affairs boch 
by day and night, as both his ſave and wife ; bu: then he muſt take care chat during that time 
he keepeth not company with any other w092n 5 for fo he mighr incur a greater danger and 

eri] of his life by the Law of the Countrey. Now wheu the time of his relidence 1s expired, 
bc payeth the Parents of the « Maid the price agreed for, and deparcech quietly away, and ſhe 
returncth with credit to her friends, being as well eſteemed of as ever the was bctore; and if 
afcerward this Maid chance to marry, thongh with the principalleſt of che Countrey, and that 
the aforeſaid ſtranger ſhould again return hither to trade, he may again demand his wonzan, 
and he ſhall have her by the Law of the Countrey , wichour che reſiſtance ot her hmband, or 
any ſhameunto him, and ſhe remaineth by the ſtranger as long as he abidech there, and he tra- 
velling from thence, ſhe goeth home to her hweband again , which amongſt them 1s held for a 
molt ture and inviolable law and cuſtom. | 

The Coin current here and throughout all this Coaſt is called Ganſa, which is made of (4- 
per and Lead, and isnot the proper money of the King, but every man may ſtamp ic char will, 
and thar is able, becauſe ir hath irs juſt value in ſtaff and materials; there 1s much counter- 
feiting of thiscoin, but it is ſoon diſcerned by the Brokers , Tellers of Money, who readily 
{py it out, and therefore not paſſable, nor will 1c be caken by any 5 wich chis money Ganſ# 
you may buy Gold, Silver, Rubies, Drugs, Spices, andall Commodities z and no other Afonty 1s 
current amongſt them. 

This Ganſagoeth by a weight called a Biſo, and this name of Biſe, goeth for the account of the 
weight, and therefore a Biſe of a Ganſa is accounted by ſtrangers there trading 4 Rc 4 or 2 5, 64. 
ferling 3 and albeit that Gold and Silver, as all ocher Commodicies do rife and fall, yer this Biſe 
never altercth in value or eſtimation, Every Biſe makech a hundred Ganſaes of weight, and lo 
it doth come paſs that the number of the money is Biſa. 


In this Countrey is alſo ſeared the Town of Martaven, a place of great traffick, and the' 


aſt of rhis Coaſtz the Inhabirants whereof are wonderful expert in making of hard Wax, 
which hence is diſperſed throughout [ndia, and into many places of Europe ; here is allo made 
thoſe great earthen Jars or veſſels which ſerve them to keep Water, O1l, or any other "_— 
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and are much uſed in 7ndia, and aboard heir Ships in ſtead of Cask, Barrels and ſuch Veſicls, 
and throughour all cheſe Countries arecalled of the name of the place: Martavanas ; and in fome 
places by the Portwpals Tenajos. 
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CHAP ACYE 
Of SIAM and the Trade of the Coaſt thereof, 


Nder the title of Siam» I will comprehend the City of Tenaſerim, a famous Town of traſ- og; q,, ._ 
(Ji and che Metropolss of a Kingdom allo Pattana , another Ciry on this coaſt , not the trade cf 
far diſtanc from Siam it (elf, being a place where the Engliſh Merchants have a retidence and the coaſt - 
hold a Faerie; and laſtly, Siam as the principal, and as one upon whom the reſt have a th<rcot. 
dependency; boch in matcer of Government and Trade, This City chen of Siaz ſome years 
palt (as appears by relation of that worthy Merchant Ralph Fitch, and others ) was the prime 
of all chele and the neighbouring Regions; but being tor twenty one months beſieged by the 
King of Pegw, who afcer four months march incompaſſed it witha million and four hundred 
chouſand Souldiers, and at length by means of creaſon and not of ſtreageh gained it, drove 
che King thereof to that deſperation that he poiſoned himſelf with all his wives and chil- 
drenz fince which time ic hath obeyed ſeveral Princes and been ſubje& to ſundry Maſters, The forrune of 
according «to the various chance of war, and of this Countrey, which in one age 1s {een here Siam and Pegu: 
lo diverſly to alcer into ſundry ſhapes; for a zetty King which now commands one only 
Town or Province,in a tew years comes to be a great Emperonr over ſeveral Kingdoms,and per 
adventure that great Emperouy who now commanded ſo many ſeveral Nations, within few years 
after 1s glad to rule over a ſmall Province, City, or Iſland : whichthe Princes of Pegs and: Sian 
have of late years to their great grief found too true by.experience. 

The City of Siam 1s yet notwithſtanding the former ſuffered calamity, a place of great traf- 
fick,aot only hence to Comchin-China, Macan, Cantor, Malacca, Cambaia and the Iſlands Swm- 
matra, Borneo, Banda and others by Sea , bur alſo is much augmenred by the inland trade 
chereot, partly to MMartavan, Fenaſerims and others, which arc ſeated on the ſame Land, bur 
as ſcared on the back-fide thereof, and as enjoying thereby the commodity of anoiher Sea, 
but che ſame is found proper for trade by irs own commodious fituarion , being on the banks 
of that great and famous River Afenav, which runneth hither through or rather chwarterh River Mean, 
India, arifing in the lake of Chiana, as they term it, atleaſt 22 degrees from chis City, where 
it ifſuech inco the Sea, and is here found about the month of arch fo ro ovrff@Þfwell his banks, : 
and the neighbouring Countrey, that it coverech che earth for 129 miles in compaſs, and there- 
fore the Inhabicants are ſaid to retire themſelves during this inundation to the upper part 
of rheir houſes, {o purpoſely made to avoid-the inconveniency of the waters , every houſe 
chen having a Boat or Frigot belonging therero, by which means they converſe toge- 
ther and traftick , as on. dry ſhore, ill the ſaid River return ro her wonted Channel 
apain, 
The Kings of this Countrey , as indeed of all theſe Regions, are for the moſt parc 
CMerchants, who gave the Engliſh admittance to trade and refidence here about 1612 3 
upon whom he beſtowed alſoa tair houſe for their abode, and Ware-houſes to lay up their 
HMerchandize 5 where ſince for ſome years they have continued, but of late years have 


ow ic off and diſcontinued}, upon the little benefic chis Scale and Countrey afforded 
chem. 
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The principal Commodities of this City and Coaſt, are Cotton Linens of ſeveral ſorts, and Commadirice 
that excellent pine or diſtilled Liquor, called here by che name of Nipe , made of Cocos or of Siam ang 
India Nuts, and hence tranſported into all parrs of India, and che adjoining Regions: here ©4«3. 
1s allo great quantity of Benjamin, and of Lec , wherewith the hard Wax is made that is 
brought hence into ſundry parts of the World, alſo that coſtly Wood called by che Portwgals 
Palo Dangwula, and Calamba, which being good, is weighed againſt Silver and Gold; for 
rich Perfumes, and the Wood Sapon uſed by Dyers3 alſo here is Camphora in great plenty, 

Bezvar Stones and Gold in ſome meaſure good ſtore ; allo here is found Diamonds, Nut- + 
megs, and ſome ocher Spices, which the Countrey of ir (elf afforderh for che maintenance

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Alacea is the next Countrey to the aforenamed Siam, ſeated between the Coaſts of 51. 

am and Pegs, upon the urmoſt bound of along craR of Land, on which is found the 
City of £Malacca 1n obedience to the Portugal, and conquered by them 1511, and accounted 
the moſt proficable command of all ndia next after Ormm, which of lace they have loſt, and 
of Meoſamlique : it is commodiouſly ſeated on the River Gaſa, which is here 10 miles broad, (x 
ſome write) and is accounted the Staple for all India and China commodities, and hath a yery 
great traffick to (hina, Moluccos, Banda, Java, Summatraand all the Iſlands bordering there- 
abouts, asalſo to Siam, Pegu, Bengala, Coaſt of (hormandel, and other che parts of 1ndia, 
whereby many Ships are found daily to be imployed, coming in and going out, there lading and 
unlading, ſelling, buying, and bartering the commodities of theſe Countreys together ; the 
Countrey aftording ot it ſelf no commodities to preſerve trade, but all other Countreys afford 
to this (by reaſon of itsproper ficuation for grade) their native commodities; a Ship or two 
coming hither yearly from Lisbox to traffick, which thence departech 3o days ſooner than the 
reſt, for /ndia, and 1s at her recurn found commonly the richeſt that frequent theſe Countreys: 
and here it is ofſfryable in Navigation, that the Aonſons or trade winds here continue Welt 
and Norch- weſt from the «nd of eAwguft to the end of Offober, and in November begin the 
Noxtherly and North-eafterly winds, which blow till the beginning of April, and from My 
till che end of Avgs/?, the South and Sexth-weſb rule, according to which , the trader hicher 
muſt direft his trade and courſe,. and take the proper ſeaſon both for his coming and 
g0INg. 

When Albaquerk the Vice-King of Portugal took this City, finding ic inhabited and 
frequented by Merchants of ſundry Nations, he eſtabliſhed Magiftrates for both the Eth- 
nicks, Moors, and Chriſtians, with appeal only reſerved to the higheſt Sovereign the Conguer- 
exr : one remarkable paſſage in this conqueſt, I cannot omir, which was, that an Inhabiranc of 
this place of eminent note in this City, fighting naked in defence of himſelf and of his native 
Countrey, was found to be wounded with many deep and wide wounds ; but on -his arm he 
wore 2 chain whereto was faſtened the bone of a Favan beaſt, called a Cabal, by vercue where- 
of, re:wichſtanding all thoſe wounds which were many and large, he loſt not one drop of 
blood 3 bur when that chain was taken from him, his veins ſuddenly and at once emptied 
themſelves both of blood and life rogether, The riches and greatneſs of the place may by this 
particular then happening be conſidered, when as the Kings Tenths in the Sack thereof, ' come 
to 200000 Dacates of Gold, the Souldiersand adventurers ſatisfied, befides the concealed and 
piltered booty, there found and ſhared by them. | 

The current cojus are not as yet come to my knowledge 3 therefore I refer the ſame to the bet- 
rer experienced,

CE: hath on the Eaſt, Mare del Zur, on the Weſt, Indis, on the North, a Wall ex- 
\ tending 1008 miles inlengch, berween the Chinors and the Tartarians, and on che South, 
the Ocean, 

The Trade of this Countrey is accounted very great, the fituation of the place, che tempe- 
ratnre of the air, che diſpoſition of the Inhabicants, the peace which formerly chey enjoyed 
amongſt chem concur co large the ſame; the many Navigable Rivers, and che excellent Fa- 
bricks here wrought, add to make it eminent, and the commodities that it yields co maintain 
the ſame, are cheſe ; Barley, Rice, Wool, Cottons, Olives, Vines, Flax, Silk raw and wroughcin- 
to infinice ſorts of Stuffs, all kinds of w:tal, Gold eſpecially z Silver and Copper, 1s brought 
from Japan, &c. Fruits, Honey, Wax, Sagars, Rhubarh, China Roots, Purſlain Diſhes, Camphire, 
Ginger, all Kinds of Spices, Mm, Civet, Amber, and infinite abundance of Salt, which com- 
modity only 1n the Town of Canter, yields Cuftors to the Prince yearly 180000 Dacats. 

This Kingdim contains 15 large Provinces , each Province having a Metropolis , beſides 
many Ciries of lefler note ; ſothat in the whole Tra of this Countrey is accounted to be 30 
Kingdoms, and therein Writers have mentioned to be 1597 Cities and great Towns walled, 
1154 Caſtles, 4200 Burroughs without walls, wherein Souldiers are quartered, beſides an in- 
finice number of Villages and Hamlers ; the Metropolis of the whole Kingdom being vul- 
garly called Qwinſ.1y, Pequin, and is ſaid to contain in circuic 100 miles, having in the midſt 
thereof, a Lake ot 30 mules compaſs, in which are two fair /ſlands, and in them ewo magnift- 
cent Palaces, adorned wich all neceſfaries, either for Majeſty or Conveniency the Lake 18 
conned wich divers Rivers, on which is counted 12000 Bridges, and in many Citics here

of trade and commerce be many; yet this inviolable cuſtom fo ſeverely executed , hinders 
juſtly the particulars I ſhould in this place ſer down of the trade of chis mighty Empire ; how- 
ſoever, it 15 obſerved that the Fapaners and ſome neighbouring ſlanders, as allo the Portagals, 
and ſome other Chriſtians, have (by the favour of the great Maritime Commanders in this 
Countrey, and their own fair deportment) procured a licenſe of trade in Canton , CMaccar, 
Nangqnin, and ſome other Sea-porrs; but with ſuch tri& limitations, as that in ſome Cities ir 
is death for chem to lie or abidea night either in the Town or in the Suburbs, but abord chcir 
own Ships,and in Canton where they find che moſt courteous uſage, they may not upon pain of 
death abide one night within the City walls ; bur as in the morning their names are regiſtred 
at their entring intothe City 3 ſo they come at night and blor out the ſame with their own 
hands: Ican then but afford a taſte of the whole Trade, by a little that I have obſerved our of 
the colleftions of orhers, which mult ſerve for a model to the frame and foundation of whar is 
praiſed in other Cities throughout this Empire, which T will comprehend under che citle of 
Maccan, moſt frequented by our Natiens.

Goa in India, and though this Voyage of Japan isever granted by particular licenſe ro ſome 
one 1n particular 3 yetto Marceau and Malacca any Merchant may go that will; but none 
may yer lade or unlade in eicher place, before ſuch rime as theſe Ships termed of che Kings, arc 
fully diſpatched and laden, and are ready to depare for 1udia: it is recorded by ſome Portw- 
£4:s chat this Captains place may be worth to him for his part 200 thouſand Ducates, and that 
che ſaid Ship is commonly x 5oo Tuns in burthen,, and that the Voyage continueth for three 
years from India, andſoback ; for in April they ſet fail from Goa to Malacca , where they 
abide ſome ſeaſon for the windsor £Monſons, which at certain times blow certain ſer months 
together z and then from Malacca they ſail hither to Maccan, where they ſtay at leaſt nine 
months tor the ſaid fonſons, and then ſail to Fapan , where they muſt ſtay likewiſe certain 
months for the diſpatch of their buſineſs ; and the Honſons ro recurn again to Macean, where 
again they ſtay, as in their Voyage outward : ſo thar by theſe delays the time of three years 
1s fully expired before they have ended their Voyage to and from Fapan; and all the cime of 
this Captajns refidence either in Afaccas or Japan, he isthere accounted the chief Ruler and 
Governour ofthe place, having thelike power as their Yiceroy in Goa, and as the ſeveral Cap- 
eains in their Fortsz for that when the one departech from Xaccar to Japan, there cometh 
another from Goa to CMacean, to make the ſame Voyage after che other hath performed his;

But choſe ſeveral Nations inhabiting the large Coaſt of India,Per/ia,and theſe abyye-mention- 
ed 1/lands, arc found to be more addicted thereto and of greater eminency, and are found by 
their traffick an@ commerce to have raiſed ro themſelves Eſtates in theſe Countreys equal ro ma- 
ny of our European Dukes and greateſt Earls , whereof the Guſarats and Canarins , the 
trugal and proper Inhabitants of Zndia, are accounted the chiefeſt and principal, occaſioned 
parcly by cheir excellenc ſubrilty in accounts and numbring, and partly by che lace Navigati- 
ons and Commerce of the Eurepeans, Arabians, and other remoter Nations amongſt chem, 
who bring chem (for the moſt parr) no other commodity bur Plate and Silver in Rials of 
2» Which they there exchange for the rich Commodities of India, as their Cloves, Maces, Nut- 
ls Pepper, Diamonds, Emeralds, Rubies, Pearls, and ſuch other, the precious Wares of chele 

ountreys, 

The Perſian Nation challenge alſo a large ſhare in this Trade of 4 $7 4, occaſioned bytheir 
excellent and induſtrious fabricks, and cheir narural plenty of raw Silks, which from chemss 
abundantly tranſported and {ſpread overall the World, andrcheir ſumptuous adorning and cu- 
rioſity of living, drawing to them by exchange, rhe riches and commodities of Indiaand ( hinay 
and other placess 

The rabians, (as poſlefling a greac parc of A $ 1A) may not here be omitted, amongſt 
which arc found many eminent Merchants, not only trading by Camels with Caravans * 
trom 7 wrkey into eAg3pt. and owner places, and into the Red-Sea, bur alſo from Aleppo to 
Babylon, Baiſara, and to co the Perfzan Gulph ; and alſo by Sea, nor only on the Coalt of 
Sindy, India, Chirmandel, Siam, Pegs and the Iſlands aforeſaid , where many Mahometan 

Princes axe tound to ccarrule ; bur alſo at Suachem, Melinda, Brava, and Qniioa, and many 
OtNer parts and Ports of Africa. 

Newher amongſt ail theſe above-mentioned Nations, which arc found in che general to 
aftord /ferchants of cminency and note, and to have a Countrey tor a particular refidence 
10 chemſclves, and where their Princes do bear Sovereignty , are the Nation of the Jews to 
be omicced or forgotten, who (though by the curſe of the eAmighty ) are ſcattered and 
difperſed as ir were over the face of the whole Earch, and are permitred (wich ſome limita- 
tions and reſtrictions) their abode in ſeveral Connereys, paying for their liberty, and freedom 
of reſidence and commerce, borh great and large annual Contributions in ſundry places; yet 
by their ingeniouſneſs in Trade, and cher expertneſs in Arts , and their ſubtiley in che va- 

uation of Princes Coins, and their $kill in Accounts, chey are found in all rheſe afore wy 
; | oun” 
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Countreys to be both eminent and rich Merchants, crading as well by Land as by Sea through 

all cheſe afore-named Countreys, and by their Craft and Art, raiſing to themſelves eminence 
and great Eſtates thereby. 

' T ſhould here give a ſhare of this AS TAN Trade to the Chinoeſe, Tartarians, and 

other grear Nations : but my ignorance herein dorh filence me. 

Therefore it ſhall content me to have ſurveyed it in the general , and co haye left be- 
hind me what Obſervations I have been able to colle& of A Traffick, and Traders of 
thoſe vaſt and large Terrirories and Countreys, knowing that their ſtrange Cuſtoms, 
and the manner of their Laws and Government debars all eafie acceſs into their Dominions ; 
and what others muſt nor dare to ſee, I muſt not dare to offer to recount. 

To conclude then, having thus run over and ſurveyed the general Commerce and 
Traffick of ASI A, I will now turn my ſelf towards EA ROPE, the laſt divi- 
fion' of the World, and of this Porky and as the beſt known ro us, and the beſt re- 
puted of Us. :

Of the Trade He Navigationsand diſcovericsof the Spaniards and Portwgals into the Eft and 3eft-ly 
in general of T dies, though they carried to the world atfirſt the ſpecious colours of Piety and Religioy, 
_— and þy planting their Superſticion in theſe Heathen Countreys, yet Ambition and Profic was doubr 
Oy Jeſs the ſecret deſign of their incendments. Portugal whoſe Kings firſt ſought choſe unknown 
Regions of the Eaſt-Indies, and ſeeking diſcovered, and diſcovering in parc conquered ; pre 
ſently made ſtrit Laws and Prohibicions for any of his SubjeRs to trade for certain the richel 
commodities thereof but himſelf, and thereupon ſerled his Contrafation-houſe in Libon where 
thoſe commodities ſhould be ſold, weighed and delivered, and theſe bargains bejng made by 
Commiſſioners appointed by him, + were firſt from thenge called Royal Contrats ; and thus for 
a long rime it continued till his SabzeQts having made Fccher and ampler diſcoveries of thoſe 
Regions for their berter incouragement , and to induce his people to thoſe Navigations, ht 
permitted them afcerward an ampler and larger liberty of that trade, -reſerving certain partic- 
lar commodities only to his own aſe and benefit 5 neither did it otherwiſe appear in che carr 
age of choſe who were diſcoverers of che 7eſt-Indies, which we find to be the Spaniards tot 
chough there wanted not fair and plauſible demonſtrations of winning the ſouls of choſe poor 
people, yer by millions they were {laughtered, butchered and ſlain, making a devaſtation in that 
Countrey of thoſe innocent Inhabitancs, as if there had been no way to the ecernal life of che ſoul 
but by a preſent death of the body, aiming thereby, as may be conjeRtured, particularly at the Þ 
poſlefſion only of their eſtates, which by many deathsand torments, was drawn from them, Þ 
and converted to their own and their Soveraigns treaſury, as appears (tothe ſcandal of their 
Religion and of cheir King ) in ſundry of their own Authors publiſhed in many languages. 
Theſe two Countreys then thus diſcovered, and thus by rapine gotten and ferled , and fince 
united together under one Kings have afforded the preſent marcer of trade toall Spain and Por- N 
tugal, which before that time afforded not'any commudities almoſt whereby trade might bes 
much as diſcerned, much leſs maintained; and now L:bon for the Eaſt, and Sevil for the 
Weft=Indier, is become the Staple for all che rich commodities thoſe two Countreys do afford, and | 
ſo continued till Zngland and Holland by their late Novigation ſhared with chem in che traf- 
fick and riches thereof, which yer are ſeen to be bur as petty branches coming from the principal F 
channel ; but the Feſf-Indies affording to them great quancity of Silver by the CI/ines thereoh, Þ 
which now is found ſo abundantly plentiful in the world, may be called indeed and in eff, | 
their belt commodity, which ever fince irs firſt coinage, they have maintained in ics prime weight 
and fineneſs, which many of their Politicians have gone abour at ſeveral times ro inhanſe, as #t* 
| would have proved a great benefit to their Common-wealth, bur wiſer judgments have diſc F 
vered that che raiſing of theſe moneys in Spain would prove altogether prejudicial co chat S:2th N 
for all theſe gonmmmodities that are brought ro them, which for the moſt part they ſtant iu gre® } 
need of, being neceſlary cither for back or belly, would ſoon vaniſh, did not theſe cher moneY? Þ 
allure and artra& them ; and contrariwiſe it may be hence imagined, and I think granced, wi þ 
what other Prince ſocver doth inhanſe his f/ver, or the moneys of his Countrey, it mult need | 
prove to his own proper prejudice,and the Spaniards gain, becauſe they raiſe and inhanſe a cM 


modity which is not theirs really, bur cranſported ro them at ſecond hand by Merchants ax | 
| @Uers, 
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ochers, and of which chough happily poſlelling ſome ſmall Silver Mines, of Their own, yer the 
orofs 15 {till his, fo far forth as his quantity and abundance exceedeth theirs. @ 

" As forthe ochcr commodities which thoſe Countreys afford, ours and many ocher Narions 
were with the tame from Alexandria and Yenlce at firſt ſupplied, and then hence, but now ha- 
ving found the way to the ſpring-head, we daign notto buy of them at the lecohd hand , ex- 
cept ſuch, of which their Princes reſerve to themſelves a peculiar incereſt, cichcr by farmi 
che fame to their SubjeRs, or keeping the ſame in their own hands, or by excludins all other Na- 
rions from the trade thereof, and theſe we and others are conſtrained to have from them, - in 
which number may be azcounted Sugars, T obacco, Ginger, aud ſome other drags and the comp- 
muities of the Weſt-Indies in general. 

Now for the Inhabitancs both of Spain and Portugal, they are in general lovers of MJer- 
chandizing and traftick, neirher ſo much deſpiſing ir asche Frexzch, nor yet ſo much addicted 
thereto as the /talians, yer more willingly advenruring their eſtates at Sea than them, who 
herein are found to diſtruſt che Providence of Almighty Gd in a lawful calling, and prefer 
their own wiſdom and providence on Land bef1< the proce&ion of the Almightyar Sea, And 
asthey are well wiſhers to Trade, ſo arechey found ina large meaſure to pracule tin ſuch Ci- 
ries as occaſion and commodities do cicher preſcnc or permit; for both in Sell and Libon are 
found Merchants of grear emincncy , bur yetare ſuch as for the moſt part bend their Trafhick 
into both the Indies and no where clſc , except peradventure a little ro Antwerp in FIWW:r;, 
and into Naples, and Sicilia in the Mediterranean Seas, and which ſeldom are nored co ad- 
renrure their eſtates, or have any FaQtors reſident but where their King is chief and Sovereiſn, 
The Raw Silks, Wines, and Fraits of this Kingdoms are the prime commodities of import ic now 


yidds, as alſo Olives, Raiſine, Figs, Almonds, 8c. which the Engliſh tecch from chem in greac 


abundance ; ſo that it is of late years obſerved, that the Planters of theſe Fr::::s, and their Wine 
Merchants have by our over-greedy putrchafing of theſe commodities, raiſed to themſclves fair 
eſtates. 

Two things I obſerved during my abode here, rhat are great lers and impediments to che 
Trade of this Nation, che one 1s the baniſhment of the 2Zoors char herein grcar numbers ;..ha- 
bied, who painfully and induſtriouſly manured their land, and by their labour and thritcy 
living raiſed co their Landlords and to themſelves good and great eſtates, the which now for 
many thouſand thouſand acres lies waſte and deſolate, whole Towns and Villages being depo- 
palate, and the Lords Caſtles , and Manners appearing ruined aud decayed, want th” »4ins of 
theſe poor people that gave their Lords and Zordſhips means of ſubſiſtency. The ſe. »nl is the 
reſidence of many Genoa Merchants amongſtthem, who are found in good numver co abide in 
every good City, eſpecially on the Sea-coafts, whoſe skill and acutcnels 'in Trade far ſurpaſſing 
the natural Spaniards or Portaugals, and 1 hoby means of their wealch and continual practice of 
the Exchanges arc t:und to devour that bread which the Inhabicants might otherwiſe be ſufh- 
ciently fed with 5 and by reaſon that the King of Spais is ever engaged co cheir Common- wealch 
for great and vaſt {amsar i@ereſt, he is their Debcour not only for cheir moneys, bur alſo for 
cher favour, which by many immunities throughout his Kingdom, he is found continually to 
requice them, and.amonegſt the reſt it is obſerved, that chere is no Genoa Merchant reſident 
in Spain'in any part, bur hatha particular Licenſe to exporc the Rials and Plate of this King- 
dom to a. certain round ſum yearly , which they ſeldom uſe really ro do, bur ſell the ſame to 
other Nations, chat are conſtrained to make their returns in Plate for want of other more bene- 
ficial commodities ; which for the certain profirit is found evct co yield in other Countreys, is 
often preferred before all che ocher commodities of this Kingdow. A third reaſon of hinder- 
ance I mighr add hereto, which is the current Coin wherein all commodities are ſold and bought 3 
tor in many parts of this Kingdom, being for the moſt part baſe and of Copper and Braſs, which 
toconvert into Rials and good wzonty 1s found to colt the change in ſome places 5, in ſome To, in 
lome 15, in ſome 20 per cent, which is the firſt penny. Thegreat Cuſtoms allo paid inmany parts 
of this Kingdom, is likewiſe a great ler and hinderer of Trading in genc1al z which whereſgever 
the ſam: is by the Soveralgn levied, will in a ſhorr time and inſenfibly devour and conſume a 
flourithins Traffick,, and enforce the ſuffering Merchant cither torally to give over, or bend 
his Trade where he thall find che burthen chereof lighter and more cafily ro be born agd endured. 
Now as for Commodities which ocher Nations arc found co bring unto chem, and of which chcy 
ſtand in n:ed of, partly to ſupply their own necellicies, and partly ro maintain their Weſf-1n- 
dia Traffice; as ts England brings them, greac ſtore of Newlandiſh fiſh, lriſh Salmon, Pilchards, 
Herrings, Lead, Tin, Calves skins, Baics, Saies, Serges, and other Engliſh manufaitures; and 
in return have only chence Wines, Fruit , Oils, tome Indico and Sugars, Ginger, and che 
like India Commodities. Eft Countrey furniſheth chem with Corn, Cordage, Mafts, Pitch, Tar, 
Rofin, Fir-boards, and ocher Timber, and only return thence the Commodities above named 
only ic 1s ever lawcul co him thc: ifings Corn ro carry out Rials of Plate in return thercof, 
France ſends them Corn, Linens, Paper, and ſome few perry manufaftnres , and returns thence 

Piate, 
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Plate, Wine, Frmits, and ſome [ndis Spices. Jtaly affords them ſome Manufatures of Silk,

they have had formerly here many immunitics and priviledges, and were accounted as halt 
Citizens, bur the civil wars of France, the inſolency of the inhabitants, and che great au- 
thority of their Court of Parliament, daily give new faſhions and new laws to the Engliſh 
Merchants here reſident. | | 

This City is the prime of Trade in this part of France, and is accounted the principal 
Northern Scale of Traftick in che French Dominions ; tor from hence are exported great quan” 
tity,as I ſaid before,of Backrams,Canvas,fine and coarſe, playing Cards, Box Combs, Paper, Thred, 
Teaſles for Clothworker:, and tome Pluſtes, and other Stvffs latcly here made, and in fine all 
che prifcipal Commoditics of Normandy, Paris, and thoſe parts adjoyning to the River Seinz 
as for the Exchanges here uſcd, {ce Ligns in the Tract of Exchanges following, which gives 
Rules therero in Chapter 247 and Chapter 302, | 

The next divifion of this Kingdim is the Ifle of France, whicia 1s 11 the heart of the French

ARIS bejng the principal Cify oF France, and the ordinary refidence of the Kings, is Paris and 
eſteemed to be ten miles in congpaſs, through which the River of Sein doth gently run, *< Trade 

and ſo to Rowen, thence to rhe Neves or Haure de Grace, and thence to our Britiſh Ocean, thereof, 

Ic is not of great conſequence in matter of Trade, as neither affording Commodities to be ex- 

ported, nor yet venting ſtore of Camoudities imported, though an ignorant French-man, 

which had not ſeen further then this City, call ir che greateſt in the world for the Trade found 

therein, and for the multitude of Merchants, which I imagine he underſtood Shop keepers ; 

ſome Cloth, Lead, Tin, Bales, and Stockings it venteth from England, Sattins, and other filk, 

and Pluſhes trom Italy, ſome ſmall wares from Germany, and that is all the moſt impor- 

cant. Ir is one of the three Ciries in France, where Exchanges have been placed, Rown and 

Lions being the other two, and though I have divers times been here, yet I could never find 

any remarkable obſervations in Trade, which indeed is no where in France much practiſed, 

becauſe of the baic eſteem the French Nation do hold of Merchants and Merchandiſing, every 

Cobler honouring his old ſhooes with the cirle of ſa Merchandiſe, with as great confidence as 


he chat never handled any Commodity but Silks or Jewels, in which foolith humour I will 
kave them)” and come to my purpoſe. 


Parts giving rule in matter of Cojn to all other Cities of France, I have purpoſely referred ic 
here, to avoid the reiteration in any other City of this Kingdom.

IONS hath ever been accounted a famous Mart Town, and doubtleſs before Navi- 
gation had its perfeRion, a City of great Trade and Commerce 3 but for as much as all 
inland Towns muſt ſubmit in'this point to Xaritime Cities, by reaſon of the commodioulnels of 
the Sea, which is the greaceſt fartherer of all Traffick, ſo maſt this Town now give place to many 
others that exceed her in the point of Traffick. : 
Their Mart for Trade here ſctled. was formerly holden in Geneva, and by Lewis the 


Ligns formerly Eleventh removed hither, for the enriching of his own Kingdom z and when Pope Fulims the 
ig Geneve. 


Setond had excommunicated Lew the Twelfth, he commanded by his Apoſtolical authority 
that the ſame ſhould be again removed to Geneva; but his Hollneſs hexein was not obeyed ; for 
Trade muſt not be conſtrained, but entreated, though by Popes which would command all chings;

Alſo great quantity of Wools for Clothing, bought up in May, Fune and July, by Mi- 
landie, Genoeſe, Piedmontozs and Montpelerians, which commonly bears 14 in 16 che 100 foul, 
and being waſhed and cleanſed, rhere 1s loſt in the cleanſing and clearing ſometimes the one 
half thereof. 

Allo great quantity of Scarlet grain, and powder. of gyain, gathered in the Heaths and 
Fields by poor people, and brought by chem to the Lords of their Territories, from the month 
of May, to the monch of Auguſt, and is worth green about 5 in 6 /. tar. per /, bur being dried 
diminiſhech ar leaſt ; chereof.

. thereof, Italy, Flanders and England ; it is commodiouſly fitnated on the Mediterranean Sea, enjoys 


ing an excellent Haven, and a reaſonable road for ſhipping of all ſorts ; it wanteth to make 
it perfe a courle for Exchanges, which here is ſupplied by the current of Lions, and governed 
only thereby, to which place each fair ſome partidoeg are made, not by the rules of other 
places, but by cherule of intercſt from che dare of the Bill, to the time of the next ſucceed.

It vents from England ſome Baies, (lothes, Lead and Tin, Pilchers, Herring, whice and red, 
and yearly about 2000.in 3000 tuns of Newland-fiſh which the Engliſh bring thither, and 
they alſo ſupply it with Aſ#ſcovia commodities, as African hides, above ten thouſand pair 
yearly, T allow 2000 Ouintals, Wax 1000 Quintals, befides other commodities of England, ag

ſave ſome Oils, Wines, oli, Almonds, and Yerdigreece, and all ethers are hither imported 
from other Countreys, as ſuch as eAlexandria, Aleppo, Acria, Conſtantinople , Naples, Le- 


' gorn, or the coaſts of Spain do yield 3 the main ſupport of cheir Trade is the plenty of 


Spaniſh Rials, and the licence here for exportation, which is the only means whereby the 
Trade of Tarkie is preſerved to them z for from hence T have ſeen 100 thouſand Rials of Z. ſhipt 
publickly upon a ſmall Veſſel of 160 tuns for Scanderene, which hath been thence recurned 
in rich Silks, drugs and Spicer. But of late days, theig ſucceſs in Trade hath proved ſo'bad, 
and their loſſes by Pirats fo great and ſo many, that the rown and Aferchants have loſt much 
of their former ſplendor and fame, their great VeſſeRare now become ſmall Barks, and the 
great Merchants of Liens, Paris, Limoges, Towres, and other parts of France, who had here 
their faF@ors for to continue this Trade, have recalled them after the ſuſtentation of great loſſes 
the payment of great ſums) for the maintenance of cheir Ambaſſadour in Conſtantinople; and 
eſpecially the late inhanſement of their moneys, which is the ruine and overthrow of all cow- 
merce whatſoever, 

In this place I refided for ſome years, and therefore will note briefly what I obſcrved needful 
ro my preſent ſubject. | | | 

The moneys current, and the accounts kept accord in all particulars with Parz, ſometimes 
alteration is found in Coins by means of the great Trade, and that becauſe both /talian and

ticularly injurious to the Engliſh Subje& and Merchant, and tending to draw the whole 


Trade of the Levant Seas to the City of Venice only, to the general prejudice of the 
ſhipping of His Majeſty of England crafficking in thoſe Seas, which I conclude under: 


five points. 


r. Firſt, they have conſidered the late great Exportation of (urrans out of Zant and 
Zeffalonia (two Iſlauds of their Signy) into England, and that the principal Trade of the 
Engliſh into their Signory is only for chis Frait, therefore they have of late levied an 
Impoſition of ten Ducates upon every thouſand of Currans bought and ſhipped from the 
ſaid Iſlands, and of later times have alſo inforced che payment of the faid [mpoſt ar Ve. 
nice, which formerly and at firſt was free, and have diſcharged their own SubjeRts thereof, to 
the ſpecial damage and prejudice of the Engliſh. : 


2, Secondly, they have to burthen the Trade of the Engliſh thither, or rather (ceing all | 


the Trade of that fruit wholly ſought out and coveted by the Engliſh, ro which end they 
uſe to vent in thoſe Iſlands ſome tew Engliſh Commodities 3 they have II ſay of Hare, but- 
chened the native Commodities of England: brought' into choſe flands with new Impoſts, as 
levying upon an Engliſh Cloth 7 Ducates, upon Ioo weight of Tin 2 Dxcatef, and npona 
Kerſey 2 Ducates, and o upon all other Engliſh Commodities, thereby to inforce all Comme 
dities of England to be brought intoethe 'Ciry of Venice, and though ſomerimes Engliſh 
Merchants find it neceſſary in thoſe Scas to transfer ſome Engliſh goods our of one Engliſh 
veſſel into another, and yer nor land the ſame, when as Ships do happen to meet togerher 


| and to be bound for ſeveral Ports, yer the ſame is not permitted them unleſs chey pay the 


ſaid Impoſt abovementioned, as if the ſaid goods were there really landed and ſold, contrary 
co the common Cuſtim of the Mediterranean Scay, 

3. Thirdly, they have prohibited , that any Turkey Commodities ſhould be landed there 
our of Engliſh ſhipping, or any other Commodities that are afterward to be fhipped for the 


. Kingdom of England, which for the conyeniency. of Engliſh ſhipping, the Engliſh Aferchant 


rrading into thoſe Seas have often occaſion of : bur they do compel che Engliſh firſt ta feud 
ſuch goods and wares to the City of Venice, purpoſcly.chere to pay the duty of C-/Poin-and 
the duty of (ottimo, before they will ſuffer them to ſhip the ſame for England. 

4. They have made an AR for the imployment of their own ſhipping.and Mariners,and 
for the reſtraint of all foreiners, that no Commodities of the parts of Turkey may be bronghe 
into any the Signiry of the State of Venice, but only in Fenetian (ſhipping 3 whercin they 
have been found to have been ſo ſtri& and ſevere, that if any Engliſh Ships happen to be 
fraighted either by their own Subje&s, or by the Merchants of any other Nation when any 
of their own {ſhipping are in Port or happen co come into the Port, or within the ſpaco 
of twenty days after, upon qþe firming of a bare Proteſt againſt che ſaid Ship ſo fraighted, 
they have no law nor remedy lefc them in law to recover any fraighe money, due for the 
ſaid goods ſo laden by them. | 

5. Fiithly, they wil! or permit not ſuffer any Engliſh Ship to relade at Fenice, except they 
come firſt tally laden 11cher, neither will they faſfer freedom of Trade from Yenice to any 
parts of the Levar; Fx the Engliſh Nation, neither in their own nor yer 11 che ſhipping be- 
longing to the Y-netiane, bur do ſtraightly prohibir and forbid ir, as alſo they do prohibic the 
bringing of {ome particular Commodities by any wha:ſoever, themſelves and their SubjeQsonly 
excepred, . - 

6, To theſe I might add ſome others, but I will conclude it with this laſt point of 
flight and fallacioas ſitlety ſome years vaſt, when as the Signory of Venice had here a per- 
miſſion from His Majefly of England to contract with divers Merchants for theit 


 Shups to ſerve againſt che Spaniards 1n the Gulf of Venice 3 when the ſaid ſervice was per- 


formed, and thar they came to receive rheir contracted paymentz they raiicd thetr moneys

_ Havir,” by theſe few particulars given che ingenious Reader a taſte of theſe preſent poli- 
cies enacicd. by rhis State of late for the {umportation of their decaying Trade, and alſo given 
a touch of the ſubtleries uſed by: them to preſervechar little that is-yer remaining, and their 
endeavours to augment the ſame, I will now in a word view the ſtare of the preſent Traffck

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Ic is not co bequeſtiongd, but chat this Ciry hath in all Ages afforded many eminent Mer - LY reſene 
chants , and hath not been aſhamed to make AMerchandizing a proWand ſupportation to |. well 
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heir Nobility , which amongſt them is intituled Clari/imi, ſo chatthis their School of Com- Tres, © 


merct hath afforded ſuch apt Scholars, and which haveſo notably proficed therein , that they 
have with as much honor worn the Gown, as valiantly handled the Sword ; and he that ſhall 
heedfully peruſe their Hiſtories, (hall findwhac not a few of chem, have wich. general appro- 
bation both of their SabjeAs and Neighbours, ſtruck the principal ſtroke in the ggvernmenc ot 
that Dukedows. The fic ſituation of their City , the large extent of cheir maricime coaſts 5 the 
common *aptneſs and addiCtion of the Citizens, have much furthered the great Traffick, of the 
ame ; whatit hach been in times paſt, when cheir Porency and Opulency was at the higheſt,and 
when they ſet out and gave imployment both in war and peace to 300 failof Gallies, beſides 
all other ſort of veſſels ; I refer to their own Hiſtories. Their then rich trade to egypt for the 
Commodities of India, Arabia, and to Conſtantinople and Aleppo fer the Commodities of Grecia, 
Armenia and Perſia, to Germany, France, Flanders and England, for the Commudities 
of thoſe Countreys, muſt needs make this City famous for the Traffick thereof 5 but 
their covetous appetite, that could n: t be farisfied with this fame, and che great wealth 
echin particular drew thereby, envied to themſelves thar honour, whichall other Ciries of the 
World was conſtrained to give them for their great cufums impoſed, joined with the accidents 
of char age and time,brought them to the preſent ſtate of traffick wherein now they are found 
to be, which is at preſent comprehended within a narrow ſcancling, forcheir trade to App: 
vaniſhed, and ſeen only 1n the relicks thereof, for though in Alexandriaand Cairo they main- 
rin Conſuls, ſerving in outward appearance for the proreQion of cheir Merchants , yer indeed 
they ſerve to lictle purpoſe, as haviug loſt the former famous trade of Alexandria and .Cairo in 
Sidon, Acria, Smyrna, and other placesof T wrkie 3 they have their Conſuls, asalſo their Agent 
in Conſtantinople and Conſul in Aleppo, which now are the principal who give life to their deſigns, 
23 indeed the places where their trade is of greateſt eminency, yer it is not ſo great but may be fa- 
thomed within a ſmall line and as many things have notably ccncurred in the loſs of their former 
traffick, abroad and in other Kingdoms (as the diſcovery of India by the Portagal, the ſubverſion of 
the Greek, Empire by the Turks, and the favourable countenance of ſome of the late Kings of 
England to their own Subjects, tor their incouragement 1n trade, and their general inclination 
* thereto) ſo they in themſelves have been chiefly wanting to themſelves, and have ſuffered a loſs 
co fall inſenfibly upon them ; that hach been the greateſt ruine of their traffick , compriſed 
withinthe myſtery of theſe their new Impeſts, and the decay of the Shipping and Navigators, 
which that Prince muſt ever carefally avoid chart would have his Countrey and SubjeRs thrive 
thereby ; and having now loſt all their trade to all other places (the Dominions of the great Turk 
only excepted) cher Ships and Gallics are decayed, and cheir Mariners fled from them » ſome 
ſparks are ſecn yer toremain z bur the great fire of their mighty traffick being extinguiſhed, it will 
not bencedful for me to rake the aſhes, and obſerve further that lirtle coal that is yerreſting un- 
conſumed amongſt them. ,

He Dakedoms of Fiorence containerh the greater part of T#ſcany, and now may be (aid to Florence and 
be comprehended under the Signorie of the Great Duke, with the Republick of Piſa and the Provinces 
Sienna, the principal marine Port whereof is Legorn, which may be accounted the beſt and one *Þ**cob 


of the greateſt Towns of trade in all the Mediterranean Seas, not only thus continued and pre= 
ſerved by the induſtry of che Inhabitants alone, bur of other Nations, which by reaſon of the 
great immunities and priviledges of this place, and the freedom given to Scrangers and CMer- 
chants, and principally becauſe all ſorts of Merchandize may be herelanded free of all Ce- 
toms, Daties, and Impoſts, this Scale is grown to chat heizht, that it is famous throughour” 711 
me Mediterranean and Ocean Seas. 

In this Republick I find only four Citics of conſequence that challenge in matter of Com- 
merce my oblervation, which 1s, Florence ic ſelf the principal City of cl11s Dukedom z next S1- 
enna, then Piſa, and laſtly the above-mentioned Town of Leporn.

The 8ſtate of the Great Duke of Tuſcany, and the Trade thereof. 


Coſmi the Second, was the firſt Duke of Florence that had the Title of Great Duke of Typ. | 
cany conferred upon him, being crowned in the Court of Rome, with char Ticle given to him 
and his heirs for ever, by Pope Pim che fitth, in the year 1579. Since which che Great Duke 
Succeflors have deſired of ſucceeding Popes the Title of King, bur ic hath been always obſty- 
Red by the Kings of Spain , whb would indure no Kingin /taly but himfelf, and refuſed by 
the Pope as too Lordly a Title. 

, This Duke and his Predeceſſors have ever been found co be great lovers of Merchants and 
| Merchandizing, knowing that his Predeceflors raiſed chemſelves by Traffick co the greatneſhe 
now doth hold. ; 

His Territories are ſeparated onthe Eaſt, from the Lands of the Church by the River Pjſ, 
on the Weſt from the Common-wealth of Genoa by the River acra; on the North from 24. 
mandiola, and Marce Anconitano by the Appenine Hillsz are bounded on the South by che Typ. 
rhenian Sca, being about 260 miles n lengrh,and in ſome places as much in breadth. The Coun: 
crey berween Florence and Legorn (being abour fifty miles) 1s full of ſpacious fields, and fruit 
ful Valleys, here and therea pleaſant Monntain equalizing chem for ferriliry, abundantly fur 
niſhed with all ſorts of delicious Wines, and beaurified with many delicate Citiesand Towns and 
in a word, plentifully ſtored with all the benediRions of Nature : The Inhabicanrs profeſs the 
Roman Catholick Religion, and are governed by the Civil Law. The Grear Dukes : Domini 
ons may be ficly divided into four parts, viz. The Cities and Terricories ; firſt of Floreae, 
2, Piſa, 3. Sienna, and 4. and laſtly, the Iſlands fituated in the Tyrrhenian Sea. 

The Eftace of Florence raketh up the North part of the grear Dukes Dominions , being 
bounded on the South by the Territories of Piſe and Sienna , and on the North with che 4yp. 
nine Hills, fo called from Florence, the principal City for beaury and Trade within this Ter 
ritory. Nicholas Machiavel (that unhappy man) was once Secretary to the Duke of Florence; 
who bur for publiſhing that which was frequently praiſed by Princes, hach incailed an odium 
upon his name (for ought any knows) to all Poſteriry. Bur ro our buſineſs next to be handled, 
which 1s che deſcription and Trade of Florence.

Florence, and He City of Florence js ſeated near the confluence of the two Rivers, Hrne and Chian, and

formance, hath been obſerved to have ſatisfied chem in blanco, in lieu of being paid in banco; but 
I refer this to them thar are conſtrained to ſuffer, and draw to my obſervarions,being ſuch as I have 
eathereq upon this City.

Ow having run through the principal places of Traffick in Italy, in the particular , ler us The trade in 
note awordor twoin the general concerning not only the Traders, bur alſo Navigation 8%eral - 1: 
which is ſe in many . places ro be means whereby Trade it ſelf is preſerved and per- CI 
formed. 
In Jtalychen not only the Gentlemen, but even the Princes engicled do profeſs themſelves 10 
be Mirchants, withour any indignity to their quality or place, which many of our Countrey 
Gentiles and Nobles (wich leave may I ſpeak it) fooliſhly diſdain, and only permic recailing of 
Goods ro men of the inferiour ſort, and Shop-keepers, but retain yer the groſs ever in their own 
and ſervants hands, and by this courſe they are found not only to keep che Patrimonies deſcen- 
ded to them by thezr Anceſtors, bur alſo are daily found to encreaſe the ſame , while our Gen- 
tlemen prodigal in expence, and athamed to makehoneſt gain, and ex:rciſe an honeſt calling, p 
ofcentimes not only deſtroy their Families, bur ruine themſelves, and not ſeldom their Poſteri- 
tics. Amoneſt the Merchants of 1taly then, the Venetians are the chief , who in times paſt 
enjoyned every Ship thence departing in Trade to carry one of cheir Gentlemen or Clariſſimo who 
was allowed him his diet and paflagez bur this wiſdom of their Anceſtors is now laid aſide, and 
the charges thereof which is ſtill colleed, is in every ſuch Veſſel begged by ſome poor 
Clarifſimo or other, ſo that their Traffick and Navigation is thereby much decayed , and 
the Mariners and moſt expert of their Seamen imploycd in their ſhipping are for che moſt 
part Gree1ans. 
The Florentine is the next, the Dake whereof is here to be remembred, who is the moſt emi- 
nent Merchant, and here not ſeldom imploys his own and others Ships for Corn, Salt, or x 
other neceſſary Proviſions for his Dak:doxs and his own ſtore, . thereby incouraging his SubjeAs 
to trade and adventure abroad : two principal things are obſerved which do much enrich che 
Merchants of Italy, the firſt is their frequenc Exchanging, wherein they are the beſt verſed 
inthe World ; the other is the Trade of their Silks, wrought by the induſtry of the Silk-worm, 
which wrought into fabricks are chence diſperſed throughout Emrope» and ſome parts of Aſa, 
bur rhelc are fetched from them by otners, and not exported by themſelves, partly by che over 
great attc&tion rhar they have co cheir native homes;, and their little deſire chey have to 
cravel abroad, bur principally for want of good Ships of burchen, for excepting ſome few 
TR in V enttia, Naples, and Legorn, all the e Merchants of Italy cannot ſhew a Ship of 
ICO I ans, 
Naples isa large and rich Countrey, and Genoa rich, though of ficcle excenc, yet the greac 
number of Nobility in the former, and the great »ſury praRtiſed in the later, hach reduced 
them to a neglect of all Trade, what the boſom of their Country doth naturally vend char 
they craffick with, and theſe being in themſelves rich induce other Nations to. bring chem 
thoſe few things they want, for though Ttaly as it now ſtands, ceknowledgerth many Sove- - 
raigns, yet one Countrey ſupplying another, ſtands in need of lictle from Foreigners, fo | 
that jt may be ſaid, while they have peace they have plenty; fome Proviſions of Fiſh, Corn, 
and Clith, England doth furnith them, and in recurns have only their Silk fabricks , Oils, 
and ſome few orher Commodicies, ſo that putting aſide the Trade driven thicher by che Eng- 
liſh, as being of ercateſt conſequence, the Trade of the Spaniard, French, or Dutch , is bat 
{mall, and bur of lictle momenr amongſt them'; which in parcicular may be chus ſurveyed ; for 
Penice T havegiven you the anatomy of the Trade thereof, now in the wane, and almoſt ac the 
laſt breath, ſave where ir is preſerved by their new deviſed Edidts , and the nacural growing 
Lvurrans, and by their ſmall Trade to C onſtantinople, Cairo, and Aleppo by Sea, and to' Auſtria, 
Dalmatia, Iſtria, Italy, and into the upper Germany by land : the next part of this Trade of 
Italy is challenged by N-ples, which in it (elf affords rich Silks, Corn, Oil, and Wines, wich 
which they ſeem to be contented, for they cover not much ro traffick among themſelves, nor yer 
with others further than for cheir meat, and drink, and clothing, which to the poorer ſort is 
moſt wanting, 
The Papacy her ſhare in the Trade of Italy is not worth the nomination, no more n+ an- 
tua, Urbin, and thoſe other petty Signiories. The Tuſcans rightly demand a parc » and 1t ſhall 
be granced chem, both in their Florentine fabricks, and in their priviledged Town of Legorn, 
bur I may fear it will not laſt long for the Dukes growing both rich and coverous, and daily 
encroaching upon thoſe liberties, ar firſt liberally given toſtrangers Merchants 1n Legorn , and . 
who every day are ſcen to lay ſome new petty davies upon the goods there: as for Genoa, were 
they astruly wiſe for the good of their Common-wealth as they are found to be to themſelves, 
icy are of ability to do better, and to havethar Tyaderheir n:1ghbours now deprive them of.

1. Flanders, 2. Artois, 3. Heinalt, 4. Nemnrs, 5. Zutphen, 6. Holland, 7. Zeland ; and laft- 
ly, 5. Baronies, 1. Weſtfreizland, 2. Utrecht, 3. Overyſel , 4. Macklin, and 5. Groining, of 
all which briefly. | 

In the Datchy of Limburge , which I account the firſt Province , is Liege or Layck, as the 
principal City, whoſe Trade I mult refer to the better experienced in rbeſe Countreys, and the 
like forthe Ciry Limbarge ſeated onthe River Weſer. | 

In the Dutchy of Laxenburge, the chick Ciry being Laxenburge, ſeated on the River of Elxe, 
in this Countrey is the famous waters of Spqy, where many ſick men are found to drive a Qreat 
healchful but coſtly Ttaffick : here is alſo Sedan, che ſear of the Duke of Bulloin, but of ſmall 
Commerce. : 

In the Dutchy of Gelderland the chick City is Nimmegen, ſeated on the branch of the Rhine 
called the Whale, and doth much abound in Cartel, as aftording fir paſturage thereto, 

In the Datchy of Brabant, 1 find noted many principal Cities, as firſt Lovain, the ſecond 
Bruxels, the third is Bergen ap Zome, thefourch Maſtricht, the fifch Breda, in all which is 
found by the induſtry of the Tnhabicants a reaſonable traffick; but being ignorant in many ne- 
ceſſary particulars, T will alſo refer it to the more learned and berter experienced, | 

In the CMarguiſate is found eAntwerp, by which all the former Citiesarec governed in trade, 
which by reaſon of the greatneſs of the traffick 1n times paſt, was therein accounted the firſt and 
principal of the known World, wherein 1 ſhall obſerve according to my former method, theſe 
neceſſary particulars of traffick tollowing. .

Of Antwerp, and the Trade thereof. 


NTWERP is accounted the principal City of trade that is ſubje& to the Archduke in 
A all theſe parcs, and having had ' prerogative above all others in cimes paſt ; neither yet 
to this day, being ſo decayed, bur chat in many particulars it giverh rule co all or the meſt of 
che neighbouring Cicies round about, which conſidered to abbreviate my cask& , I chink it will 
not be improper that I comprehend the trade of all choſe Provinces that are under this Governy 
ment in this circuit corhis particular City. 

Antwerp then being ſeated upon che River of Sheld, which by cight Channels cut, runneth 
through this Ciry, is conceived to be eight milesin compaſs : ſome of theie channels being able 
ro hold roo great Ships, which made the ſame more commoclious for the tranſport and carriage 
of waxes to any part thereof, The former and ancient trade of this Cicy wasgreat and erhinent, 
and cccafioned, as ſome have obſerved, by three meaps, and had its decays alſo by three ocea- 
fions. Firſt, by reaſon of rwo free Marts holflen yearly, continuing five and forty days, du- 
ring which cime, no man either in his perſon or in his goods could be arreſted or moleſted for 
cicher debt orotherwiſe. Secondly, by reaſon that the King of Portag al having diſcovered che 
Eaft-Indiesin Anno1500, anddiverted the courſe of trade driven by che Venetians from Alex- 
andria, and the Red-Seato hisPort of Lz5bon, kept here his Fators, and ſent hither thoſe [ndian 
Commodities to {eek their vent , and thus firlt drew the Engliſh CMerchant 8 

| ruges 
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Bruges hitter to reſide. The chird was the Wars chat fell berweca the French and Charles 

the Fifth, which brought hither many Gentlemen from Villages and petty Towns for ſafet 

fake here to refde and build. Now as the cauſes of her rifing have been noted to berthree, G 

thecauſes of the loſs of char trade may be reduced allo to three. | 

Firſt, the Wars here, and in general in theſe Provinces between the Spaniards and the 
Dutch Nation, wherein this City, ſuffered pillaging, and indured the command of new Laws.

It 1s ſeated abouc three leagues from the Sea upon a fair 
and deep artificial channel, filled wich che waters of all che neighbouring and adjoyning 
freams and fountains , which chanels in this Countrey are very frequenc by reaſon of che 
level of the ground in general, which doth borch further the Traffick of the Cities and en- 
richeth the Inhabitants. 


There is in this Countrey accounted. four principal Sea-ports, which giveth entrance by 
Sea into this part of Flanders.

Water-rats, ſecn continually dabling in the water, of which clement, for the moſt part, 
their Countrey is ſubſiſtew, They are accounted berter for Northern deſigns and voyages, by 
reaſon of their Countreys cold firuation, than for Southern, yer their lace Trade ro the Eaſ# 
and Feſt Indies, and their good ſucceſſes there demonſtrate they can alſo accommodate theme 
ſelves to the hotter climates. 

Their trade is generally thraughout the world in imitation of their neighbours the Engliſh 
Nation, whoſe ſteps for many years they have followed, only in Tarkey they have bur ſmall 
trafficks by reaſon their Countrey wants thoſe commodities that are fic and proper for that Exz- 
Pire, ſuch as Clothes, Lead, Tin, the main Staple of the Engliſh trede thither, | 

As for their judgment in traffick it is ſingular, by reaſon their want of many necefſaries 
both for back and belly, intorcerl: them to pry necrer into Commerce than other -nations that 
live in a more fruirhal and fertile countrey : and the cafic rates thar Honey is to be found ar 
Intereſt, addeth ſame help to their inventions: they were few years paſt accounted of a 
heavy and duller temper ; bur the talians who in foreſceing widdom and providence, would 
be throughout the world accounred for Promethei, were by them made Epimethes, as wiſe 
atter the deed too late repenting. For when they came firſt ro ſertle cheir trade in Flanders, 
they rook young youths of char natioy to be their Caſticrs, and ro copy their tiers, whereby 

ety came to learn the fecrets of vheir trade, and afterwards to the /tzlians greac prejudice,

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cxerciſed ir themſelves, and nor contented therewith, as it were thus depriving them of the tyade 
ot Flanders, bur they followed them into 7taly, and here living as ſparingly as they, and dif 
perſing themſelves into ſundry Provinces , and principal Towns, have given a grear blow tg 
their grear zroffick, in Ttaly 3 and char which adds much to cheir knowledge and gain js, thar 
they cover ſtill ro buy all commodities ar the Weſl-head (as Merchants ſay) and where thar com- 
modity hath irs firſt original , and where the ſame is cheapeſt, and chen cranſport chem nor ſo 
much to their own homes, as elſewhere where the ſame is deareſt , and nor thaming to recall 
any commodiry by ſmall parts and parcels, which borh Engliſh Merchants and Ttalions dildain 

' to do in any Countrey whatſoever 3 by which means they are come now to that height, thar 
though by nature they want all chings, yer by induſtry and Merchandizing, they not only ſup- 
ply their own defeRts, but alſo many of their neighbours wants and necefficies , as I could in. 
Nance in ſundry particulars. Neither muſt I omit one caſtors here uſed, and not tound [ 
think elſewhere in the world, -that whilſt the Hwsband ſports idly ar home , their omen are 
ofc-times ſeen to be che 2ſerchants,and in ſome Provinces here (ail from Cuy ro City ,to compaſy 
their affairs abroad, as chey for the moſt part are found co manage ir ar home ; tor in their 
ſhops they ſell all, and rake account of all, and iris no reproach to the men co be never enquired 
afccr about theſe buſineſſes of ryade, who take moneys of their wives for dayly expence, and 
gladly ſo paſs their time over in idleneſs. Now foraſmuch as Brages hath been che City where 

in rimes paſt chis great craffik was cohabirant, it will nor be amiſs a little to look back upon it 
and thoſe rimes, and ſce the glory of it in its luſtre chen, and the decay thereot in its 
ruine now, | :

p_-10-rew ph theſe meering places to this day are called Burſes in many Countreys, which in London we know 


;n England is Þy the name of the Rojal Exchange, and of Britains Burſe. Fifteen Nations in che height of 
noweermed this trade, had each their ſeveral houſes or colledges here, namely, the Merchants of England, 
the Exchavge: Scotland, France, Caſtilia, Portngal, Arragon, Navar, Catalonia, Biſcaia, the Hans Cities of 
Germany, as Lubeck,, Haminrg, Roſtock, Dantzick, Riga, Revel, and divers others Cities, Then 
che Merchants of Venetia, Florence, Genoa, Lucca, Millan, and others. 
Now then, theſe Nations having by this means each here a reſidence , ſupplyed rhis City of 
Bruges with the particular Commodities of their Countreys, as firſt , the /ta/ians they broughr 
Camlets, Grograms, threal of Silk, Silver and Gold, and Clothes made thercot , allo Fenrls, 
Wines of Candia, eAllom, Bvimſtone, Oils, Spices and Drugs of all ſorts, which chey had by 
their trade of Egypt, India, Arabia and Grecla. 2. The French brought Salt, Vines, White and 
Red, Paper, Linens, and ſome Oils, The Engliſh Wooll, Lead, Tin, Beer, and ſome Woollen cloths, 
- for vails for women. uſed in thoſe days. 4. The Scots brought skins of Sheep , and Conies, and 
ſach like. 5. The Spanlards and Portwgals broughc Grain tor Scarlet Die, Gold, Silver, Ray 
Silk , ſome Drugges and Spices.” 6, TheGermans, Danes and Pollacks brought Honey, War, 
Corn, Salt-petre, Woolls, Glaſs, Fars, Quick-ſilver, Rheniſh Wines, Timber for building , and che 


like, And 7. Flanders yielded to theſe, Horſes, Cattel, Butter, Cheeſe, Herrings, and ocher Seq- | 


fih, Weooken and Linen Cloths, Tapeſtry of great beauty and variety, excellent PiQures, and 
other Manuf .:Arres. And by this great concourſe of Nations, Flanders gave the name ro all the 
Netherlands.To increaſe yet this trade, Bruges in Anno 1414. got a priviledgezthat they who were 
free of chat City by gift, buying, birth, or marriage , thould be free from all confiſcation of 
ther Goods, which exceedech the priviledges of any other City in the Netherlands : for thoſe 
of Ypre having the like, yer loſe irupon = force offered ro the Prince. This trade chus conti- 
nued till che year 1485. when as it began to decay, partly by -che narrowneſs and unſafet 

che Port of S/nce, and che River leading from thence to Brages ; and partly by the fame 4 
large and commodious River Sceldis at Antwerp, and partly by the £ivil Wars then afoot in thus 
Countrey : Firſt chen the Pirtwgal having taken Calicut in the Eaſf-Indies, carried the Spicer 
of India to the Fairs of Antwerpin Anno103- and contracting with thar City, drew the Fag- 
gers and Welf ars, two potent German families of Merchants thicher. After which the Mer- 
chants of Florence, Lucca, and the Spinolas of Genoa ſeated themſelves there, as alſo the Mere 
chant Adventurers ot England in Anno 1516. and many of orher Nations were invired chicher 
by the priviledge of marriage dowries, which became ſhadows ro many trauds: for when hut 
bands either brake in their life cime, or be found Bankrwpt in death}, the wives are: preferred 
to all debters inthe recovery of their dowry. And thus far he ſheweth the riſing and falling 
of rhe trade if Bruges, and how it came to be remove@$and {erled in Antwerp 3 and how fine 
alſo it hath been loſt and departed thence, I have ſhewed in another place ; and this 1s 48

family Burſa, bearing three Purſes for their Arms, ingraven upon their houſes, trom whence 
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much as Thave thought good to inferr of che trade in general of Netherland, concluding , that 
though the Countrey be of ſmall extent, and be barren of rich commodirics cicher to preſerve 
or maintain a trade, yer the induſtry of che Inhabicants hath made chem potent, wealthy, and 
great Merchants, and now ar this day they traffick to all parts of the habitable world, with che 
commodiries of ocher Countreys, which by their endeavours and pains rey make and purchaſe 
co beas if naturally and really the ſame were their own: 

Now for the general trade of Flanders, fo far forth as it is in obedience to the Archdake , or 
more properly to the Kings of Spain, it mult be granted, thar icholds nor any <qualiry at this 
day with thar part in ſubjection to the States. Antwerp as the principal Ciry of which the 
Fitmings did, and might juſtly boaſt, is now, as theh the chiefeſt ; bur che former ſplendor 
isnow and long ago loſt:for it had the preheminence,and was one of he chief Cities of traffick in 
theWorld ; bur is now only the chief of this juriſd:Rion. Whar it could formerly herein chal- 
lenge, it hath now loft : forif the trade thereof be well obſerved, icwill be diſcerned, it looks 
not ſo high by many millionsas ic then did, the Merchants the Inhabitants partake of one of the 
qualicies of the Spaniard Merchant, which they have fince their reduRion ro that Srepter, 
learned thence, and this is neveror very ſeldom to traffick or adventure their eſtates into any 
other Princes dominions, but where cheir Lord 1s S overaign, Which rule found here, as in all 
Spainfor the moſt parc crne, and granted, irmuſt be contefſed their trade cannor poſſibly be of 
any great conſequence 2 for ſuch 1s the nature of a free and uncontrouled Commerce, that no 
Countrey or Nation how remote or diſtant ſoever, can give limit or bound therero. Where- 
upon it may be inferred, and as by proof at this day it is found obſervable, their general eraffick 
is (mall, and conſiſtech more by a laborious induſtry of the Inhabitants ar home, chan by their 
great adventures by Sea abroad, their greateſt Navigations extending but to Spain, and in 
ſome ſecond adventares thence to India, and that for no great matter, and otherwiſe the 
trouble not, neither the Eaſt nor Weſt, neither the North nor the Seuth parts of the World, no 
nor hardly as far a5 into France, England, or into Netherlands, the ncarcſt neighbours (when ar 


— 


amity) for 2ny great rnatter of moment. 
The principal means whereby their ſmall traffck is now maintained to them, is by their 
ſeveral forrsof cunning and artificial Fabricks and Aanufafnres, which every Town of any 
note is notable for, ſuch as axe Hangings of Arras, Tapeſtry, ſome ſorts of Stuffs of Silk, and 
of Woollen and Linen, and in exchanges to purchaſe which, the Eogliſh, French , and othier 
the neighbouring Nations bring them ypoollen Clothes, Wines, and ſome other needfal proviſions 
which they want to ſupply their occaſions, and the neceſſities of thoſe Armies as are for the moſt 
art ſeen to be fed, maintained and clothed in this Countrey. Dunkirk their only and beſt 
pong affords ſome ſhipping, but ſo poorly ſer on work by way of Merchandizing , thac 
they find their beſt traffick ro conſiſt of thievery and boothalling agaiuſt both cheir friends, and 
their Enemies the Netherlanders, which yer they are fo far unable really to ſer our ro 
any competency of ſtrength, chat the Jeſwites and other the devouter Orders of Friers, are of- 
rentimes induced to ſet their helping hand therero, this way ofcentimes ſpending in uncharitable | 
aRions and blood-ſhed, the charitable alms of che poor and deluded multitude : and how well 
this trade hath thrivcn with theſe irreligious Eccleſraſtical Orders, their grear lace loſſes by their 
reports ſufficiently witneſs to the world. | 
So leaving the Antwerpians to endeavour the regaining of their loſt traffick, and the Dunkirk 
' Free-booters, and their holy partners to the recovery of their late damage by ſome more honeſt 
Commerce, 1 will here leave Flanders, and hence travel further into this continent, and ſurvey 
the particular grade of the fam Empire of Germany,

The ſecond ſort are called /mperial (ities, and accounted free im reſpe& of their great pt. 
rogatives, as in coming of Moneys, and knowing no Lord, bur ruled by the Imperial Laws » for 
which they acknowledge and pay a contribution yearly co the Emperor, whom they account their 
Proteftor, and theſe are found to be abour ſixty in number, | 

The third are ſuch as arc held by inheritance by ſome Princes as is Heidelberg Viennazand other 
of whichare accounced in this Empire incirca ( ) and may be called Principalities. Ther 
is alſo found in this Empire conducing to traffick,, (beſides the leſſer) four great navigable River 
that inrich theſe Hans-towns, Imperials, and Principalities, communicating the commodities of 
one City to another, and at laſt to the Sea-ports, where the ſame is laſt of all vented into foreign 
Kingdoms. 

The prime whereof is Dansbizzs, which in running 1500 miles, doth receive above 60 navi. 
gable Rivers, and diſgorgerh ic ſelf into the Exxine or Black-Sea. 

The ſeconds the Rhyne, running 800 miles through Germany and Belgia, difgorgeth it {elf 
into the German Ocean , taking in eAlbs, which 1s accounted navigable for 400 miles, (and 
ſome others) and ische third River of this Countrey. 

The fourth is Odera, running 300 miles in length , ifſuech out in the Baltich Sea, be. 
ſides which there is many other note, as ppeſer, Emſe, and others in themſelves fqyng

before heir :rival this Town was ſo poor, thar they ſold the priviledge of coining of moneys, 
and ſome ocher ſuch rights to Hamburg,” by whoſe company they grew rich, nor without the 
envy and impoveriſhmenc of the Hamburgers, who often attempted, though in vain, by Nx 
val forces co forbid the arrival of the Engliſh at Stoade, whom as they had grieved, having 
their ſeat with them, as well by exaRtions as prohibiting them the free exerciſe of cheir reli- 
gion: ſo chen having ſeen and ſmarced for their errour, they never lefr, will party by fair 
means, and partly by threats, they laboured their return, which afterward was performed, 
and where to this day it is found they hold their principal reſidence and Court. The preſent 
trade of Stoade is bur ſmall, depending much upon the priviledge that they have in pre-emprion 
and choice of all che Rheniſh Wines paſſing by their City.

H7 MRURG us a free City of the Empire, and one of them which enjoy the priviledg famiwre, and 
of a Hans-town, and for the building and populouſneſs much to be praiſed : the Senate- the Trade 
hiwſe isa beauriful Fabrick, and the Exchange, where Aerchants do meet together, is like- hereof 
wiſe a pleaſant place. The haven is guarded and ſhut up with an [ron Chain, the City it ſelf 
compaſſed with a deep dirch, and on the Eaſt and North fides with a double ditch and wall. 
Water is conveyed into the ſame from a hill diſtant ſome miles off 3 1t 1s ſeated on a large plain,

4 to divers Cities that are Imperial, and to ſundry free Princes that are comprehended 
wichin this Empire, it will prove an impoſſible labour to my confeſſed 1gnorance, in particular 
to ſer-down all the coyns found current therein, beſides which the ſundry accidents of war, 
neceſſicies, Trade, orthe like, inforceth an uncertainty in all certain rules and EdiQs pub- 
liſhed and agreed upon for an uniform value to be conveyed 4in all moneys ſtamped for 
current, through all chis Expprire; yer becauſe I would nor omit what T have in this point 
eathered, I will here inſerc the ſame, and leave the rruch co tryal and experience : And before 
I encer upon his particular of Coins, it will not be amiſs to ſee in what nature accounts are kept 
1n this countrev, ; |

Neither can Tattribure much commenda- 

tions to che German Mariner, for thoſe Seas in good part, and the Baltick Sea alcogether, are 

found free of pirares and piracies,whichis rhe chief reaſon why cheir Ships are found in the ge- 

neral co be ſo 1]|armed,either defenfave or offenſive,and in one thingthey concur with the Datch, . 

to the ſhame of the Chriſtians profeſſion, that there is never found any Prayers uſed aboard 

cheir Ships, neither morning or evening, contrary to the laudable cuſtom and godly exerciſe 

of our Engliſh Mariners, who conſtantly uſe Prayer and Pſalms, at leaſt four times in four 

and cwenty hours, which is at the ſetting of che four quarterly watches of the day and night. 

Theſe Maricime Cities arefor the moſt part cicher Hanſ-towns or free Cities , becauſe they en- 

joyed of old in all neighbowr Kingdoms, great priviledges of buying any Commodities, as well of 

Scrangers as Citizens, and of ſelling their own co either ar pleaſure, and to bring in of carry our 

all Commodities by their own Ships, with like immunities equal to Cirizens in all che ſaid Do- 

minions, and no leſs prejudicial ro others, than advantageous to themſelves ; and in Londow 

they were wont to dwell rogether inthe houſe called'the Stil/-yard, and there enjoyed rheſe 

and many other priviledges, which now for many years have lyen dead ; partly by reaſon.of the 

Engliſh found notthele, or che like priviledges in theſe free Hanſ-towns ; and partly, by reaſon 

they have found it more commodious to make nſe of cheir own ſhipping , as in theſe days is is 

found they do. | 

Notwithſtanding all chis, yer it 15 obſerved that the Germans in general apply themſelves very 
nduſtriouſly to all Traffick by land, bur the free #ities on the Sea-coaſts do bur coldly exer- 
ciſe ir by Sea 3 Bcer being found to be ſpent and exported amongſt themſelves in an incredible 
meaſure and quantity, with an extraordinary gain, and therefore noted for one of the prime 
commodities of this Empire, bringing profic not only to private men, bur alſo to Princes and to 
free States, there being no CMerchandize in the world thac more eafily finds a buyer in Ger- 
many, than this: for other Commodities, it is obſervable chat Germany ſends into Italy. Linens, 
Corn and Wax itſends into England Bords, Iron, Diaper, Rheniſh Wines, and Norgnlerg wares) 
which can hardly be called commodities ; into Spain they ſend Linens, Wger, Braſs, Copper, Cord- 
age, Maſts, Gun-pogder: and this is their principal Exportation. Now for cheir Imporcati- 
ons, /taly returns ch-m Silks of all kinds; England Lead, Tin, and wooken Cloths; and Spain 
returns them Spaniſh wines, Fruits, Oils, Salt, ſome Wools, and ocher commodities, 

I formerly noted, that the Engliſh had their Staple at Embden, the (ount whereof uſed them 
well and courceouſly, bur wars growing berween England and Spain, the place grew danger- 
ous for them 2 for their Goods taken, and chemſelves made Priſoners, even in the mouth of 
the Harbour 5 whereupon they removed co Hamburg, where being oppreſied with new Impoſtti- 
ons, and being deniedthe exerciſe of cheir Religion, chey. removed alſo thence , and ſecled cheir 
Staple ar Stoad. 

Then alſo our Engliſh had their Staple ar Dantzick in Pruſen, for the Kingdom of Poland ; 
bur when che Daxtzickcrs under prerence of the Swevian war, exacted of them a Dollar tor each 
woollen cloth, and as much proportionally upon all other commodities ; and afterwards, though 
the war being ended, yet would remit nothing of the ſime;z and witha, forbad the Engliſh, 
by a law decreed, to live in Poland,the commodities whereof were only (old there, leſt they ſhould 

earn the Ianguage, and find out the myſtery of that traie and Conntrey : And laſtly, when as 
they exated as much weekly of an Engliſhman dwelling in their City, as they did of a Jew 
dwelling there amongſt them,the Engliſh thereupon made agreement wich che Senate of Melvin 
for 11 years, to pay them fix grofs tor each cloch brought ins and accordingly for all ocher 
goods, and to pay as much moe in the City of Kettle to che Dube of Pruſen , tor his giving 
them free paſſage ro Melvin; and fo by this means they (crled cheir Staple in Melvin: 
whereupon the Dantzickers being offended with the Cicens of Meiwin , and the Hamburgers 
toleſs wich thoſe of Stoad, procured all the free Cities by a publics writing to. our-law not 
only Melvin and Stoad for receiving the Engliſh to the common prejudice of che r:{t, bur alſo 
Coningsberg, the ſcar of the Dake of Pruſſen, and the free Ciry of Lubeck, tor tavouring the 
Engliſh 1n this their courſe, and for Nermitting them being ſtrangers , to fell _clicir goods 
to any” other than ihe Cirzzens of cach ſeveral Ciry. Buc how theſe dificrences came

And being now entred to ſpeak of the trade of Prufſen a German Province, but of late years 
annexed to the Crown of Poland, which of it ſelf is of great importance, it will not be amiſ 
ro inlarge my ſelf upon ſome particulars thereof, The Eygliſh then are found to bring thither 
great quantity of T in, Lead, and woollen cloths, and other commodities, and to bring thence 
hard and liquid Pitch, Hemp, Flax, Cables, Maſts tor Ships, Boards, and Timber for building, 
Linen-Cloth, Wax, Mineral Salt, which in Poland they dig out of pits like great Stones, and 
the fame being put to the fire, is made pure, and being black his colour is more durable, ang 
leſs ſubje& to giving again than our boyled Salt. Alſo they bring chence Pine Aſhes for making 
of Sope, commonly known to us by the name of Srpz-Aſhes, and (orn in great quancity, yer 
the Engliſh are found ſeldom to have need of their Curn for the ule of England, which many 
times of their own they tranſport to other Nations; bur they buy it as the free Cities ds, 
tranſport it to other Countreys, which the Low-conntrey zen do alſo buy as well for themſelyes, © 
as to ſerve Spain, and other Countreys therewith, ſo grear a quancity thereof 15 hence diſperſed 
into all parts of Europe, 

Amber is alſo brought from chence, bur not gathered neicher at Melvin nor Dantzich, i; 
ſome imagine, burton the Sea-ſide of Koningſperg, where, asI ſaid, the Duke of Pruſen hold; 
his Court, and ſo all along the coaſt of (\rland z where, howſoever ir lies in great quantity 
on the ſands of the Sea, it isas ſafe as if it were lockt up in Ware-houſes , fince it is deach for 
any to take up the leaſt piece thereof, and being only by che law accounted to be the proper com- 
modiry of the Dake, to whom the ſame appertainerth. And this being as much asTI have chought

tis, and ſo tothe Exxine. Abour fifty years paſt, it was eſteemed ren miles in circuit, and in 
its height of greatneſs then burned by the Tartars, wherein 80000 perſons were conſufned,and 
fince reduced to five miles compaſs, beautified wich 16 CNS, ſome of ſtones, ſome of tim. 
ber and earth, and with the Palace of thegreat Duke ſituated in the very heart thereof, enriched 
with the branches of rwo Rivers for uſe and ornament, which water two ſtrong Forts that de- 
fend the place. At the Abby of S. Nicholas the Patron of this Countrey upon the River of 


Dania, or Obby, the Engliſh Merchants uſeto land, and thence diſperſe themſelves to Smalm- 


sko, Novograde , hither and into all the other parts of this vaſt Empire, amongſt whom they 
find kind entertainment, and by the favour of che Prince, have larger immunitiesgranted unto 
them than to any other Nation, their craffiquing artrivuted to the newer dying fame of Queen Eli 
zabeth, in whoſe days'the trade was here firſt ſerled 3 and to the plauſible behaviour of the Engiiſ 
Merchants in general. : |

Of the Trade HE excellent commodity of the great Rivers that in all places of this large Empire ae 
in general of found to water and enrich this Countrey, ſhould much incire this Nation to the trade of 
Moſcovk.a, eMerchandize ; bur it is ofcen found, that where Nature is moſt liberal in her farcherances, the 
Inhabirants prove moſt backward 1n their endeavours ; the natural coldneſs of the climate inclo. 
ſing the people into their warm Stoves,, and the neighbourhood of the Tartars (who in ſome 


reſpe& reſembling dogs, neither ſuffering the Mſcovians to traffick, nor yer rraffick them. 


ſelves) by their continual harrying of the Countrey, and the often incurſions and wars of the 
Swedens, may in ſome ſort ſerve them for a reaſonable excuſe; yer it is found that theſe wary 
prove main helps ſomerimes co their traffick, eſpecially in Furs, for their bodies thereby inured tg 
cold and hardneſs, make the paſtime of huncing a profitable exerciſe in the worſt ſeaſon of the 
year, the reſt of their Merchandiſe come to them very near in the ſame kind : for it wholly de. 
pendeth, upen Mannfattares and labour for the cordgge, Linens and Yarn they have from the 
carth, as their Hides, T allow, and Wax upon their ſame s the Caviare and Train Oil, and ſome 
other ſuch by Fiſking,ſo char it may be luppoſed they are more addiRted to husbandry and fiſhing, 
than to Merchandifing. The Engliſh abour the year of 1575 firſt diſcovered the Trade,and found 
here good entertainment, and great priviſedges from the chen reigning Prince, and the firſt 
diſcovercrs were in Londen incorporated into a Society of Merchants by the name of che Moſcovia 
Company, by grant of Quen Elizabeth ; which company hath ſince been ſubje& ro ſome alte- 
rations and contingencies 1n their Trade, by reaſon of cerrain croſs accidents happening therein;

Merchants goods, 
and by reaſon of an unreaſonable fraight by them taken, they ſtand to the hazards and. ad- 
ventures thereof, which they did to their coſt in Anno 1619, my {elf being in Naples when 
as the Duke d' Oſſuna then Vice-King, took two of theſe their pally groſſes laden wich a rich 
booty, as was reported to the import of 300000 Cro. which the fate of Venice were enforced 
to make good principally ro Merchants Twrks of Conſtantinople, to whom rhe greateſt part 
thereof did ar that time appertain, and who are found ar this day to be the greateſt traders 
this way. The next town is Scodra, famous for the reſiſtance it made againſt the T»rks, and 
laſt, Zifſa, famous here for the Seplchre of Scanderbeg, whoſe bones were digged up, and 
worn by the Twrks ar the taking of chis Ciry, as conceiving them to be of excellenc vertue to 


make them partake of hisgood forrunes : This Province being now divided between the Fene-

E Modon, Coron, and Petrasy the three prime Cities of Aforea, I have already handled, 


now there reſts a word of the trade of chis ancient and famous Ciry of Salonica, anci. 


ently called Theſſalonica z to the Inhabicants whereof Saint Pax! writ one of his Epiſtles : j, 


is yet a rich and large City, and the reſidence of the Sanglac of Macedonia under the Grang © 


Signiour. The preſent Inhabicancs are Greeks, Turks, and principally Fews 3 who are here found 
ro be very richand eminent Merchants, 80 Synagogues of chem being accounted to be in rhis 
Town employing themſelves in ſeveral Arrs and Merchandizing, Iris ſeated in the botrom of 
a Gulph called by che Cities name ; and by the demur that happened in the Engliſh crade tg 
T urkie ſome years paſt, cheſe Fews and Inhabicants , and ſome CAfoors baniſhed our of Spgjy, 
have here ſet up ſome Looms, and. made Cloth, in imitation of our Engliſh Suffolk Clothes, 
which hath proved a great detriment tothe ſale of Hampſhire Kerfies z once vended in prez; 
quantity generally chroughour Twrkje, and eſpecially in cheſe parts; beſides which forc of Cloth 
now here made and hence taking name, the place affordech che general commodities of the 
Morea, as Powder of Berry Orgrame for Dyers, Woolls, Cottons, Wax, Hony, Cordovants, Anj. 
ſeeds, and the like. ; | 


The weights here in uſe are two, theone called the' Onintar Twreeſco, and the other the 
Quintar Petraſin. 


The Quintar Twrceſco of 100 pound makes in Engliſh pounds 119 pound to 120, in Venjy, 


groſs 112 pound, in Veniceſuctle 176 in 178 pound. 


The Quintar or 100 pound Petraſin make Engliſh 88 |. as is before-mentioned : by this alf 
Silk, Powder of Grain, and other fine goodsare fold 3 and by the Quintar T wreeſco 15 Wool, Cote 
ton, Caviare, Wax, Hony, and ſomeother groſs commodities ſold and weighed. | 

The meaſures of length is the pico, which is 27 inches Engliſh, and the hundred braces of 
Cloth in Yenice holds here 112pico, and the hundred braces of Silk in Venice, holds here 
106 pico. 


Near this City isthe Town of Siderocapſe, ſo well known to the T'#rks for the rich Mines of 


Gold there adjoyning, from which the great Twrk, doth monthly draw for his own ſhare above 


20000 Dollars, beſides the charges. 


Near the entrance of the gulph of Salozica is found the high and craggy Hill of «Athy, 
now the Holy Mountain; whereon is found four and twenty Monaſteries of Colloires, or 
religious Grecian Friars, with ſuch devotion and zeal, that the Twrks themſelves not only 
admire their quiet living, but oftentimes communicate co their neceſſicies , giving them gifts 
and alms. Here ir 1s reported the ancient learning of many Greek Fathers lies buried, 
or at leaſt immured, till by ſome divine hand they may be freed and diſperſed chrough Chri- 
ſtendom. | 

And now to the reſt of the Provinces of chis fruitful and famous Countrey. 

The next Province is eAchaja,wherein was that famous Athens,now Salines; alſo CMarathrin, 
where Darins was overthrown. 

Then Megara, tamops in times of eld. Thebes built upon che River (ephiſes: here is alio 
the Strajghrs of T hermopile 25 footin breadch, defended by 300 Spartans againſt Xerxes, tothe 
loſs of 3zpooGOk hismen. Here is alſo the Mount Helicon and Parnaſſus, famouſcd amongſt 
Poets, and che Pythian Ciry accounted the midſt of all the world, and many other remarkable 
places, which were here in times paſt, all having yielded co age, and therefore meric not alonger 
ſtay, or a more ſerious {urvey of the trade thereof. 


 Epyrus15the next Province, wherein was found famous, 1 Antigonia, 2 Caſrope, 3 eAmiraſia, 
and others now ruined and of no account. 

Albania 1s the next, wherein is 1 Albanopolis : 2 Sfetigrade, 3 Durazzo, a ſtrong Town, 
4 Croia, under whoſe walls Ammrath the ſecond died; now affording liccle known trade un- 
LO US. 

Macedonia 1s thenext, wherein is Scidra, Adeſſa, Eribea, all fair Cities, bur little known 
to the Engliſh tor matcer of trade: only it is not to be forgotren, that this Countrey is fa- 
mous for Philip and Alexander the Great his Son 5 who Fon ones had cheir original. 

' Theſſaly is the next Province, where the Cities of Tricca, Lomia » Demetria, Pharſalia and 
others ſtood, now alſo rnin'd and forgot. 

Migdonia is the next Province, wherein was Stagira, next Apollonia, Nepolis, Antigona, who 


alſo are now allruincd ; giving preheminence to Theſſaloniga, now called Salonica , lcared 11a 
Bay of that name, as I have mencienedin the chapter before-going. 


Thracia 1s he laſt Province compriſed inGrecia, wherein 1s found the Cities of Seſfos opp& . 
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ice ro e£hydos upon the Helleſpont , famous for the loves of Hero and Leander, and now the 
Caſtles or keys of Conſtantinople, Abdera che birth place of Democrites, who ſpent his life in 
laughing z Ca!ipols firuaced on the Nothern promontory of Cherſoneſe, the firſt Town chat £4220. 
over the Twrks rook in Exrape, Trajanapols, founded by Trajanus, and Adrianopolzs built by Adrianopte, 
Alrian the Emperonr, and by Bajaz#t taken in 1362, and made the ſeat of his, Empire, ill 
' the taking of Conſtantinople abcur go years after, and Pera, a Ciry of che_ Genoways oppoſite F#r4- 

to (onſtantinop.e: and laſtly, here is found the famous City of ConjZantinople it (elf. che Metro- 

polis of Greece, and the preſent ſear of the Emperors of the Twrks, wherein having reſided for 

ſome years, and finding that 1t comprehendeth moſt part of the traffick of his Ewrepean Do- 

minions, it wall not be amiſs for me co obſerve it in a particular Chaprer, as well mericing the

ONSTANTINOPLE, the ſeat and reſidence of the great 7 rk, is faruated upon Conſtautinopte,'! 
the ſ{ticam that paſſech from che 'Exxine ſeas,to the Mediterranean, and thereby reaping and rhe trade 

he benefic of all chat the winds can convey thither, boch from che black and white Seas, ag **% 

they term them : Ic is no more commodious for Merchandiſe, than for to be the head of 

an Empire, affronting A/ia,and behind ic Exrope, whereof it 1s accounted the utrermoſt limit, 

eſteemed to be 20 miles incircait, and comprehending 700060 living ſouls, as ſome have con- 

etived, which would grow innumerable, did nor the grend Signiowrs armies yearly, and the 

plague once in chree or four years {weep away abundance of them. 

Ic was firſt built by Pauſanias, a Lacedemonian Captain, 660 years before Chriſt, and by 
him called Biſantiams, afterward ruined by Sever, and in eAnno 313 reedified by Conſtan- 
tine the Great, and made the ſeat of his Empire, and by him beaurified and adorged wich 
magnificent buildings and curious ornaments, and called Conſtantinople, then it fell into the 
hands of the Latins, from them to the Gyecians, and laſtly, in 1453 to the Tarks, who now 
command ic» upon which ſome have made this obſervation ; That the firſt Emperor of the 
Latins wh» commanded it was a Baldwin, and ſo was he alſo, that left it, alſo that it was built 
by a Conſtantine, the ſon of a Helena, a Gregory being Patriarch,and loſt by a Conſtantine, the ſon 
of « Helena, a Gregory bting Patriarch, and as it was gained by a Mahomt, ſo have the Turks a 
Prophefie, that a Mahemet ſhall loſe it, 

The City is formed in manner of a Triangle, or more ficly, as we {ee the compoſition of 
a Harp, having its two largeſt angles bordering on the Seas upon a point thar ſtretcheth ic (elf 
into the Sea, and the third, which ische leaſt parc incompaſſed with .a ſtrong tripled wall, 
incompaſſed with dry deep ditches for defence, and ſtrengthened with ſundry Towers now 
daily ruined, for the Twrks hold bur few Cities fortified, eicher by walls or bulwarks, ſave ſome 
principal places, ſronrires, or ſuch like, 

Ic hach many goodly modern kuildings, and amongſt the reſt, many Canes for Merchants Canes. 
ſtrangers to abide ; and Beſeſternes for them to make ſales of their commodities in, it hath alſo geſeRerges, 
many goodly Mcſces, or Turkiſh Churches, and that anciently of Santa Sophia, converred to 
their irreligious devotion, is not the leaſt, though only the now ſtanding Chancel of che firſt 
building, neer which 1s the grand Signiowrs place, in the very point of the angle incompaſſed 
for 3 miles in circuit with a high wall, and fortified with many 100 pieces of Ordnance : 
chis City the common mark of all commodities of this Empire, receiving and diſtributing whar 
either comes or goes 3 the Merchants of London abour 1580 here began to have ſome trade, 
and break the Ice by their land: travel hither chrough Hungary afterward ic was ſetled by 
the benefic of the Sca; and the firſt Engliſh Ship that came hither, was about 1585, with 

an Embaſſadonr to reſide 53 who obtained here ſuch favour by the recommendation of Queen 
Elizabeth, chac her ſubjeRts in cheir treaty and capitulations, had many immunities and pri- 
viledges granted them, and amongſt the reſt, a Toleration of cheir Religion, freedom to 
their Perſons and eſtates, and that their cuſfvzzs ſhould only be 3 in the hundred our, and 
3in, whereas all other Chriſtians there reſident, paid 5 per cent. Since which time, the Eng- 
liſh have here driven a great trade, under protection oft divers Embaſſadonrs, that havehere 
reſided, which have had their Eleftion, Salary, and IMaintenance from a ſociery of Merchants 
Incorporated in England under the greac Seal z firſt, by the ſaid Queen Elizabeth, and con- 
lrmed afcerward with new priviledges by our deceaſed Soveraign King Famer: and laſtly, by 
our preſent King Charles under the Title of Merchants of England trading the Levant Seas, 
wherein was ar tuſt comprehended the Eaffern Indies, the dominions of the great Twrk, and 
allo the Signiory of Venice 3 this company deriving thejx original from the company of 
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* Barbary CMerchants, which about this time, by reaſon of the civil wars of Morocco and Feſſe, 
began co decay, and within a ſhort time came to nothing, and who afterward ſearching more 
adviſedly into the trade of theſe Eaſtern Countreys, this Company ſetled a Conſul in Aleppo, 
and a vice=-Conſul in Tripoliche then principal ſear of Syria, with the titles of Syria'aud Cypruc 
alſo they plaged another Conſ#l in Chios, inticled of Scio, Smyrna, and the Arches : as ang... 
ther Conſ#l fince in Argier, and another in Twnis, and che laſt in Petras in Corea, ſirenprh.. 
ned with command from the Port and Darano of the grand Signiogr, not only for their 
peaceable living, bur alſo for che quiet enjoying of theſe priviledges granted unto them, 
above 1s ſaid. : | 
* Commodities The commodities that this place at firſt afforded to our Nation, and which hence in thoſe 
found _— days were brought into England, were Grograms, Camblet, Mohair, Perfia Silk, Gold in great 
nana 26 quantity, Carpets, Anniſeeds, Cottons, G alls , ſome Pepper, Indico, and other. PICCS, which 
'now by the benefir of our Eaſt India trade, -we ſend thither in far greater abundance 
than ever we had them thence and thoſe are yet the common Staple commodities of this 
Countrey. 
Commodities The {ORG which at firſt this Company did ſend to Conſtantinople, were Lead,Tin 
ſent from Eng- 1,4 principally a ſort of blue Kerſies, called Hampſhire, and Stopliſt , and ſome few clothes 
land to -"g of Suffolk, Fars of Martins, Cony,Fitchos,Sables,and ſuch: and now thoſe Kerfies are aloe.

io Turkey, pally the Sultany in gold , which agrees with the Hungar, Venice, Cheequin , and Xerff of 
Barbary, paſſing for 120 Ffpers and the Doller of Germany: the Rial of 5 Spaniſh paſſeth for 
$0 Aſpers, ſo that the 1 3 Kial of } is a Sultany of Gold ; howbeit of lare days filver is found 
more plenciful, and Gold more ſcarce, ſo that the ſaid Su!tany, Hungar or Checquin is worth 
I + Doller, and 10, 12 or 13 Aſpers more or leſs as the ſame is demanded and fought aker; 
alſo here are found other Dollers, both of [taly and Germany, tofpaſs for for a confiderable 
value, as the Lion Doller at 75 Afpers, and the German Seſetine at 70 Aſpers 8c, and in finemoſt 
ſort of current coinsin the world, if found good filver, find here a real price in payments of 
Merchandiſe.

The meaſures of length in Conſtantinople uſcd in trade, are three, and all called Picos: the Meaſures of | 
firſt is the cloth Pico: four whereof hath been obſerved to make three yards Engliſh, and is abour Conſtantinople:

The ſecond is the Grograms or Chamlet Pico, containing 24 inches, and obſerved to __ 
24 pico 16 Yards Engliſh. | 
The third is the Linen pico, which is only the former doubled , and note that m the mea- 
ſuring here of all commodities of length, here is no allowance made nor given in courrtefie, 
as the inch 1s over-plus in England ; bur the ſaid pices are found to be made flat of Tron,and no 


 'more allowance given than the thickneſs of rhe gico at the end, which commonly exceeds nor 


the thickneſs of an Engliſh ſhilling. 


Corn is ſold by a meaſure concave, called the Killow, and weigheth about 20 Oaks ; and it Corn meaſure; 
hath been obſerved, that 85 of a Kilow is a London quarter, and doth make a Salmo in Legorn, 
and five Killows in Z ant make 6 Buſhels Engliſh. 


Wine and Oil, and almoſt all liquid commodities is fold by a weter, which makes $ Oaks, and Wine and Oil, 
15 accounted 7 of a gallon Engliſh. . 

Note that in Conſtantinople all fuel to burn, Fruit, Fiſh, Fleſh, and for the moſt parc all 
commodities are ſold by weight, and very few by the concave meaſures, which 1s a good be- 
nefit to the provident, Obſerve that Scio doth agree with theſe meaſures and weights z and ſo 
alſo ſhould Smyrna by the obſervations of Merchants, ſome years paſt, but ſome difference is 
now found pcradventure crept in by the abuſe of the weighers,and the falſhood of beams ; and 
chis difference is found more groſs upon cottons and galls chan upon any other commodity, which 
may proceed borh from the foulneſs'of the firſt, and the greenneſs of the later, which I refer to 
the reformation of the more judicious. 


The cuſtoms paid in (onftantinople arc divers: as the Italians, and other Franks and Jews pay Cuſtoms 1n 
upon all commodities, bo.h outward and inward, F per cent. Conſtaminopie. 

The 7#rks themſelves arc free from all cuſtoms. 

The Engliſh and Dutch pay 3 pet cent. inward, and as much outward, upon all commodi- 
ties, and this is paid 1n ſpecies , and not in »oney, except that the Merchants do compound, as 
oftencimes they do, with the c#ſtomer, that al indifferent rate be made upon the commodities,and 
upon thac rate is 3 per cent. taken accordingly. 

Note, that over and above this cuſtoms paid by agreement and capitulation of forcign Princes Miſeteria. 
for their ſubje&s, there is paid upon all ponderous commodities a duty of 1 + per cent. and upon 
all meaſurable cometh paid 1 per cent, and theſe cuſtoms are called Miſeteries, and ever 
paid betyycen the buyer and the ſeller ; the T##k, if happening to be either, is ever excmpred, 
which daty, borh by the buyer and ſeller is paid ro the Brokers,who repay it rothe Farmer thereot, 
and borh + for the ColleRor, and is a rent ſerled fot the maintenance of an Hoſpital founded by 
Snltan Achmet, as hoping by this new cuſtom levied upon ſtrangers, and thus diſpoſed of to charitable 
uſes, to gain heaven at the charges of Chriſtians. 

Oppoſite to the Ciry of Conſtantinople, is the City Gallatta, formerly Cornabiſantum, and Gakats«, 
and 1n times paſt belonging to the Genoeſe, who in the declining ftace of the Grecian Empire 
were poſleſlors of this City, and many other jn chis Empire both of gxcac crade and conſequence 
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which are now in the poſſeſſion of the Grand Signior, between which a River now runnech, where. 
in all ſhipping find both a ſafe and convenient Harbour, and in which all the Weſtryn Chriſti. 
ans, either Engliſh, French, Dutch, or Venetian Merchants have their common refidency , jg. 
rermixt with Grecians, Jews, Armenians, and ſome few Turks, where alſo 1s placed a Cuſtom. 
houſe oppoſite ro another on Conſtantineple ſide , both commonly farmed by one and the {gif 
ſame Emine or Farmer, who is the Receiver of the Grand Sipniors Cuſtoms, which are Found 
commonly payable , the one half in Aſpers, of 80 Aſpers to a Deller, and che other half j, 
Sultanies of Gold, or otherwiſe as the Farmer and Merchant can agree for, and compound the 
ſame. 

I have ſhewed before, how that the Company of Engliſh Merchants incorporated by the 
name of the Sociery of the Levant Company in England,do elc& and nominace an able and $kilfy] 
well qualified man in Merchants affairs, who with his Majefies conſent and approbation reſideth 
here, as Legier Embaſſador, to prote& both the ſaid Companies Fadors, aud their Eſtates here jn 
ter of trade, whole charges and ſalary is paid and defrayed wholly by the ſaid Levant Cop. 
py, and for the honour of the Engliſh Nation, and as neceſſary to his Port, and the faj 
Companies traffick through the Grand Signiors Dominion, they are found alſo to maintain ar pre. 
ſent, and to pay ſalary to 6 Conſ#ls in 6 ſeveral pace this Empire, and to wait upon theſe 
and their Fafors, they give pay te 40 Fanizaries, 20 Druggermen , or Interpreters: 6 Secryy- 
ries, 3 Miniſters, beſides ſundry other needful Officers. And for the government of this txr,4; 
in England, they have a Governor, who is always yearly choſen in London, and is ever one of 
the moſt eminent of the ſaid Company, then a Deputy, and thirdly a Hwband , in which Jp, 
the ſaid Company have for ſume years honoured my imployment , and thought my pains wy. 
thy their acceptation: and theſe in conſideration of their care, havea yearly courtefie or gratuity 
for their pains: alſo totheſe are added a Secretary, Accomptant, and ſome other - Officers re. 
ceiving ſalary 3 and for the better regulating of this trade, and as aſſiſtants to che aboye-ſaid, 
they have a Treaſurer, and 18 (Committees yearly choſen, and are ever the greateſt tradery, and 
the moſt eminent of the ſaid Society, and commonly the deepeſt intereſſed in the generaltrade; 
and in this nature hath it continued fince the firſt Ere&ion and Incorporation of chis Soclety in 
Anno 1585; by Queen Elizabeth, whoſe love to her Merchants procured them in Twrkie many 
priviledges, and granted them in England the Immunities afore{aid. Now for the levying and 
ſupportation of this charge annually chus happening, and for the raifing ot the preſent that j 
given to the Grand Signior, at the change of every Embaſſadonr, there 1s Izvied a Lanto upon 
the Merchandize, either Imported or Exported, in or out of Twrkie, upon the members. of the 
ſaid Company, which in England is called by che name of Impoſitions, and in 7 wrkie,by che nam: 
of Conſelage, which the ſaid Company do impoſe upon themſelves, and fer the fame either higher 


. or lower, as their occaſions and neceſſity of their charge doth require, and theſe are them 


eminent, of all the Merchant Chriſtians that traffick hither. 

The ſecond eminent traders into this City, are the Yenetians, and che ſuvjeRs of chat Signis 
ry, to protet whom, and for reaſons of eſtate, becauſe of their neer neighbourhood, char Com- 
mun-wealth maintains here an eAmbaſſadovr , commonly inticled the Bails, rogethcr with 10 
Conſuls in ſundry parts ofthe Grand Signiors Dominions, together wi.h 60 Jazizarier, 30 Drug- 
germen, and ſundry other Officers, which are all paid and defraid out of the officeof Cortinvio, m 
Venice, from 8 hence allo iſſuerh all avenies, and other loſſes and charges that happen for the pre- 
ſervation and maintenance of the trade of Twrkie, or che libertiesand immunicics granted chere- 
ro cthroughouc all the Grand Signiors Dominions, 

The chird eminent traders into this Ciry, arethe French, and the SubjcAs of chat Crown: to 
protect whom, and alſo for preſervation of amiry ſerled berween them, rhat King maintaineth 
here an Embaſſadour, together with twelve Con{uls, diſperſed into ſundry parts of this Empire; 
rogerher with 80 Faniſarijes, 34 Draggermen, and ſundry other Officers, all paid and defrayed 
out of the Coffers of the French King, who willingly concribuceth che charge for the caſe of his 
Merchants, and hath bur ſmall leviations upon them for the ſame. 

The fourth and laſt is the Dutch Nation, who in ſome manner are found to have ſome trat- 
fick hither ; ro which end that State maintaineth in this City an Embaſſadovr, whom they in- 
ticle cheir Oator, beſides whom they have only three Conſulſhips , rwelve Faniſaries, ten Drug- 
germen, and ſome other Officers diſperſed through the Grand Signillh Dominions,' whoſe charge 
18 vorn by the ſtate of che Merchants of chat Nation, crading hicher at a tanto per cent. and not 
by che purſe of the ſaid Provinces, | 

Beſides theſe, ſome ſmall trade is driven here by the ſubjeRs of che King of Poland , as allo 
by the ſubjeRts of the King of Hwngary, and by the Emperonys ſubjeas; who each of them 
tave here their Embaſſadours: bur che crade thereof is of fo little conſequence, and ſubjet co 
{ach change and variation by reaſon of the War and Peace, which ſomecimes is truly 00- 


ſerved, and ſometimes again as lictle regarded, chat ic merits no great confideracion 1n this

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As for the craflick driven here our of Armenia, Miſcovia, Tartaria, Egypt, Georgia, Perſia, 
andorher Countreys of Aſa, and Africa, I paſs them over in filence, having handled chem par- 
ticularly in thoſe ſeveral Kingdoms 3 to which I refer the Reader.

briefly related: Icis now High time for me to look homewards z and ſo leaving thisfamous Ci-

remember, and what they now do, let the World witneſs and teſtifie throughout Enrope, 
What Creek or Port in Exrope have they not ſought out and found? Nay how many of them 
have fought againſt hunger, cold, and all extremities, co find new Northeys paſſages to the 
Sonthern Regions, and chongh the South Seas, and a great partof America be ar this day debar. 
red tothem and to their Navigation, yer their wills herein are more bounded to their Princes 
pleaſure in a faichful obedience to his Treaties and Peace with that Don that challengeth thoſe 
vaſt Countreys, then any way in fear of his greatneſs , or his Naval power ar Sea, as may well 
witneſs their Actempts, Navigations, and Plantationsin many parts of that Countrey not lj. 
mitted or forbidden by that treaty. As for their Navigationsto Africa, begin at Alexandria in 
Egypt, and (o fail to T ants, Argier and Senta, and thence alongſt che coaſt of Guiny and Bemy, 
to Cape Bona Eſperanſa, then to Mombaſa, Melinda, Brava, (ape Guarde fuy, and into the 
Red-Sea gulf, and tell me where is it that they have not been, or whar place or Port is not ac- 
quainted to them. , And if you ſurvey the Maritime ſhore of 4þa, and begin art Smes in the 
aforeſaid Gulf, and ſo to Aclon, Dieu, Cambaia, Ormw,, Surrat, Goa, (ochin, Meſulapatan, 
Pegu, Camboi, Cauch, China, CMaccan, and to the utmoſt bounds of China, and the /ſtes of Ja 
pan, and Cathay, and all the adjacent Iſlands they have all been for many years, both well 
acquainted to our Sea-men , and not unfrequented by our Merchants and traders, and for 
the Caſpian Sea, the Emxine and the other parts of eAſfiacompriſed from thence by Conſt antinggle 
to Scanderone, and ſoro Alexandria, every week brings us tidings of the current adviſes of thoſe 
places. To conclude then, by whar hath been ſaid may be clearly ' diſcerned the preſent height 
and amplitude of our Engliſh commerce, and the greatneſs of Englands Navigations, the con- 
tinuation whereof my devotions ſhall ever ſecond, and my Prayer ſhall be, that neither our fained 
friends, nor et our fromard foes, may ever have juſt cauſe to rejozce at the decreaſe , nor leaſt di-

Having thus happily ended my peregrination, and drawn out the ntmoſt bounds and limits 
of this my Hap of Commerce, and conciuded there the manner and mater of che general and

Te make theſe Tables compleat, and the Rulesof theſe Exchanges to be truly and rightly . 
underſtood, it is obſervabte, that asall Exchanges havea ſecked race and prices, by which 
the taker takech, and the giver by covenant giveth ir ; ſo is there likewiſe a certain po/itive term, 
and time limited , wherein, and at which day expired, the faftor of the taker, or his aſſign, re- 
paycth the covenanted ſum to the faftor, or aſſign of the giver thereof, which germ or time 
1s of differing ſpace of days prefixed : the commongſatm or times by which all Bills in Ex-

He next thing confiderable yer to be handled for the explanation of theſe Tables of Ex- How the Rates 
changes, 1s the rate and price it ſelf, for ſeeing thar fo many Merchants of grear emi- 2Aad prices of 

nence, whoſe eſtates are continually traverſed from one Countrey ro another, and from one 5 Hat o 
Coin to anorher, do daily and conſtancly give and take as their occaſion , and the rates "ag 

the Exchanges, conduce to their profic, it may be conceived, thar cheir great purſes, ſhould 

preſcribe the rule and rate thereto, which is ſeen ſo variouſly to alter , and daily to riſe and 

fall by che continual current of thoſe and others: that »ſe this Myſtery 5 yer notwithſtand- 

ing, not found that they have any determinate power orſtroak, in giving the price thereto, 

though it muſt be confeſſed, char ſach have a conducing hand, ſo far forch as it may be 

found, that their opinion concur wich the univerſal opinions of che reſt, intereſſed in this 

wſtical body of Exchanges : and therefore to explain my elf, ic may ficly here be demanded, 

how theſe rates and prices of Exchanges come:to he ſer, and then continued, or how it comes 

ro pais that the ſame are ſeen ſo frequently to vary and alter , in foreign parts : wheteto 

I anſwer, thac che Bankers in Italy, Spain and France, being now a days found to be the only 

great raxers and deliverers of woneys, have at the times of che paymencsof Exchanges, in the 

principal places aforeſaid, (as namely , at Lions in France, Madrid, and in other places of 

Spain, Florence, Gensa, Venetia, and ſuch other places in Utaly) a conſtant meering , and 

there by certain tickers in writing, deliver every man his opinion, whar che price of the Ex- 

change ought to be for all places : Then exchanging for the next Fair or time of payment in 

every the ſaid places, and according tothe ſame, the calculation is caſt up by the Medium; 

that is to ſay, if there be ſeven or more Foices or Tickets, the ſaid ſeven are added toge- 

ther, and the ſeventh payt is the Mediums; and if there be ten , chen the ten being caſt up, 

the tenth part is the Medium; and ſo for greater or leſſer numbers accordingly : wherein ic 

3s to be noted, that theſe Bankers do obſerve , how the plenty of Aonegs lieth by Exchange, 

how the occaſions of Princes may help or hinder, either by great Receits, or great disburſe- 

ments ; how the Trade and commerce of the Negotiators and Merchants is concurrent 


| and effective; and therein they are found to concur, in ſcrting the ſaid Rates and Prices for 


their own commodicy and advantage: and from this Spring, is ebſerved to raiſethe Hain Ocean 
of all the Exchanges of Chriſtendom; in which, this of our Countrey of England hath buc 
aſmall ſhare, as being only a Branch derived from the principal Channel.

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' loſer, Now this Par in Exchanges may be here properly (in the general) ſaid tobe of two 


diſtin& kinds; the one as appertaining to the State and Prince, and belonging to the profit and 
loſs of the Kingdom 3 and the other to the Merchant or Exchanger, and appertaining to the 
profic and loſs of his private eſtate and intereſt ; the firſt, Thold proper and fir the knowleds 
of Connſellors and Stateſ-men ; and the other, 1s proper and fit the knowledge of the Trading- 
Merchant : the finding our of both which Par's in Exchanges, is thus : 

The firſt Par in Exchanges, which I term here the Princes Par, or the Suvereions Vale 
for Value, ig grounded upon the weight, fineneſs, and valuation of the Jones of cach ſeve- 
ral Kingdom, City, or Place; the ſeveral Standards thereof ſo equally proportioned, fo truly 
and juſtly by the art of the Aint reQtified, that each Prince his Coin, 1n Exchanges, ma 
have irs due allowance, according to the goodneſs and fineneſs, coarſeneſs and badneſs thereof: 
and therefore herein to make and to ſerle this above-named Pay exaRtly berwixt one Kingding 
and another, we are io examine and compare, not only the weight and finene(s of our own 
Coins as they are inthemſ(elves, bur alſo the weight and fineneſs of choſe of other Princes and 
Conntreys, with the real propirtion that happeneth therein, not only between our, own Goldand 
Silver,but alſo berween the Gold and Silver of other Countreys, This examination,compariſon, and 
proportion,duly,rightly,and really examined,compared,and proportioned,and no difference, ine- 
quality,or diſpropartion found or admitted therein, then may our Exchanges run at ene and the 
Tame price and rate,both for Gold and Silver,taking the denomination according to the valuation 
of che Moneys of each Countrey and Kingdomzhereby finding how much fine Slver or gold our own 
porend ſterling containeth, and what quantity of other Moneys , either of France, Italy, Ger- 
many, Netherlands, Eaſtland, 8c. this Kingdoms is to have in Exchange, to countervail the 
ſame, in the like weight and fineneſs, anſwerable to our own, be ir by the Pond, Doller, Dy. 
cate, Crown, or any other real or imaginary coln, giving always a Value for Value, and re- 
ceiving the like 3 which, by reaſon of the great conſequence depending thereon , I here call 
the Prince. his Par, in the exchanges of his Moneys by Bills of Exchange with other Conntreys 
and Kingdoms. 

The ſecond Pay, I call the Merchants or Exchangers Par in Biils of Exchange , and is 
grounded partly upon'the Sovereign or Princes Pay above mentioned, but principally upan the 
carrent value of the ſaid Coins, the plentyand ſcarcity thereof, the riſing and falling, inhanſe- 
ment and debaſement of the ſame 2: and therefore ſuch Merchants as are Exchangers, do endea- 
vonr by certain rules of Exchanges, to equalize the valuation, of che Moneys of one Prince or 
Countrey with another : And therefore every man that delivereth his. Aoney in one Conntrey, 
or Place, to have it in another, 1s and ought to be ever curious, to underſtand eirher the 15 or 
gain that cometh thereof ; which is only and properly diſtinguiſhed by the knowledge and 
finding out this Par afore-mentioned. For finding our of which, it is requiſite for him that re- 
mitceth, to know either by his own advice, judgment, or otherwiſe, how much che Crown, Dul- 
ler, Dxcate, or Pound whence he remitteth, is worth in the place whither he would make ts 
remittance unto, As for example, having Money in Lions in France, which I would remit for 
Antwerp, Tought to know how much the Crown of France is really worth in Antwerp : as pre- 
ſuppoſe, that the (rown of France, of 67 Sels, or 3 1. 7 Sols Toxrneis , is worth by exchange, 
according to the courſe thereof, 100 Groſs there; I would then know what, the real Cropn of 
60 Sols or 3 1.
